This 
road is of vital importance for the Germans if they. want to move reinforcements 
to the fighting area, American troops fought their way through in one area, and beat <. 
down fierce meeen Cane, to penetrate inland on a 5J-mile front. 


The first assault waves that went ashore on the Cherbourg peninsula did not meet 
a. single German during the first hour, which they spent in destroying and re-moving 
the German obstacles, They destroyed a reinforced concrete tank block, blowing 
it up with dynamite and making an opening through which a tank detachment could go 
forward to the attack = all in accordance with plans 


There was a discouraging welcome to the Germans from our own destroyers. One 
Of them anchored just off shore so as to be able to shoot better, and:another - a. 
Canadian one = sent 13 bull's-eyes from her 4.7" guns right into a German cee. 
‘This helped the Canadians on land, and not long afterwards they brought in their 
first prisoners. One of the prisoners - a warrant officer ~ said that the first 
he knéw of the invasion was when the shelling fram the ships threw him out of bed!» 

At one place. about twenty barrage balloons were swaying in the breeze, apparently 
without visible means of support.

Sees: is a . story which ought to be writin about what our ‘airborne troops 
have done, and I wish I could pull myself together suf ficiently to tell it co- 
herently. One of the rcasons why I cannot is because thore is a hell of a lot. 
of fighting going on, round here, while I om writing, and shells mortars. and .. 
grenades - to say nothing of a couple of snipers - are making it so hot around - 
me that this is no place for thinking and writing. And the way.my_ typewriter 
is behaving does not make it any casier,. .

to my chest under my other equipment, and it got a bit of a bang when I landed 
head over heels. |

But the situation was a grim onc . There was no doubt of that when I i back 
to ‘headquarters. We had taken the nazis by surprise. But they knew what was 
happening now, énd we could expect their tanks at any moment. 


“At 3.20 tho Allieca paratroops bohina tho Atlantic Wall breathed a sigh of 
relief as they heard the bombors coming slow, towing gliders. We watched than 
in the pale moonlight ond glare. of flak unhooking, and then diving. stecply for 
earth. One of them was. caught by flak, and caught fire, flying around for three 
or four minutes, a ball of: flamc. * We hodrd the crunch of broaking match-wood as 
gliders bounced on rocks and carcered into still undcstroyed ‘poles. But it was 
hard to restrain the impulse to cherr, for, out of every glider men wore pouring, . 


and jeeps anti-tank guns and ficld guns - soos we wal that even if the nazis came 
we could now hold then. 


‘And now, as a. faint glow aa to. appear in the udeniien sky, our oyes turned 
upwards and westwards. For there was a roaring that rpaidly grew to a thunderous 
roll that never stopped. We knew the climax.of phase one of the invasion was 
approaching now. Here wore bombers, swarming in like bees to give the nazis' 
coastal defences their last softening up before our seaborme forces landed. And 


what a sight it was! We wero about two miles away, but the oxplosions lifted us 
off the ground. 


In the orchard where I had landed we saw a shape in a tree and wont; up to 
it. It was a man who had jumped from our glider just before me. He was beyond 
help - nazi machine-gumers had’ scen to that. But the ripped body of a young nazi

£. for yards oway showed that he hag not dicd unavenged. It was hazardous going 
because nazi patrols were numerous in this orca, and on one occasion a patrol 
‘passed only a few yards away, but we hid behind a pile of stones and they did 
not see us. 


Eventually we roached high ground overlooking the coast end waited until 
our watches showed 7.15. A Pew minutes beforé it there was an‘carth shaking © 
holocaust of noise. Approaching the coast under the cover of naval ships the 
invasion barges wore coming in firing. It was a torrific barrage that. must | 
have paralysed the defences. Then ships began nudging towards the beaches and 
we shook each others hands in the ee that the invasion at’ Long cana hed 


begun. 


Since that time I have heard little of how that invasion has been going, 
for ours has largely continucd as a private war. It was a morning of tense 
excitement; for the nazis infiltrated into our positions with armoured cars, 
mobile guns and hordes of snipers. By 10 o'clock we wore getting a roasting 
from martar bombs; to get from one building to another you had to run for your 
life and dodge the bullets of snipers hidden in trees all around. Our patrols 
were out hunting them down, but they were hard to find and hard to kill. 


The mayor of the little town offered us a glass of wine and arranged to 
give us eggs and milk; he would not hear of payment. “I have three sons in 
nazi prison camps, and I hate the Boche" he said. "We have waited a long time 
for the hour of liberation." There ware children playing in the streets, 
unnindful of the war only a few yards away. Just outside the town, on the : 
road to Cach, our paratroops were waging a desparate battle against nazi armoured 
-@ars and two panzer tanks. Inside headquarters you could hardly hear a word for 
the sound of shells and bombs dropping all around us. But the General said: ; 
“Byerything is fine, It's going exactly to peers Don't worry, we'll hold then." 


| I made my way back to the bridges. Every vind of the road smelt of dtath, for 
Germans and British lay in the mud side by side whore thoy had fought in darlmcss 
for possession of bridgos. Half way over I came across a nazi soldier groaning 
from &@ wound in his stomach. "He's lucky to be alive," said a paratrooper bittérly.

lated. All opposition from the north west finally coased and to tho groat relic? of 
our mon a long line of commandos with their green berries came into view. 


There was no doubt that there would be further counter-attacks; more armoured 
: units and mobile guns were massinh on our southorn flank. Around 6 p.m. the counter- 


_ . attack was reaching full strength. All or units worc heavily engaged. In the head- 


quarters shells were falling steadily and three officers wero seriously wounded while 
they were. talking to tho General. And we were all asking ourselves; will relief 
cane? We ous not expect scabrone help yot; it would have to came from the air. 


And they did not let us down. It was just on 9 Dom when the sky was Pull of 
fighters once more, and under them a great flect of bombers towing gliders scaled 
Slowly over our heads. The stream lasted for half an hour. And they they were all 
on the ground, and more men and more guns were pouring out.

Keep an eye on bridges too and important supply 
points for water and light the destruction of which would disturb the supply 
arrangements. Notice where the enemy lays mines or explosive charges. It is 
specially important to notice where he puts hoobjy. trapS.s.

it is very important that avexsbods should have a good knowledge of his 
neighbourhood, The allied forces will have a continual need of guides. It is 
essential that information given them should be accurate and that — are 
7 absolutely sure of the way both by day or by night.

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THE Se BU OF THe WAR IN TPALY. 


On May Lith General sNecanaen' S. allied forces in Italy cmon a 
violent assault on the German lines on the other side of the River 
Garigliano on the west coast of Italy, about 50 miles south of the 
Allied bridgehead at Anzio. The attack, which was carried out the 
whole way along the river from the sea to Cassino, ended after 
comparatively short but very hard fighting, in a complete German 

retreat and finally in a route all along the front, « After a few days 
the British troops in the bridgehead were able’ to. join up with the — 
American troops advancing north along the coast through Gaeta and — 
Terracina, First the Germans’ so-called Adolf Hitler line fell and : 
only a few days later the allies had forced their way through the defence 
line lying behind it which went from Atina north of Cassino, down to the 
sea at Terracina. After retreating in disorder the Germans tried to hold 
their last defence lines before Rome - an acr from Subiaco over the Alban 
hills and down to the sea just north of the Anzio bridgehead. But nothing 
could hold the allied forces and on June 4th Rome fell: practically undamaged 
into the hands of the allies after the Germans had had to withdraw from the 
city so fast that they had not even had time to blow up the bridges over the 
Tiber, or to take with them their wounded, who numbered more than 8,000. 
General Kesselring's forces were in complete disorder, They got away to 
‘the north only by fleeing as fast as they could, covered by such defence 
as their rear guard could put up. During the following days there fell in 
quick succession Oustia, the port of Rome, the naval base Civitavecchia, 
Which is 50 miles north of Kome, and the important road and rail junction 
of Vitervo, about 60 miles north of Rome. No information is yet to hand on 
whether - and where - the Germans gan stand and fight again in Italy. But 
is is probable that they will ia & organise the defence of einen from 
some position which they: may : eo sed further north. 


| Even though the fall of Rome, only 24. days after the opening of the 
offensive, is completely overshadowed by the invasion of France which began 
two days Later, the importance of the capture of the city is plain to see, 
It is not least a serious loss of prestige for the Germans that they have 
lost one end of the axis, We need not consider too closely the feelings | 
that will be aroused in Mussolini and his "republican fascists", since they are 
_ Of no importance in the picture, Rome was the first capital to be captured 


by the tyranny of fascism and Lt Was ie first capital to be liberated from - 
the nazi yoke. 


Considering the vital position occupied by Rome in the Italian network 

of communications, it was only to be expected that the fall of the city would 

also affect German positions on the Adriatic, and as soon as Rome was lost 

their left flank too began to retreat, Everywhere they have suffered severe 

losses both of men and of material, and many of their units have been captured, 
Because of the mountainous nature of. the terrain their retreat has been confined 

exclusively to the roads which have been subjected to very heavy attacks by 

British and American forces. For mile long stretches these roads have 

offered a picture of chaos, with hundreds of German lorries, tanks and other 
vehicles smashed and burning, In many cases they have been forced to abandon 

their heavy equipment without. having time to destroy it. 


In the field of home affairs , the fall of Rome has resulted in the 
retirement of King Victor Emmanuel, in accordance with his earlier promise 
to do so as soon as Rome was in alliea hands. He has, however, not legally 
abdicated, but REPORS over his powers to Copwn Prince Umberto.

Hearly in 1942 this staff had decided that there would not be the material, 
particulerly shippihg, ready for an attack in 1942. From this followed the decision 
to clear North Africa and the Mediterranean. By the summer of 1943 they were clear 
and. the way was open to plan for the 1944 assault across the Channel. | 


~ In saying that planning, and so training, became possible only at this late 

Stage, it is not to be supposed that training had then to start at a soldiers' 
basic training.

But apart fron 
this single limitation, naturally consequent upon the necessity of war, it is the legal 
Norwegian authorities which shall govern, and Norwegian law and jurisdiction which shall 
prevail, in Norwegian towns and villages as they are liberated, and, after a short space 
of time, all over the country, —

according to the agreements, be of a purely tamporary character, It applies exclusively — 
to the period necessary to defeat, capture, intern and finally export such Germans as. . 
- are found in Norway, As soon as the military situation permits, the Norwegian Government — 
will take over all responsibility for civil administration, and the maintaining of 
_ Norwegian law and order, But even in the first phase after the allied landing, the 
Norwegian authorities will have considerable influence.

In the second place, this arrangement is by way of a guarantee. for the Norwegian 

Government, In this way the Norwegian Government will have its representatives at work 
On Norwegian. soil from the very first moment, at. posts where they can begin the prepar- 
ations for the reconstruction of the Norwegian administration, curged of quislings and 
cleansed of nazi appendages, The length of the interval during which military control 
will be necessary will depend on circumstances, and especially on the amount of resistance 
met with by the allied forces. An area which is speedily cleared of Germans and thereby

Allied joint communiqué 


The following joint communiqué was issued in London on the 16th of May:- 


"Parallel agreements have been concluded to-day by the United States of 
America, the United Kingdom and the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
with the Norwegian Government regarding the practical arrangement to 
be made for civil administration and jurisdiction in Norwegian territory 
when it is liberated by allied forces, GN 
These agreements are. intended to be essentially temporary and practical 
in character, They arc designed to facilitate the task of the allied 
commanders, and to further the common purpose of the Governments concerned = 
namely, the speedy expulsion of the Germans from allied territory and the 
final victory of the allies over Germany. Paine 
The agreements recognise that the allied commanders must enjoy de facto 
during the first or military phase of the liberation of Norway such measure 
of supreme résponsibility and authority over the civil administration as may — 
be required by the military situation. It is laid dow that as soon as the 
military situation permits the Norwegian Government shall resume’ their full 
constitutional responsibility for the civil administration, on the understand- 
ing that such svecial facilities as the allied forces may continue to require 
on Norwegian territory will be made available for the prosecution of the war

British Foreim Office comment. 


The joint communiqué goes on to announce similar agreements which have been made 
with the Dutch and Belgian Governments, In connection with these two countries, the 
- communique states: "The Soviet Government has been consulted regarding these agreements, 
and has expressed its full approval." 


The British Foreign Office has published the following comment on the agreements: 


"The signature of the three agreements with Norway, Holland and Belgium signifies 
a new step forward in the Allies' plans for the liberation of Europe. Each of the three 
allied governments concerned in these agreements have made detailed preparations to fulfil 
their obligations; their official representatives have been appointed, and the whole 
administrative apoaratus is ready to go into action,

Representatives of 44 nations met during July in Bretton Woods in America 
to discuss the proposal for an International Exchange Fund which had been put 
forward in April by British and American experts. The proposals which were 
finally agreed on will now be put forward to the Governments or National 
Assemblies of the — countries for their approval. 


The purpose of the fund is to make currency available to countries dian 
encounter momentary difficulties in securing equality in their balance of payments. 
These countries will obtain time for the necessary adjustments without having to 
resort to restrictions on trade and monetary exchange. In order to achieve this 
each coun>ry will pay a subscription to the fund, so that there will altogether be 
available 8.8 milliard dollars. Only a small proportion of the payments will be made 
in gold, the rest being in the. ry of the. country concerned. 


Provisions have been made which are intended to avoid currency restrictions

Whatever the future may bring » it is best for the time being to assune. that 
Hitler still sits fairly safely in the saddle, and thnt he ond his followers will 
continue to retain control over Gormany's war offort. It may therefore be of 
interest to cive some attention to what official German spokesmen have recently _ 
said about the war. In spite of the catastrophies on the Eastern Front the | 
German spokesmen still continue to lay weight on the Western Front and to claim | 


that it is this which is the decisive front. What are their reasons for attributing - 
the ecatest pases Teg to the operations in the West? 


Tho nost important reason is probably that on, the Eastern Front the Germans 
still dispose over larze spnees without vital military or political importance 
“which can still be evacuated. If they will and can withdraw fron the Baltic 
counivi.cs, they will be in a position to concentrate their forces ‘on:'a much 
bat tom and shorver defense line from East Prussia to the Carpathians. They will 
thus shorten their own lincs of supply, win time, and a& the same time oxtend the 
Russicns' conmaunications, If the Germans on the West Front, begin to withdraw 
themselves to any great cxtent, they will risk the Allies being able to make use 
of thoir supcrior resources. If tho war on the West Front switches over to a war | 
of movement, the Allics will scoure much better opportunitics to exploit this 
superior. ty in resources. The same holds zood where the Air Arm 1S Guneerned. 
The Ailies' Air Arm still operates mainly from Great Britain. If they obtain 


access to large areas of France, this arm will obtain » much greater striking 
power than hitherto. 


In fact, the Germans have of course very little to say when it is a matter 
of deciding wiih front is “decisive. The Germans have not reserves enough to 
hold any of their three fronts in Europe. For them, the most important front is 
thet one on which they are at the moment most inferior to the Allies, but all their 


hasty switching of troops from one front to another will in shi re not be of any 
helo to then. 


Their lack of reserves and equipment has already become clearly evident on the 
frons in Normandy. The Allied advance here continucs smoothly and surely until that 
mores when it will become possible for General Montgomery to throw in his armoured 
forces in their full strength.i The Germans are usin; their defonsive arms skilfully 

and courageously but the nature of the conflict compels them to use their resources 

wasefclly and sooner or later this will handicap them. Above all, the Germans. today 
aL labouring under a great lack of cquipment. In 1940 they relied so much on the 
combination of tanks and dive bombers that to a creat extent they overlooked the 
_ importance of artiliery. On the fronts in Russia, in Italy ond jin Normandy the 
Gevmans are now necting Allied superiority in this orm both in respect of quantity 
and quality, and it is evident thot this is becoming very unhealthy for them. Thcin 
machine of praduction is now incapable of recovering the Allies’ advantage. In. 
addition the crushing defeat of the Luftwaffe has greatly limited the enemy's capa- 


cluy for intelligence work, while at the sane time the tactical basis of their 
characteristic method of offensive has been destroyed.

THE TREATMENT OF WOUNDED 


Like everything clse in the gigantic undertaking which is now rolling 
ahead in Normandy, everything which is being done for tho wounded is brilliantly 
organised. , 


4, soldier is wounded and falls. He is picked up in the ficld by first- 
aid men who give him preliminary treatment. According to the nature of his 
wounds, he is sent back to a variety of first-aid depots, hospitals, ctc. On 
the way he is equipped with labels describing his case, what he has received 
in the way of opiates, antiseptics, and so one. These labels follow him con- 
tinually on his way to the back areas. Transport home to England proceeds by 
fast ships in the case of the more lightly wounded, and by transport plane in 
the case of craver injurics. From the port or airficld his transport continucs 


further by modern hospital trains which carry the wounded man to the hospital 
which is finally to treat hin.

We have to thank - among other things - brilliant now ontiseptics for this 
low mortality omong the wounded. Penicillin, for instance, which’ is extractcd 
from mould which grows on potatoes, has saved many lives. New and highly- 
developed methods and instruments for operation, and increased use of X-rays 
even under ficld-conditions, are also of decisive importance. In addition, tho 
first oid service has continually secured faster and surer methods of transport. 
The experienes which are being gained on that part of the front which deals with 


medical scicnce will be of great assistance to us when the new world has to be

Conquest of Saipan leads to foll of Tojo sovernment 


Almost si:mmltancously with the Allied campaign in Normandy, a battle of 
comparable significance was being fought and won in the South Pucific. 


The Oapture of Saipan on July 9 -- 25 days ofter the American forces landed -— 
ended: one of the bloodicst engazenents of the war in the Pacific. This island in 
the Mariana group, lying approximately 2,400 kilometers south of Tokyo anda 
Similar distance east of the Philippines, is the first pre-war Japanese possession 
to fall into Allied hands, The war has come home to Japanese soil. Moreover, 
Saipen is a military prize of the first magnitudee .Its air bases are within casy 
renze of both Tokyo and Manila for Flying Fortresses and Libe®ators, as well As for 
the new Super-Fortresses, which have already bombed Japan from the Chinese mainlande | 
From Saipan Allied air powcr will dominate cven more completely than before the 
sea lanes between Japan and the East Indies and Philippines. 


Neither the Japanese people nor the J apanese emporer knew that Saipan was 
conquered by the Allies until 14 days after the fall of the island. And when the 
news in time was made known it contributed directly to the resignation of the 


Japanese government and Tojo had to withdraw both as premier and as chief of the 
Japanese general staff, : 


Saipan was not a cheap victory; The fierceness of Japanese resistance . 
was 4 measure of the importance they attached to it. They had been fortifying it for 
yearse They had amassdd huge stores of amaunition and oil in underground depots. 
An extinct volcano had been converted into a fortress bristling with heavy artillery. 
And for the first time since the libcration of Guadalcanal, late in 1942, important 
Glements of the Japanese fleet were scnt out to relicve the garrison. At least 
three of Japan's newest aircraft carriers, four or five battleships, and many 


cruisers and destroyers tried to break through, but the flect was badly mauled and 
put to flisht. | 


The 25-day battle cost the American forces 2,359 men killed,: 11,481 wounded 
and 1,215 missing -- a total of 15,058, The loss in dead was only slightly less than © 
the American forces suffered in Normandy during the two weeks in which the 


bridgehead was bein, secured -- 3,082. Of the Japanese garrison, estimated at 
20,000, approximately 1,000 surrendered; the other 19,000 perished.

On July 25th Hitler issued a decree appointing Goering to be chairman of the 
Ministerial Council for the defence of the Reich, "to adapt in every respect the 
wnole of public life to the demands of total warfare". Goering has appointed 
Goebbels to be his executive, with authority to scrutinise every sspect of German 
public life for the purpose of freeing 4 maximum of manpower, The decree is — 
valid both for the Reich and. the Occupied Territories. The Ministerial Council 
specified in the decree. comprises Goering, Lammers (chief of the Reich chancellery) : 
Borwonn (successor to Hess), and Goebbels; its duty will be to carry the total 
mobilisation of Germany for total war even further than it has already gone. ~ 


| Ever since the Stalingrad disaster in January, 1943, Germany has formally 
been under “total mobilisation", According to the “ordinances of total war" then 
issued, 211 men between the ages of 16 and 65, and all women between 17 and 45, were 
compelled to register for national defence. The results were less then satisfactory 
particularly in the case of the women; the new measures which are, to be expected 
eon hardly achieve a much greater degree of concentration, while they are bound to 
necn increased pressure on a population which has already advanced farm.olong the 
road to desperntion, The impression which the Nazi leaders are trying to give = that 
an overhaul of the German machine of production can be rapidly undertaken, ond new 
methods quickly put into effect - is an illusion; complex administration cannot be

THE RUSSIAN PUSH TO THE EAST 

The Battle of Warsaw has started. The first army groups of White Russia have reached the 
Vistula at Deblin, at the confluence of the Vistula and the Wieprz. In less than five 
weeks Rokossovsky's army has covered half the distance between its starting point and 
Berlin. They have captured Lublin, one of the most important Polish cities. Brest- 
Litovsk, the great fortress barring the road to Warsaw, has been occupied. | 


In other sectors, the situation is no less serious for the Reich: to the south, Koniev 
has taken Lwow and Stanislavoff and has reached the approaches of the hugk fortress of 
Przemysl. In the central sector Sakaharov has captured Byalistok which commands the 
roads to both Warsaw and East Prussia. In the North, Eremenko has taken Dvinsk, large 
Latvian town, and is going on to Riga, already threatened by Bagramyan from the south. 
The latter has captured Chavli, whose fall cuts the last railway line between eastern 
Prussia and the German armies in the Baltic. Lastly, Cherniakovsky, leaving Grodno, 

is pushing on rapidly towards Fast P russia.

AFTER LIBERATING BRITTANY 


The «zllied forces advance on the roads to Paris

London, sugust G = The blitzkrieg of liberation has begun, Since their lendings, 
the Allied forces met with such bitter resistance from the Germans in Normandy that one 
might have wondered if this war of position, whose advances were measured in yards, 
were not to continue for months. 


Suddenly, on July 2dth, it wes learned that the lst American Army had broken 
through the German front west of Saint-Lo.e ‘the breach was rather narrow at first, but 
the «llied High Command. poured through it a torrent of massive armor which swept every- 
thing before ite One efter the other, Coutance, Periers, Lessay, Avranches, Pontorson 
fell. The americans drove into Britanny and freed Rennes in their sweep. 


Since then we have seen once more, but in reverse, the Battle of France in 1940. 
The Americans needed only a day to cover the disterce from Rennes to Brest on one side, 
to the Loire on the others As this is written all of Brittany is cut off... Vannes, 
Redon, Pontivy, Saint-Brieuc are taken, Lorient, Srest, Saint-Iflo are ebout to be. 


At the same time other American forces were attacking towerds the west, taking 
#ougeres, Vitre, Laval, Mayenne » crossing the Mayenne in five places. Now these forces 
are driving rapidly towerds Le licns - keypoint of the highway to Paris, from which the 
Allied colums ere already only 200 kus. AWAY « 


In the castern sector the admirable blows the British and Canadians have pounded 
acainst the formidable fortified lines the Germans had established are bearing fruit. 
Villers-Bocage, Junay-sur-Odon and Vire » the enemy's key strong~points, have been 
taken; the British have crossed the Orne north of Thury end threaten the rear of these 
enemy lines east of the Orne which the Canedians ere attackinz from the front. 


The newly-constituted First Canadian Army suddenly launched in the night from 
fugust 7th to 8th, an extremely violent attack and, in a few hours, has edvanced 6 
kilometers, thus reaching the very heart of the German defense lines whose strong- 
points had previously becn weakened by a very heavy boiberdment during which the RAF 
dropped 6,000 tons of bombs in a half-hour. This attack was made at the point the 
Germans have always considered one of the most delicate sectors of the whole front, 
since it directly commands access to the Seine véelleye 


Realizing that the whole wer may depend on this battle, the Germans launched, on 
the evening of August 7th, a furious counter-attack led by four armored divisions which, 
driving between lortein and Sourdeval, was aimed at retaking Avranches, and cutting the 
j.llied forces in Britanny o: f from their bases. During the first hours the Germans made

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(From a War Correspondent ) 


Rennes, siugust 7. = Even though the Jmericans only liberated the town on Friday, 
their patrols were already in the neighborhood on Thursday, and it wes on this day 
that the hesistance struck out without waiting. 


One of the immediate objectives of the Resistance was to act against the sinister 
Militia. This French Gestapo recruited mostly in the prisons among those condemed to 
severe punishments is perhaps the most shameful of Vichy's creations. During the 438 
hours preceeding the imerican's entry into Rennes, men of the Resistance arrested 
those of the ji litia who hed not managed to flee it with the Germans. 


But this sort of thing was not the only type of occurrence which marked. the 
liberation of Rennes. In the home of one of the Resistance chiefs, I was invited to a 
party which was the most extraordinary reception that I have ever been toe The house 
was richly and luxuriously furnished. But when the guests arrived one after the other, 
I found the same poignant atmosphere that I had felt some weeks ago at Caen, in the 
Lycee Malherbe where the Resistance chief's had mete

The first phase of the great operation, for wnich occupied Europe has been waiting 
so long and sadly, has succeeded, Within 2) hours large parts of the so=called 
impregnable Atlantic Wall were taken; within three weeks not only did the British 
end Canadians obtain such 2 firm foothold that the Allied Expeditionary Force couhd 
never agin be driven into the sea, but moreover the Americnas, in © daring manoeuvre 
isolated she Cherbourg Peninsula and overwhelmed the strong belt of fortifications 
round the naval base. Thus a sheltered harbour was acquired which in time will make 


it possible to build wp forces of such strength that the outcome of the battle in France 
is already now decided in principle, 


_ Burning and smouldering Normandy is so to speak only the focussing point, where 
the combined beams of world power, after having passed through the sunglass Great 
Britain, the base for the attack, What metters is the great world power behind the still

Over four years .go, Goebbel::excloimeds "Democracy has gone down together with 
the sun of Dunkirk." Indeed, a certain kind of careless ond splintering democracy had 
gone down with the Dunkirk sun; but true democracy was born during the long night of 
defeats, Some people may wonder why it hod to be four long years before this Ereinaa ious 
Atiied power was used; why occupied Durope had to hunger so long for this hotly desired 
western Fronte Many things are now becoming clear, which had to remain obscure before. 
Churchill in particuler deserves the appreciation due to him before anything, because, 
unmoved by the urgent and understandable call for a Second Front, he calmly went on 
building up the strength which the Allies had to have, if the first blow were to 
succeed, This strength, a combination of quality and quantity, only recently acquired 
the necessary level, BY Closely reading the article entitled "The Preparations", one 
will find a number of proofs for this assertion.

In the 
oir, ‘the destanctive bombardments were continued, in which American bombers ond fighters 
now fly fem Itely and England to the Soviet Union ona back, In White Russia the Red 
Armies lounched the so far most powerful of their truly great offensives, moving like 
a hurricane among the chaff of the German armies, And inside the European Fortress 
the people's armies, now also in France, attack the hated invader, 


For Holland too, the hour may come for actual participation in the struggle, 
To all Dutchmen we expressly sey: Support the underground activitics in all »ossible 
ways; do not hinder it in any manner.

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MARLBOROUGH" S HEIR. 


(Proia tit Observer, Junc llth, LD. ) 

Last week's thunderstroke is the result, in a. logical sen&e, of a design of 
grand strategy which Mr. Churchill adopted four years ago; to which he clung with 
stubborn faith’when it seemed little more than a visionary dream; and which he 
pressed through with single-minded energy and persistence, regardless of peril, 
defeat, pressure abroad, and clamour at home. The 4,000 ships and 11,000 planes 
which carried a gigantic Anglo-American-Canadian army to France last week were 
four years ago one man's vision; not many even of his Cabinet oo. eaeuss dared. 


then to share it. It would never have become reality but for that man's un- 
daunted faith and creative Energy, 


There is a passage in the “World Crisis," Mr. Churchill's panorama of the 
last Great War, which almost uncannily foreshadows the pattern of grand strategy 
which he has followed in this war and which the events of last week so auspiciously 
reveal. It contains, by” implication, the answer to much that, has been said and 

written, during these last three years in criticism of his conduct of the war. 
He reviews the strategy by which Britain's “lost generation" was, from 1915 to 
1918, sacrificed in turn at Loos, on the Somme, at Passchendaele; by which from 
the "priceless metal" of the nation's manhood "successive half=-sharpened, half- 


tempered weapons were made, were used and broken as soon as they were fashioned, 
‘and then replaced by others similarly unperfected., " 


Then comes the sentence which presents the key to all that has happened - 
and not happened - during the last four years, leading up to the grand climax 
of these days: "Suppose that the British Army sacrificed upon the Somme, the 
finest we ever had, had been-.preserved, trained, and developed to its full 
strength till the summer of 1917, till perhaps 3,000 tanks were ready, till an 
overwhelming artillery was prepared, till a scientific method of continuous 
advance had been devised, till the apparatus was complete, might not a decisive 
result have been achieved at one supreme stroke?" 


Here is, in one sentence, the pattern of the grand strategy of this war. 
It was very much more difficult to follow in this war than in the Jast. For 
then we built on the solid foundation of initial defensive victory. This 
time we had to struggle upward from the depth of disastrous initial defeat. 


It was this terrible period of waiting and toiling which contained the real crisis 
of the war. To-day it lies behind us. 


Many have seen the climax of Mr. Churchill's war leadership in the gruelling 
weeks after Dunkirk and the fall of France, when he gave immortal expression 
to this nation's resolve never to surrender. But history may well judge differently. 
Perhaps history will sec his greatest deed in the forging of Allied strategy. 
What if he had not succeeded in persuading America’and Russia to fall in with 
his grand design, the one by putting Europe first, the other by waiting for the 


"Second Front" till "the apparatus was cauplete"? Mr. Churchill's hour is 
also Mr. Roosevelt's and Marshal Stalin's. 


Perhaps, again, his leadership of Britain through the trials of waiting 
Will appear to posterity as his highest achievement. What could be harder than 
to keep at the highest pitch of daily exertion a notion straining at the leash, 
often feeling frustrated and unable to comprehend our seening inactivity in the 
face of setbacks, humiliations, and mounting peril? ‘He had with him a nation 
which could endure; troops, of all the Allied nations, suffered the long weariness 


of protracted training, year after year. The plan was a man's: the per-. 
formance the multitude's;: : 


We have sometimes disagreed with some aspects of Mr. Churchill's home or 
foreign policy. We may,no doubt, do it again. But to-day we are most happy 
to salute great Marlborough's great heir, who never, amid catastrophes more 


awful than those which beat about the heads of a Job or a Lear, lost nerve or 
faith or grip.

A leading article in the English Sunday paper "The Observer", a translation 

of which is printed on page four explains the great idea which from the beginning 

doninated the plan of liberation, viz: the creating of a triple instrument consis- 

ting of complementing forees on land, at sea and in the air, which would have such 

superiority and firing power, that the eneny's defeat would appear humanly assured. 

Until this instrument was ready and oll related technical and scientific problems 

had been solved, the Allies could and should not strike. A grand but reckless 

adventure with the consequent chance of failure w Ag have driven Occupied Europe 

in all the greater misery and would have delayed the liberation for many years. 

Tne fact that the Germans. as appears from their propaganda, speculated on this, 

simply proves the rightness of Churchill's point of view, which the people in the 

occupied countries could naturally not always value at its true, but hidden worth, 

during the terrible and anxious period of repeatedly disappointed anticipation. 

The articles in this historical issuc will, however, make the reader understand 

that the invasion in the West could not take place sooner than at the selected 

times 
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Long before the instrument for the attack was ready, the plans were made. The 
first scheme for the return of the British Expeditionary Force to the Continent 
was drawn up as early as 19),0 at a conference between Churchill and Sir Roger 
Keyes, at the time Chicf of Combined Operations. A special Staff was formed, 
to which in 1S41, after the raids on voints along the Norwegian coast, many experts 
were attached. Early in 1942 the recapture of the Cherbourg Peninsula was 
set as the task for manocuvres of the Staff-Colleze. After a visit of General 
Marshall, who came to England as Chief of Staff of the American Army, a new 
plan was drawn up, which eventually proved impracticable, owin.,; to the fact 
that the available forces were still insufficient, The costly raid on Dieppe 
proved that a successful attack on the Continent was impossible without an over- 
whelming preceeding naval bombardment. At the time the British Navy could not 
take its large units to the “French coast without running the risk of their possi- 
ble destruction by the then still powerful Luftwaffe. Moreover the landing 
of the armies of liberation, and their constant supplics required a greater fleet 
of landing barges and freighters than the Allics possessed at the time. The 
construction of sufficient freighters demanded at the saae tine the suppression of 
the then still severe U-boat danger. Apart from the construction plans, therefore, 
a double strategic plan had to be carried out: the struggle for the mastery of | 
the sca and of the air. The mastery~of the sea, which is now so complete that the 

Allied invasion fleet reached Normandy almost without loss, was obtained after 
years of struggle. Superiority in the air necessitated not OnLy a building up 
of the Allied Airflect, but also the destruction of the enemy's production “machine ; 
which hit not only the ‘Luftwaffe, but also the armament of the German Army. The 
increasing effcct of the air war appears clearly from the following figures con- 
cerning the average monthly tonnage of bombs dropped: 1940 = 1,000; 1941 - 2,600; 
1942 = 4,800; 1943 - 16,000; January-March 194J. - 42,000; April 1944 - 83,000; 
May 1944. - 132,000. In successive waves: the Allied Airforces, of which the 
Americans formed an incrcasing part, bombed the following large objectives: 
1) The coal- and steel district of the Ruhr. 2) The drmanent factories, harbours 
and oill-refinaries in and near Hamburg and Berlin. After nearly half the cneny's 
industrial capacity in Western Germany had been hit, 3) The German aircraft face 
torics were selected as objectives, after which, 4) The attacks were mainly 
directed at the enemy's nétwork of communications. (Naturally these phases, ores- 
ented here schematically, were partly simultancous). 


The latter phase started on March 7th of this year, according to a carcfully 
planned system, with the bombing of one of the 82 main railway centres between the 
Vosges and the northern fronticr of Belgium, which had to be destroyed before the 
invasion in the West. After 87,900 day and nicht sorties, durin: which 32,600 tons 
of bombs were dropped, 50 of the 82 centres were completely destroyed, 8 practically 
destroyed and 1/7 badly damaged. The whole network of com munications West and North 
of Paris was paralysed when the Allied landings startcd. 


Besides, 9 of the 10 railway bridzes, and 12 of the 14 road bridges éver the 
scine were destroyed from ths air. As a result, the cnemy was unable to send rein- 
forcements and supplies to the coast, cxcept by the roads South of Paris, while for 
coal he was dependent on the stocks in Southern France. Apart from the bridges 
acwoss the Seine 29 other important rail - and road bridges were destroyed in 
Northern France and Belgium. Nor was the-coast forgotten. Of the 12 heavy batter- 
ics along the invasion coast, 5 were wiped out, and the remaining 7 so heavily dan- 
aged that they could do little or nothing when the landings started. In order to 
confuse the enemy, the bombardments were spread over a wide aren; more bombs fell 
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outside the invasion arca than in it, 


BUILDING UP THE i ARMY. 

We can only bricfly mention a few points, All ranks of the British and Ameri- 
can lxpeditionary forces were trained in so-called battle schools, live ammunition 
was used during manocuvres, and the conditions of a real battleficld were imitated 
as closely as possible. Great attention was paid to the formation of airborne and 
parachute divisiors, who in the attack have proved their essential worth as flying 
advance suards. An imoortant vroblem was the selection and construction of the 

so-called "marshalling areas", the transit camps in Southern England, where the | 
expeditionary armies were to be housed before the attack. In order to insure 
silence on the subject, it was vlanned at first to cvacuate the whole civilian 
ooonulation from the areas concerned, It anvearced, however, that the civilians in . 
these areas were so essential to the war effort, that, the evacuation of more than 
half a million civilians would have ercated more problems than it would solve, One 
would have been obliged to rcevlace, c.g. all dock-labourers, railway workers, clectri- 
cians ctc, by soldiers, Large camps in the dry densily ponulated southern part of 
England, REWER VER required the construction of many miles of waterpipes and drans, 
To give you an idea: for one: camp of about 2500 men, 2500 meters of waterpipes, 300 
meters of drains, 500 tents, 24 hutments, 5400 meters of electric cable and 20,000 
square meters of hardenend parking space had to be constructed,

For the transport of men and material to the weshalling arcas, a svecial rail- 
way time table in figure - and letter-code was made, This cnabled half a cozen 
officers, ex-railway officials to regulate from a secret underground “main station" tle 
transvort of every soldier, every round of ammunition and every tank right through 
Great Britain, A few code-letters sent over a soecial telephone network, for instance, 
were sufficient to start off a train with certain material in Scotland and censure 
oriority for it along the whole network as far as the English South coast, The trans- 
port of troops startcd on March 26th, Within two months, 1,000 special tains moved 
250,000 men as well as 12,000 tons of luggage; 800 special trains transported the 
siupplios and the heavy equipment in more than 30,000 goods wagons, Not one of these 
trains missed its convoy. On one occasion a shin was loaded and her engine broke 
down. She rcturned to port and her cargo was transferred to another freighter, There 
was, however, space for another 4.00 tons. A depot at about 200 miles distance re- 
ceived certain instructions; an engine was produced, the 
engine-driver was surmoned from his bed and a svecial code word was flashed down the 
line to clear the way. Exactly 10 hours after the code word had been given out, a 
freight train, loaded with the 4.00 extra tons, stcamed into the harbour station, 
after a dash of over 200 miles. The ship caught up with its convoy. 


WATERPROOFING THE TANKS. 


The raid on Diepve proved that under unfavourable conditions, tanks could not be 
landed in working order without being specially waterproofed, As the landing on 
June 6th would be made not in a harbour, but everywhere through the surf, it had to 
be taken into consideration that tanks would have to be able to plough throu gh 6 fcet 
of water under their own power, retaining their fighting condition, -ixtra depth of 
water owing to waves had to be taken into account, After Dieppe, 18 months of tests 
were needed to solve this problem, That takes us to February 1944, Only then the 
process could be anolicd to the tanks and a tremendous number of armoured cars, 
reconnaissance cars and lorries, All stcel shect-rolling industrics in Britain were 
taken over for the job, and since 280 factories worked day and night, the work could 
be completed in a quartcr of the time normally taken, If all the steel plate used in 
the waterproofing equipment was laid end to end, it would cover the 600 miles from 
London to Berlin - the first difficult stage of which has now been successfully passed. 


SCIENTIFIC PREPARATIONS, 


Months ago a number of British scicntists landed in the dark on the beaches of 
Normandy; it cannot be told how, They crawled on their bellies over the beach cover- 
ing about half a mile, with special instruments which constantly recorded their 
oosition. They returned with samples of earth and sand of the area where the landings 
were to take place; thus it was possible to make special plans which had an important 
part in the success of the landings, 


Many special reconnaissance trips were made, moreover, to collect information 
about the inundations near Carentan and about the construction of obatacles in the 
water, which continued right uo to the last moment.

The result was that these obstacles, with the attached explosives, could be 
copicd in England to enable trials to be made as to how they could best be dealt 
with.' In spite of the bad weather, and the high waves, which caused some losses 
in landing craft, the majority of the obstacles, which the Germans had praised so 
hichly, were overcome in accordance with the drill evolved for the models.

an officicr cannot work without maps. The invasion plan for the Allicd 
Expecitionary Force in an area, which has here ond there been completely altered 
by the enemy since 1940, is based on new maps made from Qerial photographs. The 
London paper the “Evening Standard", said, that in any case 85 per cent of what is 
known about the enemy here, is based on aerial photography. To photograph Paris 
and its suxroundings, and the Loire region alone, more than 1800 sortics, cach of 
three hours, had to be made. General Arnold, the Commander of the American Air 
Force, says that one can count the sleepers of a railway track shot by telescopic- 
lens camsras from an aircraft flving at an altitude of 55,000 fect. These cancras 
are focussed at infinity and can therefore photograph things that the operators 
cannot sec themselves. That is where the Bhotographic Unit comes in. 
what the cancranan has shot. These modern instruments make the camouflaging of 
a building a waste of time. Colour-canouflage has also become useless, because of 
the use of colour-filters and infra-red films, which show up the difference bet- 
ween chlorophyll green in green paint and the natural green of foliage. This has 
made it possible to recognise railway tracks, ammunition dumps and battcrics through 
camouflage.

exploding mines, eteking barges , bursting shells - of blood nnd filth and death. 


Thole bodies were blasted through the air by the ferocious German artillery firee 
Many men, hurled out of their assault boats by deadly artillery bursts, died in 


the water. Some reached the beach and crawled a few’yards over the ce rocks 
before they were hit. 


I Watched more then helf of that inch by inch struggle up the beach from a

I was nesr the shote, hiding from Nazi patrols, as I -.abahed our first 
forces go ashore from the soa.eat 7.15... 62 nee seen a few thousand para- 
troops and glider~borne troops, whom I nominate now as the bravest, most 


tenacious men I nave ever known hold the bridgehead against Hitler' s armies 
for over 16 hours, desnite ow r-whelming odds. 


I believe that the things they have dong are almost solely and 


completely responsible for the great success our invasion has had. so far 
in this sector. 


: Our job as an airborne force was to silence a vital coastal battery, 


whic if still in operation might have ‘blown our ships to bits as they came 
to the shore. We silenced it. 


And our other just as vital job was to seewure two important bridges 
over the canal and river north of Caen, to vrevent them from being blown 
up, and to hold them against all comers until the main armies arrived. We 
are still holding them. They are still intact.

youth appearod with a German flask full of Normandy wine and, after we had drunk 
it, he led us, by a roundabout route, eney from the enemy. "And after 3 a.m. 
we madae our rendezvous. 


I dropped my heavier equipment and made my way to the bridges. And here 

the battle had ceased. . Over both the river and the canal, spans were. in our 

habds and firmiy held by paratroop machine gunners. Only beyond, in the west 

country, could tracer be secn and the noise of battle heard as we beat beck a. 
Nazi counter-attack. 


But the situation was a grim one. There was no doubt of that when I 
got back to headquarters. We had taken the Nazis by surprise. But they knew 
what was happening now, and we could expect their tanks at aiy moment.

At the bridge headquarters, in a copse overlooking the river, we anxiously 
wotened the luminous.mimute hands of our watches. Over on the dropping zone, 


which I had missed, sappers were busily exploding poles in the — - - and 
doing it under sholifiro from a Nazi battery beyond the river. 


And then at 3.20, every Allied paratrooner behind the Atlantic Wall | 
breathe’ a sigh of relief as he heard the roar of bombers. Bombers coming in 
slow.

We watched them in the pale moonlight and glare of flak unhooking, and 
then diving steeply for carth.

Wrecked gliders littered the ground, some of them splintered 
to matchwood. There were parachutes ae everywhere. 


In the orchard where TI had landed we saw a snane in a tree and wept up to 
it., It was a mon who had jurmed shortly before me in my stick.

I was at an airfield from whence three squadrons of "Mitchell—bombers" 
were the first to leave for France, One of these three squadrons belongs 
to the Dutch Naval Airforce, One should have seen the enthusiasm and the 
efficiency of these Dutchmen with one's own eyes, in order to appreciate 
them fully. On Monday morning the cemp was suddenly "sealed". No one was 
allowed. to leave it without a special pass. Everybody was excited and many 
@ guess was made, The airmen and the crews waited. The ground-crews were 
working on the "liitchells", Thus the day passed. At suppertime there was 
still no news. The sun was already setting when the pilots and the crews of 
the Dutch squadron were the first to be assembled in the big tent which serves 
as an instruction room Electric torches indicated the target for the night 
on the big map, as well as the routes to be followed. The conversation which 
was carried on in a strange mixture of English and Dutch, faded out when the 
commander started speaking. He said that the preparations for the invasion 
were complete and that the airforce had more than completed its task of’ paving 
the way for the landing troops. "It is your task", said the commander, "to

From all sides I heard 
the din of the engines and wherever you looked little lights, flames from the 
exhaust pipes, could be seen, We tool off. The moon only appeared when we 
were hundreds of meters high, We set course to a point on the French coast,

It was so cloudy that I.could not see the Channel below me, At 2.15 on 
Monday night, we reached the target. We looked for a gap in the cloud cover 
to dive through, but we saw none.

the enemy. When we dropped our bombs, light flak spluttered upwards. It 
lasted for about two minutes; we rose and set course for home.

I have spent a fascinating day in the Atlantic ‘all.

I went into half a dozen store houses containing tinned peek, fruit ena vegetobles, 


thousands of rounds of all kinds.of ammunition, signalling iedeied, flags, elqthing, boots, 
rifles ond er PLONE with all their soare parts. 


Then there was the kitchen, a sort of dream kitchen with ‘electric peilere and 
cookers all fitted with elaborate gauges I came on underground piggeries and stables, 


fitted with the most modern equinment, underground hangers for tanks and. lorrics. In 
the sculléries there was a great butter churn. 


At the moment when our assault was ‘ieiiskahed the Germans were in the act of bundling 


up parcels to send. home to their fomilies. hach parcel contained three pounds of fresh 
Normandy butter. 


Everywhere rosmed German horses, their eyes white with fear at the shelling. Some 
were still harnessed to their long wooden coffin-like waggons. Others were being 


ridden by our soldiers. Others again, which had broken legs, were being shot by our 
officers. | 


The very birds in this green and unreal wilderness were lying dead on the ground 
end some had been winged or crippled by the flying shrapnel. 


This, then, was a German Regimental Headaquarters. 


From it a network of trenches fans out. One trench, about eight feet deep, 21gzags 
down to the sea three miles away. I imagine you could walk for five miles through 
trenches and pillboxes almost without coming to the surface at all. 


I leave you to imagine the vast labour and expense sunk into this empty undertaking - 


years of work and everything lost in a day. The crust was simply not strong enough 
to hold. “we paid for it, of course. 


To-day I have been by many fresh graves which the French have piled high with 
Normandy roses in pink and red and white.

de Gaulle is the recognised chief); and they are organised in groups. Their 
immediate chief is General Koenig, an Alentian, the hero of Bir Hakeim, 


On June 8th General d'Astier said: "AL1 ehemy commmications, including those 
far behind the front, will have to be cut, Take care that every German in France 
feels that he is personally in danger." This order was carried out to the letter 
by the French Forces of the Interior, although they were seriously handicapped by 
the lack of arms and ammmition, On the 24th June Allied headquarters stated 
in an official communique: "The French Forces of the Interior have through their 
systematic interrupting of the enemy communications Contributed directly to the «. 
success of the Allicd operations in Normandy." | : | 


A later communique’ stated that the French Forces have attacked the enemy. with 
such courage and cunning, that théy have become a serious factor in the battle. of 
France, . The years of patient organisation and fearless behaviour now bear fruit; 
in the near future the French Forces of the Interior will in spite of their sometimes 
heavy losses, proudly mention the fact, that they owe their liberation not only to 
their Allies, but also to their own fearless and indomitable struggles.. 


Here follows a summary of the feats of the French Forces of the Interior up to the 
Me eee | 


The order was to interrupt the German comaunications by acts of sabotage,on rail- 
ways, roads and canals, and besides to harass the Germans in order to force them to 
stay in one place, Within the framework of the Allied strategy this meant that the 


transport of German reinforcements to the Normandy front would have to be delayed as 
much as possible, | 


In the Bordeaux region the railway lines Bordeaux ~ La Rochelle, Bayonne - 
Angouléme, were sabotaged. A number of bridges on the route nationale Bordeaux- 
Poitiers have also been destroyed, In this region (South-west France) patriots also 
attacked a German armoured division, as soon as it started for Normandy on June 6th, 
This armoured division was so badly mauled, that it had not yet arrived at the front 
by the end of June, Two other armoured divisions were seriously delayed on their 
WAY.

On the 2/th June it was reported that railway traffic in the south-west and 
east of France was so seriously interrupted, that traffic from the Swiss frontier 
to P ris had to be diverted via Brussels. In one Department in Central France 
(presumably Corréze) not one single-train is now running, Similarly in the Rhone 
Valley, in Brittany, along the Loire, in the region north of Paris and the Haute Savoie 
railway lines have been cut. In a Department in the Rhéne Valley patriots have 
occupied large territories, and German convoys are only able to battle through “these 
regions with great losses in men and material. . The Vercors Massif is still held by 
the patriots, in spite of German attacks with tanks, artillcry and aircraft. In 
accordance with the orders given, the patriots evade, where possible, lengthy and 
costly battles, and withdraw having inflicted losses on the enemy, Fighting is also 
going on in the Pyrenees, the Voges, the Ardennes, the departments of the Marne, the 
Aisne, Creuze, Ain, in the Jura and Haute Savoie, In the Jura, the Alpes and in 
most of the valleys of the Central Pyrenees the patriots have occupied a number of 
places, where they act as civil administrators. The enemy telephone and telegraph 
communications are successfully interrupted, This was especially the case close be- 


hind the front, between Caen, Rouen and Amiens; in Central France between Montpellier 
and ‘Narbonne, and between Gap and Briancon in the Alps,

He escaped in 
spite of his wounds and joined General de Gaulle. On the 4th August, it was he 


himself who quoted the words of the German officer into the microphone in London 
and swore to belie him, 


Leclere comes from the North. He is not yet 40. He did not stay in London for a week, 
From the Cameroons, he announced their rallying to Fighting France, In 1%,1, Leclerc, 
now a Colonel, took Koufra in o raid which has remained famous. 


From Brazzaville, the following year, leaving an advance base ot Fort Lamy, General 
Leclerc prepared the Fezznn campaign which in five weeks, across more than 2,000 
kilometres of the most trying desert, was to bring the Fighting French Forces to 
the gates of Tripoli, It wos there, in January 1943, that they linked up with the 
British VIIIth Army | | 


He had undertaken this task with patience and fervour. , Patience, because he had 
everything to build from nothing: roads, material, cadres, and base, Fervour 
because he knew that in the end, it was tounsda pcanse he ei leading his men. 


In the spring of 1943, Leclerc played a glorious part in the Battle of Tunisia, and 
this time the enemy was no longer the Italian but the German. 


Today, it is he again who is leading the French troops on the soil of France herself, 
towards the last battle.

2) The generals and officers aware of theirresponsibility towards 
the people can only find a way out by ending the war. soon, The soldiers 
captured with the Army Group Centre are of the same opinion, In his 
specch on 20th July, efter the attempt on his life, Hitler spoke of ¢ 
"stab in the back" in 1918. To recall 1918, ‘however, is not foolproof. 
Then Germany's back was free in the East. The Western Powers were on the 
verge of exhaustion themselves, Today our position is much worse, 
Superior forces arc assaulting us on all fronts, Even 1918 left us a 
chance to rise again, which was only finally snoiled by the increasing 
lmnoderation of National Socialist policy, At the moment, there is still 
& prospect of ending the war, before it spreads to the whole of Germany 
and destroys it. The German ‘people were stabbed in the back long ago, 
through the political ond military policy of Hitler and his close colla- 
borators, It was they who cot us into this disastrous situation and thus 
betrayed us. The whole German pecple must not be sacrificed to the 
illusion of an ‘end with honour! under the lea dership of the men on top, 
loyalty to the eternal peoole must be valued higher’: than duty to a bank- 
rupt form of government and its representatives, 


The Duty of the German generals and officers is, therefore: 


a) determined separation from Hitler and his circle; 
b) refusal to obey orders given by Hitler and his representatives; 
c) immediate dedueticn of hostilities and senseless blood-shed. 


These tasks must be explained courageously to the soldicrs. The 
gallant German front line soldiers have had to bear bravely with their 
officers, the resuits of this impudent leadership, They will remain 
foithful to the German people, Hitler has ~ ~~ strengthened even further 
the position of Himaler, his SS and the Gestapo. For the German people's 
sake, this ust not prevent anybody from pursuing unfelteringly the 
dims mentioned, The possibility that the present leaders would not leave 
their posts of their own free will had always to be reckoned with. The 
further course of the war will, however, make the Germany's intemal 
position ecven more acute, 


fill generals and officers who realize their resnonsibility are faced 
with an alternative: ecither to wait until Hitler ruins themselves and 
the CARAS Aree Forces, thus dragging the entire German people with 
hin to the grave, or else to use force acainst rorce, to resist Hitiecr, 
not to fulfil his omiers, to finish Hitler's regime ond the war with it.

and deems defeat near enough to justify the exceptional risks it has taken to upset

During the first week of August the battle in Normandy became the battle 
for France, france 1s expcricncing her second Blitzkries.

The capture of Avranches, on the Southern end of the Cherbourg peninsula, 
was followed by the breakthrough of vastly superior U.S. forces into the peninsula 
of Britanny. Iwo days later Rennes, the capital of Britanny, had been captured. 
The gap in the German front was widened with lightning spced, On 5th August the 
Americans were sles Brest, and the other harbours of Britamny -- tne previous 
U-boat bases St. ialo, St. Nazaire, Loricnt -- were cut off. On the same day they 
reached the ine and cut all cammunications between Britanny and the main German 
forces.

In the Baltic countries Russian troops advanced from Dvinsk to the west 
across Latvia and reached the Gulf of Riga; the German Baltic Army, the command of 
which General Schoerner had taken over from General Lindemann, was cut off from its 
land communications. | 


East Prussia saw the approach of the armies under Bagramyan and Chernyakovsky; 
they advanced from Vilna westwards and occupied Kovno and nearly all the Lithuanian 
territory east of the East Prussian frontier, The Soviet troops were less than 
100 kn. from Tilsit and Insterburg. 


In the fighting for Warsaw the Red Army reached the outskirts of the Polish 
capital, drove the Germans from the east bank of the Vistula and advanced farther 
in the south, In Warsaw Polish patriots under General Bor rose up against the Ger- 
man garrison and gained control of the old city and of many public buildings. 
Bialystok to the northeast and Brest-Litovsk to the east of Warsaw were firmly in 
Russian hands. 


In Galicia the Russians had crossed the Vistula northeast of Cracow and 
reached a point 150 km. from the Silesian frontier. Other Russian units advanced 
from Przemysl westwards towards Cracow and southwards to the Carpathian passes lead- 
ing into Czechoslovakia. The most important towns of the Polish oil district, 
Stryj, Drohobycz and Borislav fell into Russian hands.

"A tremendous territory has been freed from the German invaders. The expulsion of 
the Germans from the entire Soviet territory temporarily occupied by them approaches 
its end." :

‘THE LANDING IN NORMANDY 


For four years Hitler and his henchmen have done all that was in their power 
to ehieve the aim which a Nazi writer once epitomized effectively in these words: 


"We aim not only at destroying the whole system that has 
come into being since the French Revolution, but we want 
to go much further back than that to destroy the tolerance 
and humanitarianism of the Middle Ages." | 


| Exactly four years after Dunkirk the arms of liberty have touched again the — 
soil of France. The edifices of German conquest have fallen in ruins in Russia, in 
Africa, in Italy. But the landing in Normandy is, for the Nazis, what the landing 
- in Sicily was for the Fascists - the fearful knell announcing the beginning of the 
last hour. ce 


This issue of DET FRIZ NORGE is being printed a few days after the landing 
in Normandy, and the reader must therefore not seek in the pages which follow full. 
descriptions or elaborate analysis of the great event; and even less a complete 
picture of it.

Page 6+ HOW THS INFANTRY POURED ON TO THs NORMANDY BEACHES. 


A War Correspondent who was in the first wave of the invasion of Normandy 
gives this description of the landing of the infantry on the bridgeheads: 


As far as the eye could sec the sca was filled with big and small ships 
carrying troops. Thousands of soldiers clambered over the rails, down the landing 
nets and into the assault craft. | 


| As the shelling of the coast spread inland this immense fleet of invasion 
craft began to move towards the land, while helmeted men stood packed «gether 
in them, and waited for the signal to be given, The landing barges fdled and, 
pitched in the white-capped waves. In one mass they swung into line and: set 
their courss for the beaches, “Attention, attention," called the ship's -Loud= 
hailer, "Stand by, all troops! Stand by, all troops!" 


In some places there was no opposition at all, but on could sec » throughi 
binoculas, that hard fighting was going on in other places round German defence 
posts. § And all the time more and more soldiers were streaming to land, armed With 
rocket guns, mortars, Bangalore torpedoes, long poles with bundles of explosive"

Many of the soldiers had been seasick on the way over, But they soon recovered = 
helped by special tablets against scasickness, : 


Bit by bit the noise from the land increases, A voice calls out that the 
leading vehicles have firm ground under their wheels, We sce more and more soldiers 
wading ashore and moving inland over green fields more than three hundred yards wide, 
This sector also includes Caen, which is now on fire, but we can only see our own men 
and tanks, No Germans anywherd, A young soldier jumps ashore, saying: "I've got 
something to fight for’ He is from Goventry, which the Germans flattened during the 
blitz, Now the first wounded are coming in, According to the radio, the opposition 
is becoming fiercer, 

Wave on wave of ships move into the shore. Long rows of tankers, and troop 
transports of every kind, are riding the sea off the shore, Small assault craft are 
plunging into six-foot high waves to reach the beach and unload their troops. More 
good news 1s coming in, too, Airborne troops have reached their objectives and are 


holding important bridgeheads north of Caen, and the signalman says that all tanks 
have been landed, 


Through the mine-studded sand—dunes and woods covering the enemy mortars along 
e5-mile stretch of shore, British and American troops who have only just jumped 
ashore fran their landing craft are now fighting, and they have forced their way through 
fron the beach to key positions along the coast road, about 4 miles inland, This 
road is of vital importance for the Germans if they went to move reinforcements 
to the fighting area. American troops fought their way through in one area, and beat «. 
down fierce resistance, to penetrate inland on a 3-mile front. : 


The first assault waves that went ashore on the Cherbourg peninsula did not meet 
a single German during the first hour, which they spent in destroying and re-moving 
the German obstacles. They destroyed a reinforced concrete tank block, blowing 
it up with dynamite and making an opening through which a tank detachment could go 
forward to the attack - all in accordance with plans. 


There was a discouraging welcome to the Germans fron our own destroyers. One 
of them anchored just off shore so as to be able-to shoot better, and another - a 
Canadian one - sent 13 bull's-eyes from her 47" guns right into a German position. 
‘This helped the Canadians on land, and not long afterwards they brought in their 
first prisoners. One of the prisoners ~- a warrant officer - said that the first 
he knéw of the invasion was when the shelling fran the ships threw him out of bed! 
At one place about twenty barrage balloons were swaying in the breeze, apparently 
without visible means of support. But below them, under water, lay the same number of 
German ships that had been sunk right below then, uhder water, lay the same number of . 
German ships tha’ had been sunk right at the beginning, A look-out in a cruiser saw 
oné tree in a wood suddenly move, He reported this, and a couple of shells fran the ship | 
renoved a whole corner of the wood, The wood was a number of aamouflaged German 


lorries, Then the shells began to fall, There was not much left of that German

To members of resistance movements, whether led by nationals or by outside leaders, 
I say: "Follow the instructions you have received," To patriots who are not members 
of organised resistance groups I say: "Continue your passive resistance, but do 


not needlessly endanger your lives; wait until I give you the signal to rise and

| This is one of those storics which will have to write itsclf: for I am too 
dcad-beat and shaken up to have any control over what comes out of this type- 
writer. I was near the shore, hiding from Nazi patrols, as I watched our first 
forces go ashore from the sea at 7.15. I have scon a few thousand paratroops 
and glider borne troops, whom I nominate now as the bravest, most tenacious men. 
I have ever known, hold the bridgcheads against Hitler's armies for over 18 | 
hours. Despite overwhelming: odds I believe that the things they have done are 
almost Solely and completely responsible for the great success our invasion has 
had so far in this Sector. 


There is a story which ought to be writtcn about what our sdxbeene troops . 
have done, and I wish I could pull myself together suf ficiently to tell 1%: co- - 
herently. One of the rcasons why I cannot is because there is a hell of a lot 
of fighting going on, round hore, while I om writing, and shells mortars and 
grenades - to say nothing of & couple of snipers - are making it so hot around 
me that this is no place for thinking and writing. And the way my typewritcr 
is behaving does not make it any casier. I jumped with my typewriter fastened 
to my chest under my other equipment, and it sche a bit of a bang when I Landed 
head over hecls. — 


Some machine guns rattled. And then, suddenly, there was silence and tien 
two more explosions. Hand gronades this timc. What do you do in these. circun- 
stances, when you are not allowed to carry arms? I could now see figures in the 
moonlight; I dived through a bunch of nettles and fought my way through a tangle 
of barbed wire into the next ficld. There were two more figures there and they 
were coming towards me. I could see that they wore carrying guns. What might 
have happened is one of those “ifs" of my private history - only there was a 
crash of ston gunfire and both mon erumpled up not 15 yards from me. Into the 
ficld stealthily came five men - «nd I was with ‘our own paratroopors again. 


Just. before 3 o'clock we made our rendez-vous and I made my way to the 
bridges. Hero the battle had ceased. Over both the river and the canal spans 
were in our hands and firmly held by machine-gunners. Only bayond, to the west, 


gould tracer be sccn and the noise of battle heard 28s we beat back a Nazi countcr- 
attack. | 


But the situation was a grim onc. There was no doubt of that when I wok back 
to headquarters. We had taken the nazis by surprise. But they knew what was 
happening now, and we could “expect their tanks at any moment. 


At 5.20.the Allied sedletac behind the Atlantic Wall breathed a sigh of 

_relicf as they heard the boribers coming: slow, towing gliders. We watched than 
in the pale moonlight and glare of flak unhooking, and then diving stecply for 
carth. One of them was caught by flak, and caught firc, flying around for three 
or four minutes, a ball of flame. We heard the crunch of breaking match-wood as 
gliders bounced on rocks and carcerod into still undcstroyed poles. But it was 
hard to restrain the impulse to cherr, for, out of every glider men wore pouring, 


and jecps anti-tank guns and ficld gona ‘and we knew that cven if the nazis came 
- we could now hold them . | ex 


And now, as a faint: glow began to appear in the ss elit sky, our cyes turned 
upwards and westwards. For there was a roaring that rpaidly grew to a thunderous 
roll that never stopped. We knew the climax of phase one of the invasion was 
approaching now. Here wore bombers, swarming in like bees to. give the nazis' 
coastal defences their last softening up before our scaborre forces landed. And 


what 4 sight it was! Wo were about two miles away, but the explosions lifted us 
off the ground. oe 7 . 


In the orchard where I had landed we saw a shape in a tree and went’: up to 
it. It was a man who had jumped from our glider just before me. He was beyond 
help - nazi machine-gunmners had scen to that. But the ripped body of a young nazi 
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we 


a fow yards away showed that ho had not dicd unavenged. It was hazardous going 
because nazi patrols wore numerous in this orca, and on one occasion a patrol 
passed only a fow yas away, but we hid behind a 2. pile of stones and they cid 
not sce us. 


Eventually we reached high ground overlooking the coast ond waited until 
our watches showed 7.15. A fow minutos before it there was an earth shaking 
holocaust of noise. Approaching the coast under the cover of naval ships the 
invasion barges wore coming in firing. It was a terrific barrage that nust | 
have paralysed the defences. Then ships began nudging towards the beaches and 
we shook each others hands: in the. ee ity the invasion at long saa hed 


begun. 


Since that time I have heard little of how thet invasion has been going, 
for ours has largely continucd as a private war. It was a morning of tense 
excitement; for the nazis infiltrated into our positions with armoured oars, 
mobile guns and hordes of snipers. By 10 o'chock wo wore getting a roasting 
from mortar bombs; to get from one building to another you had to run for your 
life and dodge the bullets of snipers hidden-in trees oll around. Our patrols 
were sie hunting then down, but they were hard to find and hard to kill. 


The mayor of the little town offered us a glass of wine and arranged to 
give us eggs and milk; he would not hear of payment. "I have three sons in 
nazi prison camps, and I hate the Boche" he said. "We have waitec a long time — 
for. the hour of liberation.“ There were children saristag in the streets, 
unmindful of the war only a fow yards away. Just outside the town, on the 
road to Cach, our paratroops were waging 2 desperate battle against nazi armoured 
cars and two panzer tanks. Inside headquartors you .could. hardly hear a word for 
the sound of shells and bombs dropping all around us. But the General said: 
"Everything is finc. Tt" S weaDS exactly to plan. Don't worry; we'll hold than." 


I made my way back to the bridges. sci yard of the road smolt of dcath, for 
Germans and British lay in the mud side by side where they had fought in darlnoss 
Por possession of bridges. Half way ovor I came across a nazi soldicr groaning. 
from a wound in his stomach. "He's lucky to bo alive," said a paratrooper bittarly. 
"He's one of the snipers. He shot three of my pals this morning, but we got hin 
finally." ees , 


m The road to the bridges was risky because of snipers; but the risk was nothing 
canpared with what. tho paratroop battalion holding the bridgehead wore facing. Nazi 
counter-attacks were coming covery few minutes, A shower of mortar and sholl fire | 
was concentrated terror. Bit those lads held on and though their numbers were hourly 
smaller they would continue to hold on. Until well aftor mid-day we were still iso- 
lated, All opposition from the north west finally coased and to tho great relicf of 
our mon a long linc of. commandos with their groan berrics came into view. 


There was no doubt that thore would be further counter-attacks; more armoured 
units and mobile guns were massinh on our southern flank. Around 6 p.m. the countor- 
attack was reaching full strength. All our units were heavily engaged. In the head 
quarters shells wore falling stcadily and three officers were seriously wounded while 
they were talking to the Gencral., And we were all asking ourselves: will relief 
art We could not Oxpoct: Scabrone help yots it would have to como from the air, 


} ‘Ana they did not Let us down. It was just on 9 p.m. when the sky was full of 
fightors once more, and under them a preat fleot of bombers towing gliders scaled 
Slowly over our heads. Tho stream lasted for half an hour. And they they were all 
on the ground, and more mon and more guns were pouring out. 


A General said to me; "This is very satisfactory. All is still going according 
to plan," | 


And it still is as [ finish this despatch. We are confident it will continue 
to go according to plan.

How we fool the Germans in Soren: 


By a Norwegian war odrrespondent. 


The rows of lorries and troop carriers were endléss and overwhelming. 
On hundreds of roads and streets the stream roared and flowed through London 
to the Channel coast. It was Sunday morning, the 4th of June, in the historic 
year of 1944. It was a lovely day. The sun shone on fields and woods, bs sieaate 
was in her Sunday best. — | . 


But from the roads a steady hum rose to the skies. And from the blue ‘ep 
up there more noise came and mingled with the first in ¢ a penetrating and sometimes 
deafening symphony of noise. Heavy lorries and busy: little jeeps, great four=- 
engined bombers and flashing fighters each played their part in the orchestra, 


"Looks like being pape 3 in the air," remarked my. companion in the CAL. 


"Looks like", I thought, wos something of an English understasment. The 
port was, if possible, even tusier than the roads. . 


“Looks like being something on the sean , too", remarked my friend. 


There was something on the sea, A two-hour trip round the docks left no 
doubt about that. A floating ant-heap on the biggest scale. Boat after boat, 
steamer after steamer, ship after ship, came alongside the quay and loaded - 
soldiers. Soldiers by tens of thbusands. Never has the world seen such an_ 
amazing selection of ship. types assembled at one quayside. There were long, 
narrow landing barges with ramos at their bows. There were coastal steamers, 


cargo-vessels and passenger ships of all sizes. There were warships, from M,T.B.'s 
to battle-cruisers, , 


There, in short, was sea—power. 


I was taken on board a Norwegian cargo-boat. She is to be my home and my 
base for some days to come, From this boat I am to sce the invasion = the opening 
of the second front... ENA Se : 


The Norwegian flag, Norwegian ships’and Norwegian sailors will be here in 
considerable numbers, to help to give Germany the decisive blow to free the peoples 
of Europe from foreign domination. Some of the ships have been specially 
fitted out during the last few weeks with this object in view. 


Our flag flies from the masthead, The same flag flew over the Channel:also 
during those June days four years ago - how Long ago it seems now} - when ao tired 
end beaten British army stood on the beaches of Dunkirk and waited for the death-— 
blow. The death blow wis never given. For the ships came across the sea, the 
ships: of freedom and safety, to bring the sons of England home. 


And now the ships are crossing the Channel once again. In their wake they | 
will bring the gift of freedom to the unhappy millions of Europe, First to France, 
And soon ‘to Norway too, Yes, soon to Norway. « + , 


How incredibly phlegmatic the English are! Never has this truck me more 
than it has today, Ina few hours, perhaps, the world's greatest combined sea, 
land and air operations will begin, operations which may determine the fate of 
humanity for centuries to come.. But can anyone think in terms of centuries on 
a day like this? Will not the nervous intensity of the activity in the port, 
and the intense nervousness that grips the individual in these last few hours 
before the whistle blows, inhibit any form of philosophic contemplation? One 
would think so. And yet - what did the dock-worker say when I talked with him 
in the town? 


"This is nothing ands: to this port, " he -enid, Today - well, this is just 
the third item on the programme, This is an English port of wer’, see? Got some 
tradition, see?" 


Monday came in with cial weather. It was blowing quite hard and the sea 
was choppy. Not a very inviting day for the invasion. Quite right 
st eT ae . Nothing 
seems longer than time spent in waiting. asus Monday was like an eternity. 


But apart from that, I have nothing to grumle ate Living conditions are 
good on these boats, The steward is an old whalerman - which means that the food 
i first-class, The skipper and his officers are also whalermen. It needs more 
than an invasion to shake these fellows out of their ideas. The boat carries 
spare parts and supplies for the invasion army. 


Tussday morning. The wind has slackened a bit. The weather might be better, 
but then it might also be worse. We weigh anchor 


Then Eisenhower has given the order to set out. 


First go the landing ships, then the escorts, the cruisers and the 
bigger ships of the Navy. And finally the cargo vessels, But in front of all went 
the minesweepers, whose job it is to clear the sea of German mines. They have now 
swept a path for us right over the Channel and clear up to the French Coast. At 


regular intervals we pass buoys —— us the true course, It is as easy as 
falling off a log. 


Literally ,: » as easy as that. The. whole thing is so safe, It is unbelievable 
and unexpected. Here we ore, steaming out of. England in - broad daylight, bound 


for enemy coasts - and not o German plane in sight the whole day.’ Where on 
earth can the Luftwaffe be? : | 


The Luftwaffe is conspicuous by its absence. But there are other aircraft 
in the sky -'ours, Allied planes form oa complete umbrella over the convoys, the 
whole of this day and the Gays to follow. We sail along safely under their 
protective cover, We nLSeP calmly under their strong guard. — 


I turn in in the evening ond sleep like a stone until I am shaken out about 
four o'clock on Wednesday morning. Don't misunderstand me - this journey was not 
all as idyllic as that. I have seen empty troopships, coming back from Normandy 
with their flags at half-mast and fewer landing craft slung from the davits than 
they had on the southward trip; an invasion has to have its victims. During 


the night I can hear the thump against the ship's side as mines are _— 
This ‘is war. 


All the same, the men in this Norvegian cargo wine} have "been out in 
worse weather than this." "There's not much danger to this sort of regatta," 
says my friend the whalerman. “We've been out in much more dangerous conditions 
during this war." And I agree with him. A Channel crossing in June 19) is — 
child's=play compared with an Atlantic crossing 9 year or two ago, 


By five o'clock we are right up to the French coast. Now hell breaks loose$ 
As soon as we close the harbour the Germans begin to drop a few scattered bombs 
almost at random, The invasion fleet's A.A. fire is annihilating in its power. 
The noise of its guns almost breaks one's eardrums; although I am standing 
right by our ‘guns it is completely impossible for me to say when we are firing. 
The thunder of the hundreds of guns becomes a single, crashing crescendo, 


But this does not last long. The noise dies dows a little, for the 
battleships, cruisers and destroyers are still shelling the Ab lantio wall without 
ceasing. We received orders to act. This is easier said than done; it is no 
Job for amateurs, to find a way through this milling throng of landing craft and 
ships. But the whalermen know what good seamanship can do, and soon there are

| As I said, the wenther covlc have been better, When 
the full history of the invasion can be written, the chapter on the allies' 
technique of destroying German land mines will, in my opinion, not be the least 
interesting. For the time being I can only say that the method is swift and 
effective, and surprisingly simple. It took an unbelievingly short time to 


lay "roads" over the beaches, which had previously been studded with mines, where 
motor traffic could travel smoothly and quickly as though on a fine conerete road. 


A few kilometres inland the front line begins where the battle is raging. 
In the daytime we can hear it, and in the night we can see the flashes of gunfire 
from the hilltops. | 


The coastal towns and villages have been in allied hands for some time, 
Enemy snipers, however, often in civilian clothes, are still lurking under cover, 
so a certain caution is necessary. Some of them who had been holding out in the 
Church tower of this village had to be rather drastically “operated on". A gun 
was trained on the tower and it was shot to pieces with all its contents, snipers 
included, War sometimes makes such methods necessary. 


How it does a Norwegian's heart good to see German soldiers as prisoners: 
Here they come in walking parties of ten or twenty, well-guarded by British and 
American tommies and dough-boys, What a contrast when I think of the last time 
I saw the Germans - as the masters of my Norwegian hometown. The tune has 
changed now. Now Fritz is hanging his head, 


Some of these Germans, to tell the truth, have quite oa healthy and sunburnt 
appearance. Others are very tired, pale and depressed. A young corporal with 
whom I exchanged o few words burst out frankly with this heart-cry: "We stuck 
to our post for three days without food or supplies. We asked for supplies, 
and our officers promised and promised that they would come. But as usual, they 
did not keep their promises" the. corporal is right. 


Another German is even more adaptable. No sooner has he been captured. 


than he offers to help with loading crates on to an English lorry and he goes to 
work with true German thoroughness. | 


The Germans admit that they expected the invasion. But we dia not expect 
that it would come just here, nor that it would come so quickly". 


And the Frenchmen: They are happy. Ah, how happy they are! Liberation 
has come at last. How long they have waited. How hard these last years have 
been. Can it really be true that the nightmare is over? There is a little 
anxiety mixed with their happiness, Can t ey be sure that the Boche will not 
come back? A middle-aged woman who has been scared by the bombing asks me, "Is 
i absolutely certain that the Gemans will’ not come back again? 


I point out to the invasion fleet, "Is not this sufficient guarantee, 
Madame" I said. "Oh yes it is beautiful!" cries madame with real joy in her 
VOiCe. 


At the innI get a glass of fine French sauterne, vintage 1929. Sante$ 
To speedy victory over the Boche! 


The German aircraft are still keeping off as long as daylight lasts. In the 
darkness one or two enemy planes venture out over us, and then the fireworks 
from the beach and the ships are unforgettable in their magnificence and their 
power. To see a battleship giving everything it has got in the wiy of ack=ack 
ond searchlights is something that has to be seen to be believed, The beams 
rise like thin shining fingers from bows to stern, to meet in 4 single focul 
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point many hundreds of.metres overhead. It is like O, 1 gigantic iLiuminated Christmas 
tree. 


It is almost incomprehensible that Germans do not try to Domb us in day- 
light. The boats are lying so close together along the beach that it would be 
practically impossible to avoid hitting some military objective or other as long 
as daylight lasts, But the days pass, and nothing happens, During the six days 
from the time we left England to the time we returned to an English port again after 

our. job is completed, I did not see a single ship torpedoed or bombed by the enemy. 
Among the other impressions from these days the one I value most is the sight of 
the Norwegian destroyers, There was the-"Gladesdale" which, among several other 
jobs on invasion day, shelled and destroyed a strongly fortified, German postion 
on the French coast. There was the famous "Stord": who&sé job it ws to lay a 
snokeséreen round_the battle squadron, Both destroyers did their joos well. 


a I remember the burial of German and allied soldiers who fell in the first 
few hours during and after the landing. They were laid to rest in French soil. 
And over their graves is the blue’ sky of Normandy, | eee 


And, still the battle is raging on the slopes to the south with undiminished 
fury. That battle for France has already entered its second phase, The first 
phase, the battle of the beaches, is already behind us, and was won by the allies. 


‘I remember men's faces, British and American soldiers hastening southwards 
to their baptism of fire, marked with the deep seriousness of the hour, Ina few 
hours they will be in the thick of it, and they know what that means. Sailors 
and merchant seamen find it easier to smile,. For them the first climax of the 
battle is already over, and they know their sea, their deck and their action 
station well enough to be able to face the further developments of the 

Situation with the sailors' usual unaffected calm. 


The same imperturbable calm marks the harbour of the English town where 
we dropped anchor on the Sunday after an uneventful trip over the Channel. The 
men of this town have seen world history being written | : long 
before the name of Hitler found its way into headlines. They eameaiay 

~- greater and finer names in their history: Drake, BIRKS Rodney, Howe, 

St. Vincent, Nelson, Jellicoe, Beatty. Got some tradition, see! The dockers 
of the British ‘ports are perhaps not among the most literary members of 
the community., but in matters connected with the British navy they have the historian's 
instinctive ability to think in centuries. And then an invasion like this one 
becomes only ®on item on the programme",

When the first of the Allicd paratroops drifted down behind the German lines in 
Normandy on the night of the 6th June and the first Allied soldicrs smashed their way 
through Hitler's Atlantic Woll on the French coast, it was the final realisation of 
the »lans on which the British army, navy and air staffs had been working without. 

a break for four years - cver since Dunkirk, Four long years during which there _ 
was the single, fixed thorght in their rrinds: to get back on to the continent and 
beat the Germans there, 


Por morc than a year after Dunkirk, however, the imzcnse difference between the 
resources of men and material at the disvosal of the British, and those which the 
enemy possessed, made the study of offensive ovcrations against the continent of little 
more than academic intcrest, But the two great ovents of 1941 wrought a considerable 
change in the work on which the staffs were cngged, | ae 


First, in June, cane the German offensive against the Soviet Union - an event 
which meant that much, and, as it later turned out, most of the German army could not 
be used in dcfenge against an invasion from the West, 


The other new factor was the entry of the U.S.A. into the war after the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbour on the 7th Decerber, From then on, an allicd strategic reserve 
could be counted on, so that the vreparatory planning for a caimaign in western lurope 
could begin, -— CMEC CN ROE eae a ie Sa | : 


At the end of 1941, the C-in-C., Home Forces (at that time Sir Bernard Paget), the 
C-in-C., Fighter Command, thon Air Marshal Sir Sholto Douglas, and Lord Lovis Mount- 
batten, then Chicf of Combined Operations, reccived orders from the British Chiefs.of 
Staff to work out plans which, within vractical limits, should, draw German forces 
from the Eastern front and create just that threat which the German High Command has 
always fcared =- the two-front war, ie : : : : | 


In 1942 much work was done by the General Staff in the investigation of the many 
factors bearing on the areas to be chosen for mking a bridgehead, But the more they 
studied the resources available for an attack, for the build-up and for the consolidation, 
the more inevitably they cane to the conclusion that, even if bridgeheads could be ‘won, 
not enough was yet known about the possibility of holding bhem against stronger enemy 
forces, and still less about the possibility of so widening them that they could exert 
appreciable influence upon the war. 2 | | ey: 


At midsumacr, after the conference between Prime Minister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt, it was decided that, in view of the resources available to the Allies, it 
would be strategically sounder and more foasible to give priority to operations in the 
Mediterranean, This. conclusion was further strengthened by the threat presented by 
Rommel's counter-attack carlier that summer, and advance as far as il Alamein. 


Lhe reinforcement of the British 8th Army for its victorious advance, which began 
under General Montgomery in October 1942, and the sending of the British lst Army 
together with the Juncrican 2nd Corps, to French North Africa, had undoubtedly a long-term 
connection with the plans for a new front in the west. : 


The orevaratory planning carricd out by the three chicfs Paget, Douglas and. 
Mountbatten (by now joined by Admiral Sir Bertram Ramsay of the Navy, and the conmanding 
General of the American armics in Surope) was far from wasted, ; 


It was clear by now that it was impossible to make detailed operational or admini- 
strative plans, Tactically, however, much had been learnt from the minor raids which 
had been carried out >~reviously under the- comand of the Chicf of Conbined Operations, 
and much more from the larger-scale onerations at St. Nazaire, in Mavch 1942, and at 
Dieore in August, | , | 


Purthermor:, the intelligence staffs had collected an cnormous iiss of information 
about the Atlantic Wall, its defences ani the topogpavhy of its hinterland, luch work 
was also donc in the preparation of the necessary mavs for overations on the continent, 
An imoression of the scope of the work needed for this can be gained from the fact that 
mony itillions of sheets of mans had to be printed, covering all tho varts of westurn 
Aurove that wight come within the sphere of onerations. To carry out this Job, the

beaches were imoortant) and to the trnnsport mniinble - and here considcration hac. to be 
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taken both of shipping, and of the capacity of railways nridk erste at British bases. The

All ‘forms of séa transport have been used daring the invasion, and it is “unnecessary 
to add that the allicd merchant navies have played an extremely important part. On the 
first night there were 1,000 merchant ships, manned by 50,000 sailors, in the immense 
armada that crossed the Cliannel for the first time.

It is also very important to make a special 
note of the appearance of high ranking officers ond civilian chiefs. Ph 
possible find out their names, Try to find out the location of all kinds of 
enemy dumps and headquarters. Keep an eye on bridges too and important supply 
points for water and light the destruction of which would disturb the supply 
arrangements. Notice where the cnemy lays mines or explosive —" It is 
specially important to notice where he puts haoby. Eee | 


Local knowledge. 


It is very important that everybody should have a good knowledge of his 
neighbourhood. §§ The allied forces will have a continual need of guides. It is 
essential that information given them should be accurate and ‘that guides are 
absolutely sure of the way both by day or ny night. 


Next come the YLVELs. How deep are they? ‘Is the bottom muddy? Are tho 
banks steep? Arc the bridges over them strong cnough to bear heavy lorries? Are 
there any fords, and, if so, is it possible for motors to drive across? 


_ It is also important to know of any places where oircraft can land. Any 
Plat stretch of land more than 400 metres long can be used for landing if there

A military comnander's disposition depends largely on the information he can 
obtain of the enemy. It is essential that this-information should be accurate, 
Since inaccurate information is. useless. It is very casy to omit extremely’ 
important details, such as for example the direction in which a convoy was coming. 


Li there is fighting in your di strict. 


When the armed forces arrive , there may be fighting in your district. That 
is the moment when you can give your allies the greatest help, or, if you do not 


obcy their instructions, afford them the a st difficulties and hinder their 
progress. | 


The safest place while bombing is going on is somewhere or other underground. 
The cellar is the safest place in a house, but there must be two exits, and no 
danger of flooding. If you live in a town, you should go indoors when you hear 
firing. Do not look out of the windows. A deep and narrow trench, not more than 
i metre wide at the top, is the safest kind of shelter. It is best to cover it

On May 11th General. Py een s allied forces in Italy opened a 
violent assault on the German lines on the other side of the River 
Garigliano on the west coast of Italy, about 50 miles south of the 
Allied bridgehead at Anzio. The attack, which was carried out the 
whole way along the river from the sea to Cassino, ended after 
comparatively short but very hard fighting, in a complete German — 
retreat and finally in.a route all along the front. After a few days 
the British troops in the bridgehead were able to join up with the 

American troops advancing north along the coast through Gaeta and ' 
Terracina, First the Germans' so-called Adolf Hitler line fell and 
only a few days later the allies had forced their way through the defence 
line lying behind it which went from Atina north of Cassino, down to the 
sea at Terracina,, After retreating in disorder the Germans tried to hold 
their last defence lines before Rome - an acr frém Subiaco over the Alban 
hills and. down to the sea just north of the Anzio bridgehead. But nothing 
could hold the allied forces. and.on June th Romie. fell “practically undamaged 
into the hands of the allies after the Germans had had to withdraw from the 

 @ity so fast that they had not even had time to blow up the bridges over the 

.. Tiber, or to take with them their wounded, who numbered more than 8, 000. 

_ General Kesselring's forces were in complete disorder, They got away to 
the north only by fleeing as fast as they could, covered by such defence 
as their rear guard could put up. During the following days there fell in 

- quick succession Oustia, the port of Rome, the naval base Civitavecchia, 
which is 50 miles north of Rome, and the important road and rail junction 
of Vitervo, about 60 miles north of Rome. No information is yet to hand on 
whether - and where = the Germans can stand and fight again-in Italy. But 
is is‘probable that they will try to organise the defence of Posletta from 
Some position which they may have organteed further north. 


_ Even though the fall of Rome P only 2h days after the opening of the 
offensive, is completely overshadowed by the invasion of France which began 
two days Later, the importance of the capture of the city is plain to seé, 

It is not least a serious loss of. prestige for the Germans that they have 
lost one end of the axis, We need not consider too closely the feelings 

that will be aroused in Mussolini and his " republican fascists", since they are 
of no importance in the picture, Rome was the first capital to be captured 


by the tyranny of fascism and. it was the first capital to be liberated from - 
the nazi yoke. 


Considering the vital position occupied by Rome in the Itelian network 
of commmnications, it was only to be expected that the fall of the city would - 
also affect German positions on the tdriatic, and as soon as Rome was lost 
their left flank too began to retreat, lIverywhere they have suffered severe 
Losses both of mén and of material, and many of their units have been captured, 
Because of the mountainous nature of the terrain their retreat has been confined 
exclusively to the roads which have been subjected to very heavy attacks by 
British and American forces. For mile long stretches these roads have 
offered a picture of chaos, with hundreds of German lorries, tanks and other 
vehicles smashed and burning. In many cases they have been forced to abandon 
their heavy equipment without having time to. emiabe 3 LG,

retirement of King Victor Emmanuel, in accordance with his earlier promise 
to do so as soon as Rome was in allied hands, He has, however, not legally 
isha sia but handed over as powers to Cyown Prince Umberto.

INVASION TRAINING

It is not possible to train soldiers until you know the object for-which you | 
are training them and you cannot determine your object until you know what. 
resources you will have available. Those two considerations have deminated all 


the preparations that Britain has made for the invasion of Europe. 


After the defeat of: France and the loss of the bulk of the equipment of the 
British Army in 1940, the British General Staff formed the view that on the © 
balance of forces then in the field against Germany an invasion across the Channel 
by British troops alone was impossible, On the other hand, an invasion of Britain 
by German troops, was possible, . The result was the training, of the reconstituted 

British armies, as equipment became available from the factories, was primarily — 
directed towards the defence of Britain and the sypport of the small but increasing 
armies operating in Africa. Germany's attack on Russia made the first big 
alteration to this. position, When Germany failed to defeat Russia before the 
winter of 1941, as she had planned, it was clear that from then on very considerable 
German forces would be locked up in Eastern Europe. } Ak 


The position improved still further when Japan and Germany attacked the 
United States. Then, not only was there a prospect of: an enormous increase in the 
number of men available for an assault on Europe There was also the prospect of 
a very great increase in the amount of military material and shipping that would 
be available for such an expedition, » It was then that the British War Cabinet set 
up a. joi planning staff to investigate the problem of an assault on Europe, fhis 
was later. joined by an American representative, and it is on the work. and. planning 
of this staff, and of the more elaborate staffs that grew from it, that the plans 


now in operation are based. : - 


Early in 1942 this staff had decided that there would not be the material, 
particularly shippihg, ready for. an attack in 1942. ‘From this followed the decision 
to clear North Africa’ and the Mediterranean. By the summer of 1943 they were clear 
and the way was open to plan for the 41944, assault across the Channel. 


_. In saying that planning, and so training, became possible only at this late 
stage, it is not. to. be supposed that training had then to start at a.soldters' 
basic training, Given fully trained soldiers, very careful special training is 
needed for an assault landing, and it is with this training that we are. concerned. 
Nor had Britain neglected entirely the work of training men in some kinds of om- 
phibious landing. The-work of the special Service troops under Combined Operations 
_ Headquarters, the raids on St. Nazaire and on Dicppe, show that. . The-training of 
men for an invasion, as distinct from a raid, is conditioned by the material that 
Will be used and the kind of material that is available for us determines the kind 
_ Of operation that will be carried out. - As important as anything else is training 
Simply in handling the material. afb cece | 


fo turn to the concrete, an assault landing is different from any other kind 
of military landing in that the assaulting troops arrive in front of the enemy's 
positions in unnatural ond bunched tactical formations » imposed on them by the 
vessels in which they must travel, and they arrive without any of the supporting 
fire normally available for an assault. In consequence, craft must be designed 
to give the best possible tactical deployment from the moment of landing, and 
croft and methods must, be invented to replace the fire support that the assaulting 


troops cannot provide for themselves. | THe problem grows more complex as the size 
of the assaulting force increases, | 


An infantry battalion can be carried in assault landing craft, ordinary 
motor boats with very little armour. But their motor transport can not. If the 
attack is merely a raid ond the troops will re-embark within, say twenty-four hours, 
the lack of transport will hardly matter. If they are to stay on shore and move 
inland, they will nead their transport, Likewise they will need tanks and artillery. 
That will necessitate the use of darger and larger craft. The use of. larger and 
larger craft. will necessitate the capture of a port which these craft can use. That 
Will, in its turn, affect the plan, beonnse the plan mst provide for the capture 
of one or more ports at an early stage.

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‘The attacking force will also need air support. That will need fighter 
protection. Theat will lead to the demand for the early capture or construction 
of lending strips. That, in its turn, will affect the nature of the equipment 
and of the specialist troops to be landed and their priority in landing. So the 
story proceeds. Every increase in the size of the force brings in its train. 
problems of supply and of PEROESERSS And all these vitally affect the training 
of wee MAN « | | 
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‘These problems have béen solved, Let us look at the training through 
which the men have gone, first the men of the assault wave, who have one problen, 
then the men of the Naieiaitsiintns waves and services, whose problems are different. 


The ‘training of an assault diwiston was generally done in training centres 
available in Britain for British and U.S troops. All these involved clearing 
‘many square miles of populated countryside, for security reasons and so that live 
anmunition could be used during the training. | 


On arrival in the training area those men had to be built up into a combat 
team and made completely familiar with their weapons and the method of their use 
against wire, mines and strong points. The team would be strengthened by the 
inclusion of special weapons or methods of attack. From there, the training. 
would advance to company training » followed by battalion training, In each phase 
there would be a full exercise, using landing craft, and with fire. In all these, 
one of the points emphasised would be the balance between individual initiative by 
the men and control by their leaders. Finally, there would be a brigade exercise, 

‘again under full field conditions, with the problem of proper control a the 
operation paramount. 


At the same ‘time, the specialists would be rehearsing their tasks. At 
_ these schools the Engineers would find replicas of every known defensive device 
used by the Germans, and would practise their destruction. Tank crews would work 
out their drills for waterproofing their vehicles and become perfect in the none 
too easy methods of loading their tanks on to landing craft, always in reverse, and 
the swift dive into the shallow water when approaching the beach. And the Signals 
units would be working out the most satisfactory communication nets. 


All that could be considered as basic training. No division which took part 
in the assault has not rehearsed its actual task at least once over similar ground 
and much more frequently on scale models of the section of coast they assaultec. 


The purpose of these combined trainine centres was not only to train the Army 
as a Unit, but to train it as part of a teen, Consecucntly, all the Naval and 
Royal Marine crews of the small landing craft have. also passed through them, to seo 
at first hand how their work tied in with that of the Army and to become familiar . 
with the Army methods of organisation. The Beach units which control the iacdings 
as they take. place are mixed teams of soldiers and seamen, | 


Behind this training for the initial assault come the ites for the 
organisation and method of supply. A great deal of the very complicated order of 
loading men and stores and of their discharge in the right order of priority on the 
beaches has been worked out by trial and error, partly on exercises, partly on the 
landings that have already taken place in North Africa and Italy, partly from those 
in the Pacific. Every lesson from every theatre of war has been studied. But. of | 
all these, a landing on one of the coasts of the English Channel iis the most difficult, 
for two reasons, the existence of mich stronger tides and tidal flows, varying along 
every section of the coastline, and the likelihood of very much more changeable 


weather, The weather off the British Isles and the French 60ast is among the most 
eee tants in the world. 


There are always more men engaged in keeping an amy sitet ned in the field 
than there are fighting in the ficld force itsclf, There is not a singde one of 


the supply services which has not had to modify, to a greater or less extent, its 
normal methods of operation to meet the situation of a cross-channel assault. Each 
modification has had to cxist, first, as a paper plan, then as a working drill and cach 
may be offected by, or itself affect,’ the new methods taken into use by some other 
service. Everyone of these changes has been tried out and rehearsed. 
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At what stage is it better to land the General Hospitals and cease evecuating 
all wounded across the Channel? How is control of naval support artillery best 
exercised, from the ship, with its general view of the scene » or by an officer on 
shore, with the risk of interrupted communication? How can Signols best be passed 
down a flotilla of landing craft when they are running in to the shore in conditions 
of complete darkness?

So far as special equipment is concerned, the general policy has been to avoid 
. the creation of special equipment for limited purposes, With training, the 
existing wenpons of a division should, properly hhndled, be adequate for all tasks P

PAGE 31 SHE MINE, ‘THE HIDDEN WEAPON 


It is the habit of the enemy to leave mines and booby-traps behind in the areas 
he has just evacuated, They form a serious danger to the civil population, There are two 
main types of mines:"anti-vehicle mines" and anti-personnel mines", The best known 
anti-vehicle mine is the so-called "Teller-mine", whioh is round and flat, with a mish 
room=-shaped top,. This mine is usually exploded by pressure, when a vehicle passes over 
it, although it is sometimes knowm to explode with the weight of a man, ~~ 
_ The "anti-personnel" mine, is usually a small oylindrical mine about 4 inches in 
diameter and about 5 inches high, operated by a number of trip-wires, any one of which 
will explosé the mine, On firing, the mine leaps about 3 feet into the air. where 
it explodes, scattering stecl balls in all dircctions, Another type of mine is the wooden 
box=type which cxplodes when the lid is lifted, These mines: are mostly connected by wires 
With bigger mincss, | ; 


"There is also the time=bomb which explodes after a set time, like the one which 
explodes in the Post-Office of Naples » with the result that hundreds of people Lost 
their lives, The explosion may take place after anything from a day to a couple of weeks, 

_ according to the length of the fuse, oe a 
_ Civilians should observe this rule: never touch a mine or any suspicious looking 
Object found in an area which has just been evacuated by the Germans, Look out for | 
taut wires close to the ground, Never cut a taut wire, never pull a slack wire, or in 
any case, examine first both cnds of the wire before touching it, 

Considering the danger which these mines form to the civil population, it is of the 
utmost importance to know where they lie, If you can, indicate the place clearly 
and visibly to all, Let your commonsense and power of observance help you in this 
matter, Do not come near the place whore a mine lics, if you can help it and lect only 
the military render them harmless, : | 

One more. word on "booby=traps", with which the cnemy has earned a sad reputation in 
this war, Before leaving a district, ‘he. placcs explosive charges, cspecially in build 
ings and houses, which will be operated for instance by people opening. a window, pick- 
ing up an object, touching a doornob, lifting yho telephone receiver or by tripping over 
® wire across a doorway, The enemy is in this respect capable of diabolical ingenuity, 
Mines and booby-traps have frequently becn found attached to dead Allicd and German 
soldiers, Be therefore on your guard! 


Observe this general rule: do not enter. houses which have just been evacuated by 
the enemy, if your presence in these houses is required, do not touch anything, which 
experts have not examined thoroughly beforehand,  _ 

Impress this also upon your children! 


Prevention is better than cure!

Warfare in mountainous districts is ndipaatade different from fighting in the 
lowlands, and therefore it needs specially trained men, with Kcriarnnlh tactics adapted 
for mountain terrain, and special equipment. | 


There are three basic conditions that must be achieved by any good ciiaaets 
force: acclimatisation to the mountains, where the conditions of life are very 
difforent from those obtaining in-the lowlands, adaptation of the equipment so that 
it can, if need be, be transported on the backs of the men, and, finally, the 
er. aployment of the new tactics demanded by mountain SieLrit Sing + 


-. ‘People who have grown up in mountainous districts are naturally better suited — 

to the life, and therefore to this specialised form of military service, Since they. 
have been accustomed, from the time they could walk, to the thin mountain air, and can 
better adapt themselves to the changes that are entailed by a sudden change in height. 
Mountain climbing also needs a special kind of balance, especially if the climber at 
the same time has to aarry a heavy burden. That is why soldiers who are not natives 
of hill country must. be very carefully acclimatiscd to mountain conditions, both in 
‘summer and in winter. . 


Mountain warfare is completely different from the normal equipment of a soldier, 
and this applies as much to the boots, and the uniform generally, as to the rucksack 
and the weapons. The weapons: most used arc those that can be easily used, and, 
if. necessary, stripped into their component parts for convenience in transport. 
Transport and siting of heavy weapons is alse much more difficult in mountainous 
country than in the lowlends, and demands more skill of the mountain soldier than of 
the infantryman, not to mention the. fact that the handling of greater or smaller” 
columns of horse transport also has its especial technique. — 


Tactics as employed in the mountains are atso different from those used in low 
country. Since swift progress cannot be made in the mountains, liaison is also 
much more difficult. Battles are often split up into a number of smaller operations 
and skirmishes, so that mountain troops must be more lavishly supplicd with all kinds 
of Phenols equipment than the infantry on the plain. 


Camouflage is one of the most important points in mountain warfare. It is not 
so difficult to keep out of sight at long range, but it is very important to. be able 
to hiue oneself from the enemy at shorter distances. When it is remembered that 
during the first World War we were often near enough for it to be possible to toss a 


hand=grenade over No-Man's-Land, it can be understood that the importance of camouflage 
is difficult to overestimate, |

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: lorwcofinn mercha t ship losses in 1943 less than half the 1942 losses. 


. The losses of the Norwegian Merchant Marine since the invasion amount to altogether 
400 ships of 3 million tons dead weight, and 3,000: seamen. Of the ships which came 
under the control of Nortraship immediately after the occupation of Norway, we have lost 
- nearly one half. By way of comparison, during the world war of 1914-18, when Norway 
was neutral, we had lost 49.6% of our merchant marine by the end of the war, and more 
. than 2,000 scamen had been killed.  § Losses have lately been on the decrease, and 
the year 1943 shows comparatively low figures of casualtics, both among men and among 
ships. This favourable curve has continued into 194. The total for 19.3 is 
well under half the 1942 casualties, and is also lower than the figures for 1941 and 


Of the 3 ,000 seamen who have so far lost their lives in Norwegian ships, 2,219 
were Norwegians, while the remainder were seamen from other nations. 


. Statistics show that the Norwegian Merchant Marine has played as great a part in 
the war as the uniformed Navy. At the outbreak of war there were about 22,000 
Norwegian scamen on board our ships, so their casuahties are about l0/. The 
corresponding percentage is somewhat higher for the Air Force. Altogether, it can 
be estimated that the percentage of casualties in the Norwegian armed forces, on land, 
ot sea,and in the air, reckoned together, is about ten per cent. So we have the 
right to say that even in terms of human lives we have born our share of the cost. 


In estimating 10% casualties among merchant crews, it should be mentioned that 
. this is expressed in terms of the total of Norwegian seamen at the beginning of the 
. War. If we consider the figure in terms of the total crews of the lost vessels, 
the percentage rises to 20%: in other words, of every hundred seamen who have bcen 
torpedoed, 20 have lost their lives, This figure is considerably lower than that 
shown by the merchant navies of other countries. 
The losses of the Norwegian tanker fleet is fairly evenly divided between tankers 
and “dry cargo tonnage." He sre lg 


Norway takes over four new tankers. 


The Americans are in the process of handing over to Norway four new tankers on a 
“bare boat" basis. These are all-weldcd tankers, of about 16,400 tons. They are 


good boats of the T-2 type, and it will be interesting to have them tried out by our 
scamen,. oon | cn 


Official British sources have said that "without the Norwegian tanker fleet we could 
not have won the war." It is at any rate a fact that Norwegian tankers have carried 
a considerable proportion of all the oil brought to Britain. At one time they carried 
LO% of it. And that is a very large tonnage. The Allied air forces in Great 
Britain now use as much petrol in 12 days as the RAF used in the whole of the Battle 
of Britain. The safe arrival of this spirit is the sign of victory in the Battle 
of the Atlantic; it is one of the most important events of the war. 


Two of the new Norwegian tankers will be called the "Nordahl Grieg" and the 
"Kaptein Worsée"' . Nordahl Grieg's name is too well known to need explanation. Capt. 
Martin Worsée was the first head of the maritime division of : Nortraship. He was 
a& popular and esteemed figure in Norwegian maritime circles in London. He took up 
his great task with unequalled devotion and energy. He allowed himself no rest. 
After three and a half years he had created an organisation which was an important part 
of the Norwegian war effort, but in so doing he had worn himself out. On the 28th of 


January 1941, he dicd suddenly, He had given his life for his work, just as a sailor 
a$ sea or a soldier on the battlefield. 


Norwezian airmen decorated. 


Four Norwegian airmen from Norwegian fighter squadrons in Britain were recently 


decorated by Air Marshall Leigh Mallory, C.=in-C. of the Allied Expeditionary Air Force, 
for fine performance in action against the cnemy. ’ 


Onowas a Norwegian Lieutenant Colonel who has led his wing on many offensive raids; . 
he has taken part in 178 operations over enemy territory, and has himself shot down 8 
enemy planes. Another is a Norwogian major who has carricd 93 offensive operations 
over enemy territory and destroyed four enemy planes. :

_ _ Arne Sunde, Minister for Shipping, brought greetings from the British . 
Minister for Shipping, lord Leathers, who wrote to his Norwegian opposite 
number: "The Norwegian Merchant Marine has played a wonderful part in the war 
effort of the United Nations by keeping open the vital shipping lanes, a fact 
which has been and still is of such tremendous significance for ow’ cause, 

The captain, the officers and the crew of this ship have played an important 
part in this, and have done great work in transporting one of the most important 
weapons of modern warfare to this country, in spite of all diffichlties end 
dangers. .

_ A few weeks ago a ceremony was performed on 9 Norwegian ship in Liverpool 
- a rather unusual ceremony, for a ‘young Norwegian stewardess was given the British

.And Margit - her surname we cannot give - has well earned these decorations, 
She has been through more in this war than most young Norwegian girls. The captain 
wrote about her in a letter: "Altogether, she was a shining example of cold-~

Margit who was born in Aalesund, went to sea eight years ago. She was working 
at that time in a cafe in Oslo, but tired of that job and took up work as a stewardess 


on a Norwegian ship, She wanted, according to her own account, "to travel to Cuba 
and dance the rhumba, " a 


She has been at sea since then, and during the war she has performed her duties | 
outstandingly well, There is more than a rhumba at Cuba among Margit's experiences. 


In March 194.2 she boarded a Norwegian ship, bound for Malta, where the 

_ situation at that time was precarious. The ship had to deliver important supplies, 
cost what it might. The ship travelled in a convoy of four vessels, and carried a 
cargo of vital importance, namely ammunition, petrol, petroleum, and oil, 


Margit » the only woman on board, was a volunteer, and refused to stay ashore. 
Everyone knew what dangers lay ahead, and that they were hardly the thing for a. 
young woman, but she insisted on coming, ae 


The convoy sailed right into waters where British and Italian ships were. 
fighting, and was subjected to heavy air attacks, but Margit carried on her work the 
whole time calmly and collectedly, serving coffee and refreshments both on the } 
bridge and at the guns while bombs were raining round the ship. On the third day 
of the voyage, a stormy Sunday, the convoy, which was escorted bya number of British 
warships was attacked by dive-bombers and torpedo bombers, and all guns were in 
action, The convoy, however, suffered no damage, : 


But in the afternoon, the main attack began, Five attacks were made against 
Margit's ship, and near misses come thick and fast, ) 


Some hours later, when some of the escort had diverged to attack enemy warships, 
leaving the convoy's protection somewhat reduced, the ship was attacked again by 
Six dive-bombers at once; as before, the bombs fell all around her very close, 
but there were no direct hits.. Two men on the bridge were slightly wounded by 


splinters, The attack continued until darkness came, but was now concentrated on 
other ships in the convoy, 


Two aircraft were shot down. liecanwhile the engagement between British and

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PAGE 4.2 . THE BRITISH EMPIRG CONFIRMS ITS POLICY 


On the 17th May the five Prime Ministers of Great Britain and the British 
Dominions signed a declaration on behalf of the whole Empire as a conclusion 
to the great conference in London. | 


The declaration was signed by Winston Churchill for Great Britain, by 
Mackenzie King for Canada, by John Curtin for Australia, by Peter Fraser for 
New Zealdnd, and by Jan Smuts for South Africa. We quote the following passage 
from the declaration: | | 7 : 


"We have examined together the principles which determine our forcign policies, 
and their application to current problems. Here too we are in complete. agreement. — 


"We are unitedly resolved to continue, shoulder to shoulder with our allies, 
all needful exertions which will aid our Fleets, Armies and Air Forces during 
the war and thereafter to'make sure of an enduring peace... We trust and pray that 
the victory, which will certainly be won, will carry with it a sense of hope and. 
freedom for all the world. It is our aim that, when the storms and passions of 
war have passed away, all countries now overrun by the enemy shall be free to de~- 
cide for themselves their future form of democratic government. ) 
"Mutual respect and honest conduct between nations is our chief desire. We 
are determined to work with all peace-loving peoples in order that tyranny and 
_ aggression shall be removed or, if need be, struck down wherever it raises its 
head. The peoples of the British Empire and Commonwealth of Nations willingly 
make their sacrifices to the common cause, We seek no advantages for ourselves 
at the cost of others. . We desire the welfare and. social advance of all nations — 
and that they may help each other to better and broader days. 


"We affirm that after the war a world organisation to maintain peace and 
security should be sct up and endowed with the necessary power and authority to 
prevent agression and violence. 


"In a world torn by strife we have met here in unity. .That unity finds its 
strength, not in any formal bond, but in the hidden springs from which human action 
flows. § We rejoice in our inheritance of loyalties and ideals, and proclaim our 
sense of kinship to one another, Our system of free association has enabled us, 
each and all, to claim a full share of the common burden.

The Norwegian Government has considered it as its primary duty to safeguard purely 

_ Norwegian interests under any eventuality that may arise during this final struggle. 
Negotiations entered into on Norwegian initiative, to achieve this state of affairs, have 
led to the signature of parallel agreements with the three ereat powers that have closed 
the ring round Germany, and whose contribution will be of decisive significance in the 
destruction of German military power wherever it may be found, These agreements with 
Great Britain, the U.S.A. and the Soviet Union are one more link in the waging of the war, 
and signify a further extension of the military agreement of 1941. The basis of the 
agreements is the sovereignty of the Norwegian state, and its equality as a member of the 
United Nations. It is laid down as axiomatic that, wherever military operations are 
being carried on, supreme authority will be in the hands of the military commander , in- 
cluding authority over the civilian population, The agreements indicate, in the light 
of this assumption, the regulations which shall bind such allied forces as, in the course 
of the fight for liberation, shall find thomselves on Norwegian soil. But apart fron 
this single limitation, naturally consequent upon the necessity of war, it is the legal 
Norwegian authorities which shall govern, and Norwegian law and jurisdiction which shall 
prevail, in Norwegian towns.and villages as they are liberated, and, after a short space 
of time, all over the country,

Military control of areas where military operations are , still going on.will , 
according to the agreements, be of a purely tomporary character, It applies exclusively 
to the period necessary to defeat, capture, intern and finally export such Germans as 
are found in Norway, As soon as the military situation permits, the Norwegian Government 
Will take over all responsibility for civil administration,’ and the maintaining of 
Norwegian law and order, But even in the first phase after the allied landing, the 
Norwegian authorities will have considerable influence. Norwegian officials will be 
attached to the forces, and will act as linison between the allied command and the 
Civilian population, In the first place, these liaison officers will assist the forces 
of liberation to get everything going smoothly behind the front, by ironing out difficul- 
ties which otherwise might arise between the military and the civilians, 


In the second place, this arrangement is by way. of a guarantee for the Norwegian 
Government, In this way the Norwegian Government will have its representatives at work 
on Norwegian soil from the very first moment, at posts where they can begin the prepar- 
ations for the reconstruction of the Norwegian administration, purged of quislings and 
cleansed of nazi appendages, The length of the interval during which military control 

_will be necessary will depend on circumstances, and especially on the amount of resistance 
met with by the allied forces. An area which is spcedily cleared of Germans and thereby 
soon finds itself well behind the front, may expect to be soon handed over to a purely 
Norwegian administration, In areas , however, which ere right up in the front line, it 
will usually be necessary for the military commander to retain control of the olytt 
administration, 


Allied joint communiqué 


The following joint communiaué was issued in London on the 16th of May:= 


"Parallel agreements have been concluded to-day by the United States of 
America, the United Kinsdom and the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
with the _Norwegian Governnent regarding the practical arrangement to 
be made for civil administration and jurisdiction in Norwegian territory 
when it is liberated by allied forces, 
These agreements are intended to be essentially temporary and practical 
in character, They arc designed to facilitate the task of the allied 
commanders, and to further the common purpose of the Governments econcerned = 
namely, the speedy expulsion of the Germans from allied territory and the 
final victory of the allies over Germany. 
The agreements recognise that the allied commanders must enjoy de facto | 
during the first or military ohase of the liberation of Norway such measure 
of supreme responsibility and authority over the civil administration as may 
be required by the military situation, It is laid down that as soon as the 
military situation permits the Norwegian Government shall resume their full 
constitutional responsibility for the civil administration, on the understand- 
ing that such special facilities as the allied forces may continue to require 
on Norwegian territory will be made available for the prosecution of the war 
to its final conclusion," 


British Foreign Office comment. 


The joint communiqué goes on to announce similar agreements which have been made 
with the Dutch and Belgian Governments, In connection with these two countries, the 
communiqué states: "The Soviet Government has been consulted regarding these agreements, 
and has expressed its full approval," 


The British Foreign Office has published the following comment on the agreements: 


"The signature of the three agreements with Norway, Holland and Belgium signifies 
a new step forward in the Allies' plans for the liberation of Europe. Each of the three 
allied governments concerned in these agreements have made detailed prepprations to fulfil 
their obligations; their official representatives have been appointed, and the whole 
administrative ap aratus is ready to go into action. 


The documents were ready for signature some time ago, but while negotiations were 
Still proceeding the Norwegian Government, in the light of possible developments in Fin- 
land and Northern Europe, considered it advisable to conclude a similar agrcemnent with the 
Soviet Government, and the joint ‘communique was therefore not vublished until the 
Norwegian Boviet agreement was concluded,

Britain, the U.S.A, and the Soviet Union on the other are part of the work of preparation 
of the liberation of our country. We are waiting now for the final blow which is to force 
Germany to her knees, We are aporoaching the moment to which we have been looking for-~ 
ward ever since the occupation of Norway, the moment when the yoke shall be thrown off 
and the Norwegian people shall be masters once more in their own house, 


In their struggle oheinst the German attemot to win world domination, one of the 
foremost wax aims of the United Nations has been to ensure a world order in which the 
right of every nation to determine its own fate is fully and freely acknowledged, When 
tnose who have sold themselves and their country to the Germans spread rumours that the 
Norwegian Government has surrendered Norwe gian territory or acquiesced in attacks on 
Norwegian sovereign rights, they underestimate, now as so often before, the discernnent 
of the Norwegian veople, . For the agreements nae us that Norway shall be once again 
what it was before = a free, indevendent, indivisible and sovereign kingcom, 


It is laid down that, from the moment of the country's liberation, the German 
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occupation authority shall ’ be replaced PY. a Norwegian Government with a egal, constitu- 
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tional foundation, 
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The main point stherefore, is that, as soon as ever the military situation permits, 
the Norwegian Government will take over i ae and with it, full resvonsibility for 
civil adininistration, : 


The Norwegian Governnent.has been glad to conclude these agreements, We value the 
fact that our allies have been willing to exoress their generaYpolicy in concrete and 
practical arrangements for co-operation on Norwegian territory. This will contribute 
to the carrying out of this co-operation without fetoelon, And any difficulties which 
may arise will be overcome, The important thing is that Norwegian sovereignty is fully 
acknowledged, and the country's integrity assured, " 


Norwe wegians to to be. at the helm of liberated Norway. 
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‘In his ee in the Norwegian Seamen's Church on the 17th of May, Prime Minister 
Nygaardsvold touched upon the plans for the liberation of Eurove from the yoke of German 
slavery, and ‘saldi- : 


"We cannot specify the day of victory and reckoning, but we know that it is approach- 
ing, surely and speedily, The United Nations have asseribled mighty rcsources of manoower 
and material for the deciding trial of strength, So carcfully have the plans been laid 
and so all-eubracing are the preparations that there can only be one result - victory. 
And the victory of the United Nations means also victory and freedom for Norway, Norway 
is also included in the plans that have been laid, And in this connection I would like 
to express my pleasure over the benefit accruing to Norway's cause from the agreements 
which were signed yestercay, These three parallel agreements with the three strongest 
military powers in the world, are themselvew a guarantee that the enemy will soon be ~ 
thrown out of our country. But they go further, These agreements snecify that 
Norwegian authorities will govern and Norwegian law and jurisdiction will prevail in 
Norwegian towns and cities, as they are liberated, and, after a short time, all over the 

country. The agreements deal with the practical side of liberation in 2 way which, from 
the Norwegian point of view, gives us reason to express the greatest satisfaction,

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"The Atlantic Charter is a signpost and a programme, expressing a vast body of | 
opinion amoig all the Powers now fighting together.

It had no quality of an offer to our enemy to surrender; if it had been, that offor 
was rejected. But the principle of unconditional surrender which has also been 
promulgated will be adhered to as far as Nazi Germany and Japan are concerned, and 
that principle itself wipes away the danger of anything like Mr. Wilson's 14 points 
being brought up by the Germans after their defeat this time. “4 
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_ Unconditional surrender gives the enemy no rights, but relieves us of no duties. 
Justice will have to be done, and retribution will fall upon the wicked and the cruel. 
The miscreants who set out first to subjugate first Europe and then the world must 
first be punished, and so must their agents, who, in so many countries, have per- 
petrated horrible crimes and who mist be brought back to face the judgement of 
the people they wronged, There is no question of Germany enjoying any guarantee 
that she will not. undergo territorial changes if it should seem that the making of 
such changes renders more secure and more lasting the peace of Europe. Scarred 
and armed with experience we intend to take better measures this time than could 
ever previously have been conceived in order to prevent a renewal in. the lifetime 

of our children or our grandchildren of the horrible destruction of human values 
which has marked the last and present world wars." (Winston Churchill in the

What the agreements mean. 


"We have just signed agreements with Belgium, Norway and Holland. We considered, 
in consultation with our allics who signed similar agreements, whether or not to 
publish the agreements. But what makes it difficult is that they contain not only 
political matter, but also certain military clauses concerning the steps to be taken 
for the liberation of these countries. There is, however, nothing in the nature of 

. a "secret" agreement. A secret agreement disposing of someone else's belongings 
would be most improper, but if it is a secret agreement arranging how by military 
means you are goung to free a country, I think that is not very shocking. fThat is 
what they are. The politica] clauses are designed to give those countries, Belgiun, 
Norway and Holland, the full control of their affairs at the carliest possible 
moment." (Foreign Secretary Eden in the House of Commons , 25th May 194.) 


Phe legal government of | Norway. 


After Prime Minister Churchill, in his speech in the House of Commons,on the 
24th May, had discussed the political problems arising out of the liberation of 
France -= in which connection he stated that the Allies would have nothing to do 


with the Vichy government, the Prime Minister went on to speak of the other western 
European countries: | ee 


"In Norway and the Low Countries it is different. If we go there we shall find 
that continuity of lawful government is maintained by the Governments which we re- 
cognise and with which we are in intimate relations. The Governments of King Haakon 

_ and Queen Wilhelmina are lawful founded governments of those states with perfect, 
unbroken continuity, and should our liberating armies enter those countries we feel 
we should deal with them, and also as far as possible with the Belgian and Danish 


Governments, although their sovereigns are prisoners, but with whose countries we have 
the closest ties,"

Rennes, 7 aoit.—Bien que les 
Ameéricains n’aient libéré la ville 
que vendredi, leurs patrouilles se 
trouvaient dans les environs dés 
jeudi et c’est ce jour la que ia 
Résistance frappa sans plus 
attendre. 

L’un des objectifs immédiats de 
la Résistance fut d’agir contre ja 
sinistre Mitice. Cette Gestapo 
francaise, recrutée principalement 
dans les prisons parmi les 
condamnés a4 des peines graves, 
compte peut-étre parmi les plus 
honteuses cCréations de Vichy.

THE RUSSIAN PUSH TO THE EAST 

The Battle of Warsaw has started. The first army groups of White Russia have reached the 
Vistula at Deblin, at the confluence of the Vistula and the Wieprz. In less than five 
weeks Rokossovsky's army has covered half the distance between its starting point and 
Berlin. They have captured Lublin, one of the most important Polish cities. Brest- 
Litovsk, the great fortress barring the road to Warsaw, has been occupied. 


In other sectors, the situation is no less serious for the Reich: to the south, Koniev 
has taken Lwow and Stanislavoff and has reached the approaches of the hugh fortress of 
Przemysl. In the central sector Sakaharov has captured Byalistok which commands the _ 
roads to both Warsaw and Fast Prussia. In the North, Eremenko has taken Dvinsk, large 
Latvian town, and is going on to Riga, already threatened by Bagramyan from the south. 
The latter has captured Chavli, whose fall cuts the last railway line between eastern 
Prussia and the German armies in the Baltic. Lestly, Cherniakovsky, leaving Grodno, 

is pushing on rapidly towards East P russia.

"In a: very few days, the war with France will be finished. We shall win it » and 
France will never rise again." : 


This was what a victorious German Major said in May 1940, in the presence of a French 
captain, wounded and oa prisoner, , 


The Captain was Leclerc. He let him talk, -He did not accept defeat. He escaped in 
spite of his wounds and joined General de Gaulle. On the 4th August, it was he 


himself who quoted the words of the German officer into the microphone in London 
and swore to belie him, : | 2 


Leclerc comes from the North. He is not yet 40. He did not stay in London for a week. 
From the Cameroons, he announced their rallying to Fighting France, In 1941, Leclerc, 
now a Colonel, took Koufra in a raid which has remained famous. 


From Brazzaville, the following: year, leaving an advance base at Fort Lamy, General 
Leclere prepared the Fezzan campaign which in five weeks, across more than 2,000 
kilometres of the most trying desert, was to bring the Fighting French Forces to 
the gates of Tripoli. It ws there, in Januory 1943, that they linked up with the 
British VIIIth Army. | oe ie chs ea | | : 


He had undertaken this task with patience and fervour. Patience, because he had 
everything to build from nothing: roads, material, cadres, and base. Fervour 
because he mew that in the end, it was towards France he was leading his men. 


In the spring of 1943, Leclerc played a glorious part in the Battle of Tunisia, and 
this time the enemy was no longer the Italian but the German. 


. Today, it is he again who is leading the French troops on the soil of France herself, 
towards the last. battle.

It is now evident that the art of war as practised by the allied generals has 
olainly proved to be suverior to the art of war of Hitler and his advisers if not

The landing of the anglo-american troops in Normandy, followed by the big 
encirclement movement carried out by the armoured and motorised right flank formed 
by the 3rd American Arizy will be cited as an exammle, For centuries it will be 
talked about in military circles - if there are any - as the battle of Cannac was 
talked about. 


The amphibious operation of June 6th - that is the landing - is progressing 
favourably with relatively light losses, The Atlantic Wall has been extensively 
penetrated, the German submarines paralysed and the Luftwaffe reduced to powerless- 
ness. The Allied left flank, formed by British and Canadian troops, is advancing 
upon Caen. It is this flank upon which the principal enemy counter=attacks are 
concentrated, But the German High Command has realised, to its cost, that the 
British and American battleships are in a position to mrotect this flank, Never- 
theless, the Germans are pressing on furiously in this region; the more so because, 
judging by the artillery fire and air bombardments, the Allied High Cormand anvears 
to intend to vroceed in this region in an easterly direction, 


Meanwhile, the Allied right flank, which anvears to be less engaged in local 
battles than the left flank, is carrving out some brilliant moves towards the west, 
It fell uvon Coutances and it fell upon Avranches, Then suddenly it set off still in 
‘the same direction - to reach the Loire near St, Nazaire and Nantes, Meanwhile 
the artillery and air-force are younding the entry to Caen. But, on the face of

Geman Defeat in Normandy Canpleted. 


- August 16. In 18 days American armoured columns have travelled 500 kn., mostly 
fighting their way against stubborn though scattered German resistance, The result 


has ‘been the complete turning of the German Normandy front, which three weeks ago 
appeared stable and strong. 


To the west of the River Vire a huge but steadily dwindling pocket was formed, 
more than 60 kn. deep, gradually narrowing at the necks 


For all practical purposes of large scale movement, the pocket has now been 
sealed, The Canadians occupy Falaise. The road to Lisieux is controlled by Can- 
adian tanks, The British Second Army advances between the Orne and the Laise. 
Conde is by-passed, Tinchebray is captured by the American First Amy, and Dom- 
front, Ger, la Ferte as well, This means that the pocket containing some 50,000 
Germans is gradually being squeezed, | : 


Von Kluge had obviously tried to withdraw the whole of his forces. He started 
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doing so last Sunday, But allicd airforces bestowed on them such terrific punishnent | 
that the attem:t had-to be given up, withdrawals being effected only at night and — 
along the many meandering country lanes which honeycomb the front. 


' It has been impossible for the Germans ‘to disengage their forces and bring 
them out of the welter of the Bocage. Parts:of their armour have escaped, so have 
numerous troops, either on bicycles or on foot, It will, however, mot be an army 
that has withdrawn, The Seventh German Army will have ceased to exist for the 
battle of France, 


Where will the Wehrmacht try to make a stand ? When they do it is clear 
that they will give way only step by step, It looks as if the Germans intend to 
fight on the lines of the various rivers that run Anto the sea west of the Seine. 
One of these lines may already be deemed out of the picture. It is that of the 
Dives. An orderly withdrawal would have enabled the Seventh Amy to make a stand 
there. Now that hope secms to have gone, | 

The obvious line of withdrawal of the beaten Germans was towards Paris, thro gh 
what has been called the Orleans gap, between the Loire and the Seine. The Amerian 
Third Amy, in which the French Armoured Division under General Leclerc is playing 
a brilliant part, has spread far and wide, It may have impaired the German line 
of retreat. No details or particulars are given regarding its movements, The 
reason is obvious. German camunications and intelligence are upside down, We 
may be sure that good news is being prepared there and elsewhere in France, What 
has cane out of Normandy, Brittany, Maine and Anjou is good enough to make us rejoice 
and to bide our time, — : 


TENSION IN THE EAST - FLEMISH 


August 16, = The Red Army carries on systematically with the destruction of the 
German force of 100,000 men out off in Latvia and Estonian. The noose round them 
becomes tighter and 4 wedge is now being driven between the 16th'and the 18th 
German armies, The head has alrendy penetrated as far os Antsu, 100 kms. beyond 
Pskov and only 50 km, from Valga or Valka, the only roilway -junction linking the two 
armies. The arc round East Prussia also draws closer, The most resounding success 
there was the capture of the ancient fortified town of Osowiec and the crossing of

are launching numerous, fruitless attacks. Their endeavours are mainly directed against 
the threats to Tilsit and Warsaw, against the bridgehends over the San and the Vistula 
and against the Russian mountain troops in the Carpathians, : 


| While beating off these German counter-attacks, the Red Army is busy advancing 
its bases, building up supplies and adjusting and strengthening its lines of 
communication. This stage had to come after six weeks. of uninterrupted progress 
hundreds of kilometers deep, What was surprising wos that the Russians were able 
to keep up their advances for so long a time without pausing, 


The fact that the Russians hold already some places in East Prussian under 
gunfire has brought about total mobilization, not for war-production, but for frantic 
digging of trenches, tank-obstacles and other field work. Young and old, tradesmen ond - 
members of the professions, party-functionaries and army=shirkers, all have been 
called to the spades and shovels. It appears that Dutch, ond presumably Belgian 
workers and forced labour have been sent there. This provides the latter with a 
_ golden opportunity for sapping sabotaging and escape, |

Author of these lines is an expert: the German commissary for prices Fischbceck, 
who has made himself notorious in our country as commissary-general for economics 
ond finances. The evil which he found out will not have been limited to Austrian.firms 
only. Moreover this may be understood from the fact that since July lst all exports 
+o Germany. have been subjected to 4 very. severe German control. The evil, typical for 
the putrefaction in the socalled Volksgemeinschaft, was evidently spread, But we are 
more interested in the Dutch aspect of this matter than in the German one.

On 
the northwestern front the German 7th Army-has been destroyed or dispersed. The 
Americans have crossed the Seine northwest and southeast of Paris and nave driven 
beyond Sens in the southeast, After ). days of fighting the French have seized — 
control of Paris, In the south the Allied forces “pavanoed with unbelievable 


speed and within 8 days of the landing on the Riviera have reached Grenoble 200 
kilometers from. the coast, 


Some important details of the French campaign: 


. 


In their advance eastwards, the American Third Army between lst. and 
21lst.. August took 49,650 prisoners. In addition, the Germans lost 11,025 dead and 
48,900 wounded, The Second French Tank Division under General Leclere fights as 
part of the Third American Army under the command of General Patton. Botn generals 
took a leading part in the destruction of the German Army in Tunisia. 


The .rapid capture of Chartres is largely due to units of the French 
Army of the Interior. It now counts three-quarters of a million men, The french 
attacked the. Germans at dawn in the streets of Chartres and held them until the 
American Tank Divisions broke into the town. They eliminate * Germen snipers and 
prevented the Germans from bringing up any larger reserves. When towards noon 
the :Americans arrived, the Americans and the French within a short time liberated 
the whole’ town in joint fighting. The Americans without pause continued their 
advence towards Paris, and have crossed the Seine above end below the capital. 
‘The P.F.I. have occupied the Pyrenees frontier where among other towns Toulouse, 
Tarbes and Hendaye were taken from the Germans. In addition, the French patriots 
are now masters of the greater part of Upper Savoy and the neighbourhood of Lyons 
and Grenoble. During the week from 12th to 19th August, they liberated a total 
of eight departments and twenty towns. : 


Within three days Americans, Britons and :*renchmen occupied a beachhead 
of 1,500 squave kilometers on the Riviera. Troops and material poured into the 
landing places unopposed. Opposition to the first landings was small. The

During the first half of Atoned Hitler undertook in vain a counter-offen-_ 
sive in the East. The Russians retorted with a new offensive in Rumania, On 
22nd, August they took’ Jassy, Rumania's second biggest town, and farther south ad- 
vanced within 120 kilometers of the Danube. The Balkans are now within reach of 
the Russian advance, | 


On 25rd June the Russian summer offensive had started. Within less than 
six weeks, at an unheard of speed, the Russian armies advanced from East of iiinsk to 
the gates “of 3 Jarsaw. In the North, they nearly cut the German armies in Estonia 
and Latvia from home. Farther south the Russians captured the important Galician 
oil district. In the beginning of August the Russian armies halted in order to re- 
group and prepare for the next leap forward. 


German Counter-Offensive ° 


Hitler used the short lull for one of his counter-offensives. In bitter 
fighting and with heavy loss the Germans recaptured the town of Tukums in Curland 
end pressed the Russian front before Warsaw back a few kilometers. But in the area 
between these two attacking groups, the Russians continued their advance even during 
. the lull, took the.town of Ossoviec south of the East Prussian border and reached 
the border of the Reich itself near the point where it bends from East to North. 

Big Russian forces are concentrating there. On the upper Vistula, the Russians 
captured Sandomir. From there to the Oder there are no natural defences. 


While German armies thus struggled hard and with great loss on a long 
front without any essential success, the concentrated Russian counterblows came 

where nobody expected them, in the South. The Russians took Jassy, the capital 
of Moldavia and the second largest town of Rumania. They broke through a long 
stretch of the German front on a depth of 10 to 60 kilometers. Farther south, 
they broke through the German positions south of Bender in a three days battle on 
a front of 140 kilometers and advanced up to 70 kilometers. Their spearheads are 
now only 120 kilometers from the Danube. Tn both sectors together the Russians 
captured more than 12,000 prisoners and destroyed and captured 187 tanks and much 
other material.

wD - ANNIHILATION CAMP. 


When the ainatgn Army recently liberated Lublin, it found the deserted 
scene of horrible crimes in the vicinity of the town -- the concentration camp of 
liaidanek erected by the German SS and known under the name "Vernichtungslager" 
(camp of annihilation), peas 


. Documents found by the Russians on the spot after the liberation of Lub- 
lin and statements by surviving witnesses published in Moscow papers show that two 
million prisoners, among them many women and children, were brought to the camp of 
Maidanek during the German occupation; only 17,000 were still alive at the time 
of the German evacuation, and the Germans carried the survivors with them. 


The purpose of the camp was the systematic annihilation of the prisoners 
brought there: political adversaries of the Nazi regime, freedom-loving citizens 
of countries occupied by the Germans, Jewish inhabitants of Germany and occupied 
countries, Polish and Russian peasants from territories where Germans were settled, 
The biggest number of victims were Poles, Russians, Ukrainians and Jews, 


The killing of the victims was done by gas. The bodies were either dug 
_in or burned in big ovens erected in the camps Among the documents found at 
Maidanek, there is the letter from a German firm which built the ovens and warned 
the camp commandant not to endanger the durability of the ovens by using them be- 
yond capacity. According to the investigations so far made, no less than 600,000 
‘bodies have been cremated in, these ovens.

The Airborne Troops Surprise the Enemy

A British parachute unit formed port of the allied airborne force which was 
the spearhead of the second front. 


“I watched the wit go to wer at dusk on D-1 (the day before D-day), parading 
with everybody from its brigadier downwards in blackened faces and wearing the 
camouflage smocks and rimless steel helmets of the airborne forces, | 


The brigadier and the lieutenant-colonel made brief speeches, "We are history", 


said the latter; there were three cheers, 1 short prayer, and in the gxthoring darimess 
they drove off to the aerodromes, 


The weather was not ideal for an airborne operation, but it was nevertheless 
decided to carry it out. The Germans would be less likely to be on their guard on 
a night when the weather was unfovouroble, First were parechutists whose duty it 
was to destroy so far as possible the enemy's defences. Then came the gliders with 
the troops to seize various points, and finally more gliders carrying equipment and 
weapons of all kinds. Out of the whole forces of aircraft which took the unit into 
action only. one tug-and one glider were shot down. 


By the time the glider on board which I was had landed it was very nearly day= 
light, and the dawn sky was shot with the brilliant yellows, reds ond greens from 
the explosions caused by the huge forces of ‘allied bombers covering the senborne © 
attack which was about to begin, A force of Lancasters led by Wing Commander 
Gibson, V.C., of M&éhne Dam fame, put out of action 2 German battery. 


- Meanwhile the parachutists had been busy and the inhoabitanits of the little 
French villages gathered st windows ond ot street corners ond wptched us, They 
were a little shy and a little reserved for the most part, probably because they 
remembered Mr. Churchill's statement that feint iendin s would take place, 
is D-Day went on it was possible for us studying the maps ¢ nt the hendquurters 
of the airborne division, to sce the very high decree of successful surprise which . 
the unit had achieved, Germon officers were captured in their beds in several plorces, 
ond it became clear that the anti-air landing vrecautions were not nearly os thorough 
as the Germans had been trying to make out. Gexman prisoners proved a very mixed 
' bag, but the generally poor quality of these troops was not unexpected, ond it was 
realized that behind them lay some of the best units of the German Army.

I've just come back from the benches and as I've been in the sea twice, I'm 
sitting in my soaked through clothes with no notes at all, all my notes are sodden - 
« they're ot the bottom of the sca » SO as it's only a ma ttor of minutes since I 
stepped off 2 craft, I'm just going to try to tell you very briefly the story of 
what our boys had to do on the beaches to-day as-I saw it myself. 


we had breakfast carly and we were, at first light, assembling: into our 
landing craft. The landing crafts were lowered, and as the lisht broke ond we 
really could see around us, we begen to become aware of the formidable charactor 
of this invasion fleet of which we were 1 parte <All over the blue-green water, 
water which was extremely choppy ond wind-flecked, wo saw the various types of 
craft which go to mnke up an invasion flecte I ws ina barge which was due to 
pick up the brigadier of an assault group, ond we were going in with the first 


assault wave. 50 we circled round with the various. types of vessels opening 
fire on the beach, 
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First of all the solanek started with o Satie Loita hing and soon the air 
grew heavy with the smell of’ cordite ond loud with the sound of explosions, and 
looking along the beach, we could sce the explosions of our ortillery creating 
a great cloud and fog of smoke. Well, we in my particular craft picked up our 
Brigacier = not easily because as I say the sea wos very wugh - ond we headed 
straight for our appointed portion of the beach. As we drove in we could see shell 
burst in the water along the beach, and just behind the beach, and we could see craft 
in & certain amount of difficulty because the wind was driving the sea. in with long

Well, we were some wy: “ate from the beach se that point «... The ramp Was - 
lowered at once, and out of the barge drove the brengun carrier into ‘about five feet 
of water, with the barge settling heavily in the meanwhile, Vell, the brengun 
carrier somehow menaced to set through it, and we followed, wodiini eshore. That 
was one quite typical instance of how people cot «shore, and when they ot ashore, 
seemed to be in perfectly good order because the troops out of that barye immediately 
assembled and went to their cppointed pisces and there wis no semblacne of any kind 
of confusion. But the. scene on the beach until one had sorted it out was at first 
rather depressing, because we did see a great many barves in difficulties with these 
onti-tank screens, and we noticed that a number of them had struck mines as ours had 
struck mines. But then we began to see that in fact the proportion that had got 
through was very much ;: creater, ond that troops were movin;; all along the roads, and —

The functions of the clandestine press vary from country to country, In Poland 
and in Norway where tho Germans confiscated the majority of radio-sets at an early 
stage of the war, there are many papers whose main purpose is to give the news, and 
cach paper or groups of papers has its own staff of monitors to listen to the B.B.C. 
news, The Norwegian papers are very numerous, because the geographical conditions of 
the country make it difficult to distribute a single paper very widely; and the names 
of some of the papers; BULLETINEN, LONDON RADIO, LONDON NYTT, shows thoir purpose 
. very clearly, But neither the Norve rinn nor the "Polish papers neglect the 
organisation of resistance: news of the outside world is important to thom because 
it encourages resistance, Even the discussion of the post-war world mst take a 
secondary place, As the Norwegian clandestine paper SVART PAA HVITT said in January: 


"It is pleasant to escape from hard reality into the world of post-war plans, 
The very fact that such discussions cannot be carried on openly gives them a certain 
air of illegality, But wo should take note of the fact that the Germans do not arrest

LESSONS LEARNT IN SOUTHERN TPALY FRENCH & FLEMISH 


From the Times' Special Correspondent at Naples 


The responsibility which the United Nations have accepted for rehabilitating 
the warestricken countries of Europe grows vaster every day that the war gocs on, 
The difficulty already experienced in organising an adequate food supply for the 
relatively small population of southern Italy has been instructive, Admittedly 

food shipments here had to take second place to war material, and this will not 
always be the case; what has happened in Italy ‘provides al su ages tion of what the 
rest of Europe will look like when the last shot is fired, 


Widespread damage by allied bombing raids. was succeeded by.a campai gn of 
oat are destruction by the Germans which far exceeds anything done in the last 
Before giving it up the Germans denuded the coumtry of everything that could 
be ne chyeraclis moved, from food stocks, machinery, and transport equipment to skilled. 
workers, What they. could not move they endeavoured systematically to damage or 
destroy, To render the port of Naples useless they sank dozens of deep sea steamers 
and scores of smaller vessels alongside the quays, They dynamited or placed cement 
in key partsof electrical, gas, and other essential plants, They blew up water 
mains, sewers, and every possible railway bridge and tunnel, Where they had not time 
to wreck every machine they were careful to remove the same part from each so that 
one could not be used to make good the defect of another, Hundreds of miles of 
railway were destroyed by an ingenious machine which as it ran over the track tore up 
- each sleeper and simultaneously dropped explosive time charges to smash each rail, 
Eveny bridge and culvert, even on the remotest. byroads, was destroyed,

This colossal Aciniacee has been made Bod in so far as the: most urgent military 
needs have required, The Army cannot use a, big city without water supply and 
electricity, Within a fortnight the woter mains, drainage system, power plant, and 
telephones were working agnin, The port has been revived so that we face the miracle 
that there is at present a greater turnover of tonnage than Naples ever achieved 
in peace=time, ‘Between here and the front bridges have been repaired, railway traffic 
is moving again, and the railhead regularly follows the advance of the front.

German Defeat in Normandy Caapleted, 


August 16. In 18 days American armoured columns have travelled 500 kn., mostly 
fighting their way against stubborn though scattered German resistance. The result 


has been the complete turning of the German Normandy front, which three ,¢eks ago 
appeared stable and strong. 


To the west of the River Vire a huge but steadily dwindling pocket was formed, 
more than 60 kn. deep, gradually narrowing at the necks 


For all practical purposes of large scale movement, the pocket has now been 
sealed, The Canadians occupy Falaise. The road to Lisieux is controlled by Can- 
adian tanks, The British Second Amy advances between the Orne and the Laise. 
Conde is by-passed. Tinchebray is captured by the American Pirst Amy, and Don- 
front, Ger, la Ferte as well, This means that the pocket containing some 50,000 
Germans is gradually being squeezed. 


Von Kluge had obviously tried to withdraw the whole of his forces. He started 
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doing so last idle But allied airforces bestowed on ‘then such terrific punishment. 
that the attem:t had to be given up, withdrawals being effected only at night and 
along the many meandering country lanes which honeycomb the front. 


It has been impossible for the Germans to disengage their forces and bring 
then out of the welter of the Bocage. Parts of their armour have escaped, so have 
numerous troops, either on bicycles or on foot, It will, however, mot be an army © 
that has withdrawn, The Seventh German Army will have cecsed to exist for the 
battle of France, 


Where will the Wehrmacht try to make a stand ? When they do it is clear 
that they will give way oniy step by step. It looks as if the Germans intend to 
fight on the lines of the various rivers that run Anto the sea west of the Seine. 
One of these lines may already be deemed out of the picture. It is that of the 
Dives. An orderly withdraval would have enabled ine Seventh Amy to make a stand 
there. Now that hope seccms to have gone, 


The obvious line of withdrawal of the beaten Germans was towards Paris, thraigh 
what has been called the Orleans gap, between the Loire and the Seine, The Amerimn 
Third Army, in which the French Armoured Division under General Leclere is playing 

a brilliant part, has spread far and wide. It may have impaired the German line 

of retreat. No details or particulars are given regarding its movements. The 
reason is obvious. German camunications and intelligence are upside down. We 
may be sure that good news is being prepared there and elsewhere in France, What 
has come out of Normandy, Brittany, Maine and Anjou is good enough to make us rejoice 
and to bide our time, 


TENSION IN THR EAST PLEMISH 


August 16, - The Red Army carries on systematically with the destruction of the 
German force of 100,000 men out off in Latvia and Estonia. The noose round them 
becomes tighter and a wedge is now being driven between the 16th and the 18th 

_ German armies, The head has already penetrated as far as Antsu, 100 kms. beyond 
Pskov and only 50 km. from Valga or Valka, the only railway junction linking the two 
armies. The are round East Prussia also draws closer, The most resounding success 
there was the capture of the ancient fortified town of Osowiec and the crossing of 
the river Biebrna, the last natural obstacle before this part of the German frontier, 
The interim stage continues along the whole further length of the front. The Germans 
are launching numerous, fruitless attacks. Their endeavours ore mainly directed against 
the threats to Tilsit and Warsaw, against the bridgeheads over the san and the Vistula 
and against the Russian mountain troops in the Carpathians, 


While beating off these German counter-attacks, the Red Army is busy advancing 
its bases, building up supplies and adjusting and strengthening its lines of 
communication. This stage had to come after six weeks of uninterrupted progress 
hundreds of kilometers deep, What wos surprising wos that the Russions were able 
to keep up their advances for so long a time without pausing, 


The fact that the Russians hold already some places in Eost Prussia under 
gunfire has brought about total mobilization, not for wor=-production, but for frantic — | 
digging of trenches, tank-obstacles and other field work. Young and old, tradesmen ond 
members of the professions, party~functionaries and army~shirkers , ‘all hive been:

Londen, Woensdag 23 Augustus 1944.— 
Parijs is bevrijd! Heerlijk _ nieuws, dat, 
sterker dan eenig ander bericht, de zeker- 
heid der komende overwinning in zich 
draagt. En welk een voldoening voor het 
Fransche volk dat het de Fransche binnen- 
landsche strijdkrachten zijn geweest, die, 
gesteund door de gansche bevolking, de 
hoofdstad hebben gezuiverd van de bezoe- 
deling van Duitschers en landverraders. 
Dit was een meesterlijk stzaltie van samen-

ROYAL DECREE CONCERNING THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 


On August 16th., Mr. J.A.W. Burger, Minister of Homo Affairs, gave. further 
data on Radio Orange, about the decree on the temporary government in Holland, 
which has now been sanctioned by H.M. the Queen. The decree only contains four 
articles of which Art.1l is the most important. This is the text: 


ART, Le ) Ae | : 

1, Fupther regulations are being laid down by us regarding the temporary provi= 
Sion in the representative bodics of the State, Province and Municipality and in 

the administration of Province and Municipality, from the tina when State terri~ 
- tory is either wholly or partial freed from the enemy. 


2. Tho rosulations referred to in the previous clause also concern the way in 
which the representative bodies are set up and, whilst they will retain the genc- 
ral principles applied to their duties and manner of work as far as is necessary. 


 ART,11. stipulates that these regulations, in order to get the representative 

‘bodies functioning immediately, can be made applicable even if they have not been 
published in the Staatsblad. It will therefore be possible to apply these regu= — 
lations without the cnemy having been able to take knowledge of their contents. 


ART. 111 stipulates that former le gal pemtaktons will tomporarily have to give 

way to these regulations and Art.1V states that the Military Authority is not 

authorised either to nodify this Decree on Temporary Form of Government, or to 

defer it. From this it is evident that in-the basis of our form of Government P 
_ viz. the constitutional monarchy, the inviolability of the King and the minist- 
Pe OFLAL responsibility remain unaffected. 


.The Memorie van Toclichting (Explanatory Notes) on the above rextioned Decree 
states that it has hereby been laid down in principle that as soon as possible 
after the return, ieCe olready in the Special State of Emergency, Parliament, 
Provincial States and Municipal Councils will function and will have their ola ' 

_ authority and at the some time that, whatever regulation may be drawn up for its 
set-up, the duties and manner of woxk of the representative bodies must, in any 
CASO, not deviate from the democratic bases. of our form of government. 


It has not been laid down.in this decree who are to be the representatives 
of the people. Although it will not be possible to hold general elections inmed- 
iately, it is necessary to provide for tho sot-up of the Xamors (two houses of 
parliament) in such a way that the assurance is given that the people! s repre- 
sentation will be independent of the government. It gocs without saying that the 
voice of those groups which have excelled in thoir resistance to the German Occu- 
pant, will, later on, have to be heard in the people's representation. The manner 
in which thise matters are to bo arranged will form the subject of a Later decrco 
which, however, will not be published so long as the people in question are in 
danger of bolng, exposed to German revenge mcasurese 


The Decree on the Special State of Emergency docs, howover, give the assurance 
that everything which is considered useful and necessary, can be voiced and carried 
out openly and publicly in parliament by the representats ive of the people,

All vehicles should be 
taken _ down and their parts carefully hidden. Sone of the parts of agricultural 
machinés could serve as obstacles on the roads. 


A lively watch shoula be kept on the fields, orchards and buildings to discover 
any land mines which the Germans might place there. Hundreds of French peasants have 
already been killed by these explosives which the Germans bury everywhere. Every trick [ 
and every method is good if it hinders the Boche. from pillaging and destroying. Every 
act designed to help good Belgians is a patriotic ACT.

A first: point ie: The Germans are doing everything possible to slip all they cazi 
out of Belgiun, This must be prevented. How? The farmers must deliver their harvests 
and other crops in small portions. To heap up large stocks in supply stores 
controlled by the enemy and his accomplices is to give the Boche too easy a chance 
for plunder. Each month sufficient must be delivered to feed the population, and the 
rest must be spread in small quantities so as to lessen the risk of confiscation and 
destruction. The population. generally must help the farmers in this matter. Whatever 
an individual farmer may have against his record - not a grain, not a potato, nothing 
at all must be destroyed out of revenge. Everything that eer soil yields today wi 
be necessary to liberated Belzium tomorrow, 


The farmer must gain from the land everything he can and save as much as possible 
for ample deliveries after the liberation. We must avoid giving up any more of his 
horses and waggons and prevent his agricultural implements being taken away by the 
. Germans. All that he does not actually need at the moment the farmer is advised not tc 

pile up in such a way that it may be easily transportéd. When the enemy clears out he & 
will try to block the roads with everything he can lay his hands one The mot d'ordre 
is: To gather in the maximum of harvests and Crops | and to store for tomorrow - delive 
today merely what is necessary for the country's supplies. 


In many districts food conditions are lamentable. We do not deny that the air 
bombardment has in part contributed to this situation. The development of war operatic 
however, is evidence that however regrettable, this bombing was necessary. Further, 
were Our railways not to a large extent reHoer ee unusable, the eneny could do a great 
deal more, and with such greater facility, to convey supplies and goods, as well as 
labour of all types, out of Belgium into Germany. On the other hand, if the enemy had 
not taken possession of so many horses and carts, towns and communities would be much 
more easily supplied, despite the damage to the railways.

He announced that his country withdraws from Germany's side, is desirous 
to come to terms with the Allies, and even to march along with them to right the wrong 
it had been done by the so-called Vienna award, tearing the whole of Transylvanis fron 
Rumania and giving it to ‘Hungary.

Cooperating closely with the Allied Air Forces, and 
always according to the directives of the Supreme Allied Commander, the F.F.I. have 
very much helped the Allies to reach a goal to which the High Comiand rightly attached 
extreme importance, In the first phase of the Normandy battle, it was to be expected 
that the. enerry would attempt to quickly concentrate a mass of maneouvre and launch 

it against the bridgehead, with the object of throwing the Allies back into the sca, 
If he did not succeed, it is chiefly because the state of his communications prevented 
him from acting quickly onough, Once the Allies were solidly established, it was too 
late. The F.F.I, for their part, delayed for several days the arrival of several 
German divisions, two of them armoured, which, had es arrived sooner, would have

forces and the F.F.1I, redoubled their efforts against German troops in transit, and 
their means of communication, The F,F,I, specialised in attacks against German 
convoys on isolated ronds and railways, compelling the enemy to the almost exclusive 
use of the big arteries, where the Allied air forces were waiting for then, 


Direct Influence on the Fighting 


These combined attacks have had two important effects on oi course of the fighting 
(if onc does not take into account the losses suffered by the enemy). First, the 
irregular arrival of his supplies at the front has compelled the German High Command 
to waste them in local countereattacks, Betwoen June 6th and the American break-= 
through towards Brittany, the enemy launched not one major counter~attack; Mont~ 
gomery always re tained the initiative, 


Then the Sambicadbhen and blocking up of his communications compelled the eneny to 
revise his strategy in the west, The German army painfully concentrated in Normandy, 
had lost a great deal of its road transport. It was lacking in rolling stock: the 
railway lines and roads which were not already blocked were not safe, Whereas, the 
Allied armies wore completely motorised and enjoyed absolute mastery in the. air, In 
these circumstances a general refreat to a new line of defences would inevitably 
have become a rout, The German High Command therefore decided to stand and fight to 
the last, come what MAY’. The first consequence of this decision was the destruction 
of the German right wing by the Americans; the second consequence was the beginning 
‘of the big turning movement which is threatening the whole of the German 7th Axny 
with encirel cnent, 


Guardians of French Unity 


In addition to the military action of which one has just seen the full importance, 
the political action, or rather the civic action, of the F,F.I, has contributed in 

. eliminating the last traces of Vichy authority, and in reestablishing, even before 
the arrival of the Allics and of the Provisional Government, a local authority on ° 
which the population can rely, The F,F.I, have liberated vast areas in which they 
assure order and maintain food supplies, and present to the Allies on their arrival 
an already free self-governing mommnity, This action is of the greatest importance 
in the period of transition which will lead France from occupation to the full res- 
toration of her rights.

FROM ALL FRONTS 


The Gothic Line fens ra tad 


On August 26th, ‘Allica troops on the Adriatic iiavhed an bitensive: in which the 
Germans were pushed back to the main fortifications of the Gothie line. This line, 
which runs fron Pisa to Pesaro, was to keep the Allies fron the Po territory and 
fron the entrances to South Hast Gernany. On August 31st, British, Canadian, Polish, 
Ttaliag, and British-Indian troops started the attack along, the main line of the. 
Gothic Line in the Pesaro sector to a point 30 kn. inland. After two days of heavy 
fighting the line was broken through. The success of this offensive day be attributed 
largely to the masterly way in which General ‘Alexander transferred his attacking troops 
with great speed and in the greatest secrecy froa the Tyrrhean sector of the front 
to the Adriatic sector. Marshal Kesselring was completely surprised by this clever 
move, and when the Germans noticed where the attack was being nade on their jain Line, 
it was too late to take counter Neéasures. 


— The Ancricans took Pisa on the Tyrrhean coast. The fanous leaning tower was 
undamaged. Here the Fifth Arny advanced along the whole front fron North of the Arno. 


The Russian Advance into 2. the > Balkans 


With the assistance of Romanian forses which were fighting the Germans, the 
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Russians sped into the Balkans. On September ond they roiciiad the Danau at many 
points - frontier river between Rounania and Bulgaria between the port of Giurgiu 
and the Black Sea, Further West they advanced in the direction of the Jugoslav 
frontier, From August 20th = 31st Russian troops put 97,000 out of action on the 

Second and Third Ukrainian Front. Four German generals were killea, seven gave 
thenselves upe Moreover, the Germans lost nearly a thousand wauiks and mobile 
guns, 5, 200 other guns and Le bi tag cle 


Finland Capitulates 


On Saturday, September 2nd, the Finnish Prenier Hackzell made a speech in 
which he announced that Finland had broken away from Germany. _ Russia had = in 
agreement with the British and Anerican governments =< demanded that the Gernan 
troops must leave Finland by Septenber 15th. If they refused to Jo so, then 
Finland would be conpelled to. intern then with the aid of Russia. These demands 
were accepted by Finland. On Monday, September 4th, a Finnish delegation left © 
for Moscow to carry on peace negotiations. The sane day at 10 o'clock firing 
stopped on the Finnish-Russian frontier. Finland broke off 7iplomatic relations 
with Germany, The Finnish Prenier disclosed in a speech that "many people. in

THE LOGBOOK 


There is every chance that the part played by the Paris police during the 
liberation of the French capital will at same time be called historic. It was 
the policemen who, by going on strike, gave the sign for the revolt of the people, 
which was to ehd triumphantly eight days later; it was also the policemen, who, 
in bitter fights, repelled German tank and artillery attacks on the Town Hall, 
the Cite and the Grand Palais, which buildings they had taken by surprise. 


In peace time the Parisian always had a warm spot in his heart for the "cops". 
Under the occupation, however, the police corps sometimes had difficulty in 
preventing that feeling of favour from being changed into one of aversion. 
But even though there may undoubtedly have been doubtful and absolutely faulty elements, 
the rehabilitation of the corps as a whole apvears to be complete to-day. 


This is another lesson which can serve to our advantage, like so many 
other events in the French battle for liberation. ; 


There have also been reproaches against the police in our country - in so 
far as we are able to judge - sometimes rightly, sonetimes unjustly. For the rest, 
there have been excellent fellow countrymen who canmitted the most stupid offences 
so that the policeman was forced to summon them to court - and who then called the 
policeman "Hun-servant". But other policemen earned, and certainly deserved 
no better than that name, and often even worse. For what in the name of "obedience 


to superiors” and "Care for wife and children" some policemen committed against 
God and humanity, is truly pitiful. 


Nobody underestimates the difficulties of the police. There is no group 
of servants of the state which has been faced with so many ticklish and recurring 


problems during the occupation; not one other group was opposed to such strict and 
such continuous control.

But because most of the landing craft had been brought 
to Western Europe in connection with preparations for the invasion, the Allies in 
S.E. Asia rowed with the oars they had. Lord Mountbatten said the following on this 
point: "We have carried out our orders and I am proud to be able to report ie during 
all those seven long months we have carried them out with Rugs success, " 


The front on which the Allies are now fighting in Burma is about 1100 kon, leis 
and is, therefore, the biggest after the Eastern front. Against Japanese losses of 
50,000 dead alone, the Allies have lost 40,000 men this year up till August, of which

On August 21,th, Allied bobers, torpedo-carrying planes nel fighters operating 
from aircraft carriers made a surprise attack on Padang and Emahaven on .the west 
coast of Sumatra. The main target in Padang was the big cement factory "Indaroeng" 
which got a large number of hits and was left as a smoking heap of ruins. Japanese . 
opposition was very weak, During the attack on Bumahaven, which took place at the. 

same time, enemy opposition was only made up of badly aimed anti-aircraft fire and 
by sending up a few fighters which were finished off by the Allied planes in a minimum 
of time. The bombers dropved their loads on harbour installations and repair works:

A few days later, 75 Allied bombers carried out a short but sharp attaek—on 
Port Ambon on the island of Cerem. Cerem forms part of the Meluccas which lie half= 
way between New Guinea and the Philippines.’ The pilots, who set out fran their 
bases in New Guinea, were able to report favourable results on their return. In 
addition to severe damage to military installations, they reported that they left 
behind a Japanese ship of 3,000 tons which was lying in the harbour of Amben, ablaze. 


GERMANY LOSES TWO ALLIES 


Rovnents | 


Roumania has declared war on Germany. At the last moment King Michael realised 
that he could only save his throne by deserting the German camp for the Allies. On 
Wednesday, August 24th, he arrested the dictator Antonescu and formed another govern- 

ment under the leadership of a military man, made up of representatives of the 
farmers' party, the liberals, the socialists and the cannunists. The Germans 
responded to this change over by setting up a nameless and seatless opposition 
government, by attacking Roumanian troops and by bombing the royal palace. As a 
result, the Roumanian government declared war on Germany. Thus the Russians were | 
able to enter Roumania at greater speed. They guaranteed Roumania's independence, 
declared they would only retain Bessarabia and Bukowina which were Russian territory 
before 1917, but agreed that Roumania would get back that portion of Transylvania 
which it had been forced to hand to Hungary in 1940 under German pressure, provided 


it would utilise its own tr Oops for the purpose. The Roumanians gladly accepted this 
Allied offer. ) 


‘Bulgaria 


Bulgaria went to work a little less hastily. At the end of last week it 
declared itself prepared for canplete neutrality. For this purpose it made a start 
at the disarming of German troops whilst other Germans were sent over the frontier. 
Armistice conditions were drawn up which were also laid before the Greeks and . 
Jugoslavs, and in which it was naturally also demanded of Bulgaria that those parts 
of Greece and Jugoslavia which it had occupied unlawfully would be cleared immediately , 
apart from the other military facilities which it would have to give to the United 
Nations for the continuation of the war against Germany.

London, Weinosdiy: August 30th: At a conference of a hundred and fifty German 
generals and admirals which was held.this year in May at the Ordensburg "Sonthofen ‘ 
Goebb@ls admitted that Germany's position was hopeless. "T dare tell you" he said, 
but not the Cerman nation. lhe German nation is a patient who is slowly dying.’ If 
I told such a patient that he would go under, then he would die instantanvously, 
and his family would throw me down the stairs. If ‘I say with conviction, however: 


"You must survive, then he may perhaps pull through, and then I can tell him later

Turkey has broken relations 
with Germany. Bulgaria has sent German troops fran the country. Roumania has 
declared war’ on Germany. The patient has not noticed any effects fran the flying 
bombs, and this failure-of V.1, will not have strengthened his Fadth in V.2., Ved, 
etc, He has seen high military men in Germany hanged, and it must have dawned on 
him that the German military experts have lost the war.

They have been called upon to 
form skeletons for a big inland purging army which will have to protect the new 
republic from within, and which will participate in the battle outside. <A certain 
Colonel "Rol" is leader of the Paris patriots, a member of the famous International 
Brigade of the Spanish Civil War. He had his headquarters, complete with office 
~ and telephone lines, metres under the cellars of a big public building. He had 
energency exits via the Paris sewers and was not discovered by the Germans.

London, August Oth. ~ Soissons, Cha teau-Thierry » the Marne, nikiddn~acdebaiee the 
bignames of the last World War are again coming into the news. But in contrast to 
1914-1918 the war in France is now developing in grand style as a war of movement 
in which the Germans never have an opportunity of holding their ground anywhere for 
more than a few days on improvised lines, The offensive towards the Seine and Paris 
had eae diem into an offensive towards Belgium and Alsace Lorraine. 


Fatal German Strate Sey 


Once the German Hi gh Command had proved itself incapable of pressing the Allies 
back in Normandy, there was only one sensible line. of action for them to follow: a 
a quiet orderly retreat to the Seine keeping the German. 7th Army with its irreplace- 
able tanks intact as far as possible. Instead of which the German armies got the . 
order to hold out to the last. Once the americans had forced the breakthrough, the 
German army which had already spent its strength in an abortive offensive towards 
Avranches, was partly destroyed, the remainder was forced to seek its retreat in the 


most’ difficult circumstances. The madness of Stalingrad was repeated again on an ever 
larger scale, | : 


The Germans have succebdied in getting a good part of their troops across 
the lower Seine, in spite of attacks from the Allied air force in which Dutch Mitchells 
took part, However, the German 7th Army lost a great deal of material and the 
coherence has been hopelessly disturbed. Moreover, new dangers loaned up for the 
remainder, The Allies have four firm bridgeheads on the Northern bank of the Seine 
between Paris and the Channel. Moreover, a broad American wedge is moving in between 
_ the retreating Germans and their Heimat. It is definite that the Allied armies are 
not only nearer Germany than the rest of von Kluge's troops, but that they dispose 
over a far greater measure of freedom of movement. They are motorised on the most 
modern lines; in many cases the Germans are obliged to use horses and carts. If 
they are holding out and carrying on rear bat tles, this could scarcely be part 


of a cCherent strategic pian, but is ay taking place of bitter necessity and will 
lead to heavy losses.

‘The ease with which the Allies crossed the Seine is remarkable: German opposition 
was only slight.

The allied armies today are the most highly mechanised 
troops in the wérld. To drew only one comparison - a British Infantry 
division has more than 3300 motor vehicles at its disposal - a German only

have seen and lived through in the second battle of Hance. these ate excerpts 
from first hand accounts made by German soldiers on the B. B.Ge ai ver their 
capture. 

A lance-corporal, previously a bricklayer s sums up his experiences as follows: 

"In Normandy 1 saw what came rolling towards use Only then did I realise wheat 
we were up ogeinst. |'Plenes, tanks were let loose upon us in masses. ‘hat 
was the knock-out blow. We realised any further sacrifice was useless". 

‘We were simply crushed by the enemy's tremendous superiority in materials", 
go declered - corporal of a Penzer-Grenadier Regt. "When our regiment left 
the Loire for the Normandy front, we had not a single armoured scout car in 
the whole tank regiment. We had to seize French civilian cars and with these 
hastily gathered cars, our proud regiment moved off.

They could not escape 

For the frasments of the defeated German Army as far as it was not 
annihilated in the cauldron of Falaise, there was no escape, Their roads of 
retreat lay under the continuous fire from the allied artillery and under the 
hail of bombs and bullets from the allied aircraft which dominated the battle- 
field, 

Unprecedented scenes of destruction and horror took place, The British 
War Correspondent Alan Mooreliead writes about the view of the German retreat 
routes; 

“Everything is ripped up and ripped and slashed open; bits of motor- 
cycles tumbled on to overturned lorries and staff cars, guns with their nozzles 
dug into the dirt and all the ground around matted with clothing and sodden bits 
of tom canvas, German soldiers were lying there face downwards. an immensely 
fat German serreant withhis yellow hands folded over his stomach is under the 
hedge where he tried vainly to crawl for shelter and concealment before he died, 
All around are horses, One's stomach turns at the stench, 

and you: must multiply this scene a hundred times, The allied fichter- 
bombers swooped and smashed them as they moved in panic eastward, Here cane 
the Infantry, roving! about helplessly and blindly through the Pialds, Some 
turned and shot. Others tried to escape into the wood which our men called 
"the killing area", As they dodged under the trees, the British guns demolished

"It has been the greatest slaughter of German soldiers, the greatest 
destruction of their equipment since war began, Estimates of the number of 
vehicles destroyed and of the number of Germans killed, wounded or captured 
mean nothing.

Through the naked eye you cansse our shells hit the vehicles which go up 
in flames and smoke while little marionettes which are the German seldiers run 
around like ants in afield, Our gunners could not miss, All that day and 
night the Germans came, We stopped the first column, the second column and © 
the third column, but still they came on. Each unit with some display and 
a kind of suicidal courage make its gauntlet run. 

Finally the whole thing had become almost ridiculous and certainly the 
carnage had become sickening, Someboy - BRAD ORY very high up - was 
sacrificing thousands of German lives and an army's equipment for the sake

How did this catastrophe come sbout? : 

There fre three main reasons which caused the de bhatceobin collapse of 
the German west front. ; 

4. During the whole course of the Babee, the German Vommand has proved — 
inferior. -Again and again it has made mistakes, has wrongly judged the 
movements of the opponents, has underestimated the enemy's forces and over- 
estim:ted its own, has not been able for a single instant. to regain the 
initiative which it had lost at the very moment the Allies landed, has let 
it&elf be infected with the Hitler mentality andtried therefore to hold what 
could not be held according to the laws of strategy, - until it was too late, 
until the disaster had become inevitable. 

2. The Allied superiority in the air and the hopeless lack of machines 
in the German Air Force made German oir reconnaisance impossible. That was 
the reason why the Allies succeeded again and again in exploiting the 
strategically important possibilities of surprise: the cutting-off of the 
Cherbourg peninsula, the preparation of the breakthrough at Avranches, the far- 
reaching encircling movements made by the allied armoured wedges - they all were 
hidden from the Germsn Command because the German Jir Force no longer can make 
reconnaisance flights. 

de On the battlefield itself, the allied superiority in materials waw 
plainly overwhelming. The allied armies today are the most highly mechanised 
troops in the world. fo draw only one comparison - a British Infantry 
division has more than 3300 motor vehicles at its disposal - a German only 
over 800.

German soldiers relate their experiences 


| The following ‘short stories give a lively picture of what German soldiers 
have seen and lived through in the second battle of france. ‘hese ate excerpts 
from first hand accounts made by German soldiers on the B.eBeC. after their 
capture. 

A. Lance-corporel, previously e bricklayer sums up his experiences as follows: 
"In Normandy I saw what came rolling towards use Only then did I realise what 
we were up against. ‘Planes, tanks were let. loose upon us in masses. That 
was the knock-out blow. We realised any further sacrifice was useless". 

"We were simply crushed by the enemy's tremendous superiority in materials", | 
so declared 2. corporal of a Panzer-Grenadier Regt. ‘when our regiment left 
the loire for the Normandy front, we hdd not a single armoured scout car in 
the whole tank regiment. We had to seize French.civilidn cars and with these 
hastily gathered cars, our proud regiment moved off. We had oil for just 6 

hours. On route, there was no fighter protection at oll. And when the enemy 
air attacks began, the first bombs hit our oil tank. Already severely mauled, 
we reached the battle area, but we were thrown in to the battle as ordinary 
infantry 

The result: out of my company, there are just 6 men left. They are now 

Ps/We All the others are dead even the comrades from the service corps. — 
We were simply crushed by the enemy's tremendous superiority of materials”. 

4. corporal from Munich emphasises the feeling of complete helplessness of 
the German soldier against the SY s crushing superiority in materials. 
He says: 

Whe enemy's guns obliterated position after pesition. Aircraft quite — 
unhampered, directed the fire with cunning precision. Every moment, we were 
counting on the arrival of Gemanfighters. Well, the whole sky was black with 

‘planes - but they were Marauders, Typhoons, Liberators, Fortresses and. Mustangs.

The Am erican War Correspondent James Wellard writes: 

"It has been the greatest slaughter of German soldiers, the greatest 
destruction of their equipment since war began, Estimates of the number of 
vehicles destroyed and of the number of.Germans killed, wounded or captured 
mean nothing. The enemy casualties for the moment are incalculable, 

Through the naked eye you cansse our shells hit the vehicles which go up 
in flames and smoke while little marionettes,which are the German soldiers run 
around like ants in a field, Our punners could not miss, All that day and 
night the Germans came, We stopped the first column, the second column and 
the third column, but still they came on.

2) By organised sabotage and ambushes » the F.F,I, have contributed to paralysing the 
enerny ' S cormunication system. Cooperating closely with the Allied Air Forces, and 
always according to the directives of the Supreme Allicd Commander, the FF, I, have . 
very much helved the Allies to reach a goal to which the High Command rightly attached 
extreme importance, In the,first phase of the Normandy battle, it was to be expected 
that the enery would attempt to quickly concentrate a mass, of maneouvre and launch 
it against the bridgehead, with the object of throwing the Allics back into the sea. 
If he did not succeed, it is chiefly because the state of his communications prevented 
him fromoecting quickly cnough, Once the Allies were solidly established, it was too 
late, The F.F.I, for their part, delayed for several days the arrival af several 
German divisions, two of them armoured, - which, had they arrived sooner, would have

In addition to the military action of which, one has just seen the full importance, 
the political action, or rather the civic action, of the F,F.I, has contributed in 
eliminating the last traces of Vichy authority, and in rcestablishing, even before

which the population can rely. . The F,F,I, have liberated vast areas in which they 
assure order and maintain food supplies, and present to the Allies on their arrival 
an already free self-governing gommnity.

People were stacked in these ovens as one puts 
wood on a fire. . . . the horror of hltis camp will stay in my memory as long 
as I live. these SS men, to whom murder wag as ordinary an event as the desth 
of a fly must be exterminated." | 

Because this sort of man, who has no longer «ny claim to the name of human, 
wants to prolong his dominetion and his life fbr a few weeks, because dr him, 
peace means the end and déath end because he prolongs for hhat reason the already 
lost war =- for that sort of man, thousands and thousands of German soldiers have 
now still to sacrifice their lives, German towns and villages have to be burned 
to ashes, the whole of Germany has to live through the horror of total war ontheir 
own soil, of total war which has no other justification than to delay the end 
of Hitler and the SS for a fewveeks.

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There are a few simple tests which are indicative of freedom to a man in 
the modern world in times of pace. First: is there therright of free 
expression »f opinion and of criticism of the Government of the day? Has the 
people the right to turn out a Bovernment with which they are not in agreement?

Is ‘the ordinary peasant or workman earning a living by daily toil and striving 
free from the fear that some grim police organisation under the control of a 
single party will pack him off without Fair or Open trial to bondage or 
i11-treatment?

During tne twelve aanthe Since the Allies landed on the Italian mainland, the 
reconstruction of Italy -has made considerable progress. The danger of starvation 
and epidemics in the over-populated districts’ has been prevented owing to the reso- 
lute intervention of the Allied Military Government , which took over the adminis- 
tration of the territories freed from the Germans “amme ai ately after occupation. 
Thus, the typhus. danger in Naples, which arose after the German: destruction of the 
water supply; was prevented by a timely mass inoculation, and the danger of starva-

GOVERNMENT INSTRUCTIONS TO THE DUTCH PRESS | 


The Government has issued instructions with regard to the press in liberated 
Dutch territory. In principle, the publication is forbidden of all papers which have 
appeared in Occupied Holland since January lst 1943.. It is furthermore laid down 
that, unless the Allied military authorities deeree otherwise, the publication of the 
Sct lowing four kinds of papers are permitted: — 


1. The socaliea. "illegal" presse 


2. Dailies - newspapers or periodicals in whatsoever form, of which the 
publication ceased before January lst. 1945+ and have not appeared Since 
during enemy occupation. 

3. Doilies, newspapers or periodicals which ain been permitted temporary 
publications, either by the Minister of Home Affairs or the Military 
- Authority. | 

1. Dailies, newspapers or periodicals which are published on the orders of the 
Allied military authorities, provided the contents of such publications does 
not exceed the strict contents of such permission. 


In these instructions, illegal press should be understood as any paper or | 
periodical which appeared regularly for a short or long time during the occupation 
and which was in opposition to the measures of ti ne occupant. 

Any infringement of these measures will be considered a crimes 
The Government has, furthermore , Casened to set up a SOR. BRLON to purge the 


Press.

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Ins Russians in the: Balkans 

The Russians Rave advanced straight through Roumania with great speed and at the 
end of last week they were on the Jugoslav frontier. Together with Marshal Tito's 
partisans who, incidentally, have been given the highest Russian distinction - the 
Orcer of Suworow by Stalin - they have thrown a cordon right across the Balkans by which 
the German troops on Crete, on the Aegean islands and in Greece, are cut off from 
Gomnanye The position of these German troops has been made even more difficult by the - 
turn of events in Bulgaria. The Government prior to the present one, hesitated in 
breaking with Gexmany, Moscow broke the knot and declared war on Bulgaria, This country 
then immediately declared itself willing to negotiate armistice terms, On Saturday, - 
Sepviember Oth., firing ceased, Meanwhile the hesitant Government was. replaced by a- 
new Government under Colonel Georgiew who depended upon the pro-Russian officers group 
in the Bulgarian army, This Cabinet arrested a11 pro~German elements and declared their 
possessions confiscated, The Russians are now advancing into the Roumanian occupied part 
of Transylvannia, N.\. of Bukarest. Roumania has declared war on Hungary.

lasted 80 days. Eight thousand bombs were launched by the Germans; only 2309 reached 
London, The rest disappeared or were shot down by anti aircraft or fighters or brought 
down by balloon cables, of which two thousand formed a powerful obstruction 3.5 of 
London, 800 heavy and nearly 2,000 light guns were brought into action against the 
flying bombs, in the first. week of their appearance, they shot down 17%, in the last 
week 7ijrs Dutch Spitfire pilots shot dowm 118 of ‘these projectiles. As a result of its

The Allied offensive in France and Belgium docs not show itself on the map as a 

slowly advancing front line, One cannot really speak of a front-line as one did 
in the last World War. Big Allicd Armies - the First Canadian, the Second British 
and the First. and Third American - are moving like enormous coherent concentrations 
of strength. At some points these main forces are engaged in a battle with Gcrman 
contingents: at othcr points they are sending, strong patrols,out, which are often 

many tens of kilometres ahead of the main force. Sometimes these patrols retreat 
of their own accord; somctimes they are forced to, retreat because the cnomy is able 
to get together a powerful force locally. This has taken place at several points 
in the South Netherlands. At the very moment that it was to be expected that the 
‘ main Allied force could follow the patrols, this main force was temporarily held back 
by supply difficultics which were Seneca . on the one hand, by the long distancct 
wnich had been covered in a few days and, on the other hand, by the fact that the 
Ccrmans were stubbornly defending the Channel portse It also appeared that the Germans 
had a few divisions at their disposal which they were able to concentrate with specd 
on the Albert Canal in Belgium. This concentration was possible because the Allicd 
air, force - with its bases and other installations - was unable to keep pace with 
the speed of the allied armics, as a result of which it was not available for tactical 
sup: sort and to put a brake on German troop movements. In this way, the Allicd 
offensive towards Holland: was delayed. Today, however, British tanks ap roached 
within a few kilometres of the fronticr of North. Brabant, while the Americans - 
according to official reports ~ are very close to South Limburg at various points. 


Offensive towards the Siegfricd Line. 


Tanks of the First American Army are pressing on to the Sicgfricd Linc, betwcen 
Verviers and Luxembourg. The forces of the Third:American Army have extended their 
bridgchcads over the Moselle, Not one, but a number of thrusts have been made at 
German territory. The intcntion of the Allied Command is apparently to make the front 
against the German frontier as long as possible. This makes the chance of surprise 
from the Germans greater; an cxtension of the front is APRA to the advantage of 
the party which has more men and materials. 


The forces of the Seventh American Army are joining ud with those of the Third, 
advancing from the Mediterranean, where they have passcd Besangon and are trying to. 
nenctrate the important Gateway of Belfort. 
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The Germans have lost more Shan Litseo hundnod thousand men in prisonners in 
France and Belgium. And their losses are hot ‘yet at an end: many thousands of — 
Germans are still cut off in the ports of Brest, Havre, Cnlaié and Dunkirk. ‘The. 
German losses in materials are gigantic. The German army has received a deadly 
blow in the West. The Nazi gangsters may be able to ach cate the collapse of 
Germany for a short time but they cannot avert it.

People were stecked in these ovens as one puts 
wood on a fire + « e+ the horror of hbhis camp will stay in my memory as long 
as I live. these Ss ee, to whom murder wa'g as ordinary an event as the desth 
of a‘fly must be exterminated." 

Because this sort of man, who has no longer eny claim to tis neme of human, 
wants to prolong his dominstion and his life ior a few weeks, because fdr him, 
peace means the end and death end because he prolongs for hhat reason the already 
lost war - for that sort of man, thousands and thousands of German soldiers have 
now still to sacrifice their lives, German towns and villeges have to be burned 
to ashes, the whole of Germany has to live through the horror of total war ontheir 
own soil, of totel war which has no other justification than to delay the end 
of Hitler and the: os» for a fewveecks.

NEW LIFE at ITALY AND. FRANCE. 


During the twelve. months since the Allies landed on the Italian mainland, the 
“reconstruction of Italy has-made considerable progress. The danger of starvation. 
and epidemics in the over-populated districts has been prevented owing to the reso- 
lute intervention of the Allied Military Government, which took over the adminis- 
tration of the territories freed from the Germans immediately after occupation. 
Thus, the typhus danger in Naples, which arose after the German destruction of the 
water supply, was prevented by a timely mass inoculation, and the danger of starva- 
tion was Overcome by the organized distribution of existing food and the importa- 
tion of other food, Italian workers were employed in the reconstruction of des- 


troyed communications, and in industry, supplied with raw materials by the Allies, 
and thus saved from eieiployment. 


The political life of Italy has*been resurrected after long oppression. The 
provisional government of Marshal Badoglio which resigned after the liberation of 
Rome, was followed by the government of thé democratic Prime Minister Bonomi, in 
‘whose cabinet all the non-Fascist parties of Italy are represented. The workers 
have again joined free Trade Unions. Ttalian units are fighting alongside Allied 
troops. The administration of Italian areas, no longer situated in the battle 


zone , has. been transferred from the Allied Military Government to. the Italian 
government. 


In the last month, British Prime Minister Churchill visited Italy where he 
studied the political as well as the military situation of the country. Before 


he returned to England he sent.a message to the Italians in which he stressed the 
following points as vital for a true democracy: | 


The right of free expression and the right of opposing and criticising the 
existing government; the right to rémove a government constitutionally, if the 
people do not approve of it; the iridépendence of the courts of justice from any 
violence by the government anid any association with particular political parties; 
the application of well established laws which conform to the principles of 
decency and justice in the minds of men, fairness towards poor and rich, private 
persons and government officials; respect for the rights of the individual, sub- 
ject to his duties to the state; freedom of the working man from the fear that 


a police organization like the Gestapo arrests or maltr eats him wi thout feir

Ting date ly after’ the Allied landing in Northern France de Gaulle appointed a 
French chief of the civil administration in liberated areas who is closely co-opera~ 
ting with the Allied Military Authorities. Soon after, agreéments were con¢luded _ 
between the French National Committee, Great Britain and the Allied Supreme Commander. 
In these agreements the Committee of de Gaulle is recognized as the provisional 
Government of France until general. elections are held, and the ree rights, 

among them monetary control, are granted, | 


A few days azter the Liberation of the capital the members of the French 
National Committee, headed by de Gaulle, arrived in Paris, and the administration 
of the city was transferred to the French iwilitary commander General Koenig by the 
American commander. ‘Two days after the liberation of the capital the newspapers 
which were suppressed under the German occupation began to re-appear.

ALLIZS ARS CONGENTRA*ING FORGES FOR NEW OFFANSIVSS. 


In France, Belgium and the South of Holland between two and three millions Allied 
soldiers are preparing for new decisive attacks on fortress Germany. The issue of 
the battle which still has to be joined has already been conclusively affected by the 
losses which the Germans have suffered since the landings of June 6th, but the Allied 
armies are still preparing for heavy fighting before they will make their triumphant 
entry into Berlin together with the victorious armies of Russia. | 


In his masterly survey of the military and political situation which Churchill 
gave to the House of Commons last Thursday he rightly empnasized that since the end of 
July the war in Zurope has entirely changed its face. The liberation of France had been 
nearly completsd, Belgium had been liberated "as by enchantment" and against a quarter 
of million Aliied .losses, the losses of the Germans had been four times as many. 
Allied armies, munbering between two and three million men were getting ready in 
Western Hurope. If we consider that these armies have had to be built up across 
open beaches, then it is clear that. the Allied High Command in the past four months — 
has performed an achievement of organisation which may be called unique in world 


history. Marshal Stalin himself has spoken of the Allied offensive in Western Europe 
in a most appreciative tone. 


A short pause. 


Two months of heavy and static fighting in the Normandy bridgehead were followed 
by two months of a quick pursuit of beaten enemy armies. The German lines of communi- 
cation were shortened by about 600 miles, the Allied lines were longer by about the same 
distance. Cherbourg was the only harbour which, after having been repaired, could be 
used. Brest, Le Havre, Calais and Dunkirk have been stubbornly defended by the 
Germans. In keeping up their offensive and pursuit, the Allies have made ussof all 
modern means of organisation. In France, for instance, a pipe line was constructed 
for all oil products, stretching from the coast to a point near the front. A pause 
in the offensives, however, was inevitable. Modern war necds gigantic masses of 

material. Before the landings in Normandy started, the material had been concentrated 
in England over a period of months. Now, new big depots have got to be built up in 
the North and East of Belgium, and in North-Zastern France. Scores of air fields have 
to be made ready in order to give the Allied troops all assistance in the air as seon as 
they attack agains Moreover, the Allied armies when entering Germany will not reecive 
that invaluable help which was accorded to them in Western Europe by the civilian 
population in general and the Forces of the Interior in particular. 


These are the factors which may explain the relatively stable situation of the 
front at the moment.* We should, however, not overestimate this’ stabilization. 


Military superiority and strategic initiative in Western Burope are both safely in 
Allied hands. 


it was the good fortune of the German High Command this summer that the crisis in 
the East didn't come at the same moment as the crisis in the West. The Eastern crisis 
was in the July, the Western in August. German Military Spokesmen have acknowledged the: 
these two crises, if they had come at the same moment, would have proved fatal to Germany. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S WAR SURVEY.

About the growing might of the Allied forces since the beginning of the battle for 
Normandy, Mr. Churchill said: 

"In the first twenty four hours a quarter of a million men were landed in the 
tecth of fortified and violent opposition. By the twenticth day one million men 
were ashore e ' There are now between two million and three million men in France, 


"We have lost upwards of 90,000 men, killed, wounded and missing | ~ ond the United 
States including General Patch's army, over 145,000. | 


| "A very hard task lies before the Army in Italy. It has already pierced at 
several points the strong Gothic line by which Kesselring has sought to defend the 


passage of the Appenines. General Alexander has now definitely broken into the basin 
of the Po." | 


Mre Churchill paid tribute to the U.S. and to Russia "who is holding and imi 
far larger hostile forces than those which face the Allies in the West and has through 
long years a enormous loss borne the brunt of the over on land," 


About the campaign in Burma, the British Premier said: 


"The 10 Japanese divisions which were launched against us with the object of 
invading India nave been repulsed and largely shattered as a result of a bloody and 
very costly campaign which is still being continued in spite of the Monsoon season. 

And .as resulted in the slaughter of between 50,000 and 60,000 Japanese and the capture 


of sevcral hundred prisoners." 


About the blunders of the Germans and the anticipated, resistance after the war in 
Germany, Mr. Churchill said: : 


"We must not forget that we owe a great debt to the blunders of the Germans, Hitler 
has successfully scattered the German armies all over Europe and by obstinating at every 
point from Stalingrad to Tunis down to the present moment he has stripped himself of 
the power to concentrate in main strength for the final struggle. He has lost more thar 
1,000,000 in France and in the Low Countrics, | 


"There is a possibility that after organised resistance of the German Army and State 
has completely broken down fierce warfare may be maintained in the Forests and mountains 
of Germany by numbers of desperate men conscious of their own guilt and impending doom. 

It may be necessary for the Allies to declare at a certain date that the actual war againsi. 
the German State and Army has come to an end and that a period of mopping up of bandits 


and war criminals has begun, No one can foresee what form exactly the death agony 
of Nazidom will take. 


"Never was the alliance against Germany of the three great powers more close or 
more effective. Divergencies of view of interest there must necessarily be but at no 


time have they been alone to affect in any way the majestic march of events in accordance 
with the petitions and agreements at Teheran, 


After having declared that he never felt any sentiments of hostility towards the 
mass of misled or coerced Italian people, Mr. Churchill said that he had never felt 
anything but compassion for the French people as a whole who found themselves deprived of 
all power of resistance and could not share the good fortune of those who from our 
oe in the French empire had the honour and snip sealant to continue the armed 
struggle. 


The British Premier added; after reviewing the liberation of Belgiun: 
‘I trust that the day is not far distant when our forces will also have completed 


their task of liberating the territory of our staunch and sorely tricd friends and Allies 
in sslamaite - Allies of the wars of the Protestant succession, Allics of the wars of the 
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Spanish succession and in all the pues Pe for the establishment of freedom in Europe. 
They are aiso very ncar to us in thought and sympathy and their interests at home and 
also abroad command British support and are largely interwoven with aur own forvunen' 


Speaking | about the future world structure, Mr. Churchill said; that he cxpected 
that consultations similar to those which had taken place between the United States, 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union at Dumbarton Oaks would be followed between the 
United Kingdom, the U.S. and China. But, he added he did not think satisfactory 

agreement would be reached = and unless there is agreement nothing could be satisfactory 
until there had been a further erp. of the three heads of Government assisted aS  - | 
may be necessary by the Foreign Secretaries. I earnestly hope, ne said, it may be 
possible to bring sbout such a meeting before the end of the year, The fact that the 
President and I have been so closely brought together at the Quebec conference and have 
been able to discuss so many measures to be taken after the Germans’ surrender makes it 
all the more necessary that our third partner Marshal Stalin who has of course becon 


kept informed should join with us in a conference as soon as the military situation 
renders this possible."

"Having followed with the greatest admiration the magnificant stand of the Air- 
borne Division near Arnhem, I should like to express to you the profound admiration of 
my people and myself for their tenacity and heroism. My people and I deeply gricve 


for the loss of so many brave young lives. We shall never forget the debt we owe 
them." | 


King George VI answered this telegram as follows: 


wT greatly appreciate your telegram and the tribute that you and your people have 
paid to my Airborne troops, who by their outstanding gallantry and devotion at Arnhem 


have made so splendid a contribution: towards the ultimate success of the allied campaign 
—" our common enemy." .

PROCLAMATION TO GERMANS.

The allied forces serving under my command have now entered Germany. We come as. 
conquerors, but not as oppressors. In the areca of Germany occupied by the forces under 
my command, we shall obliterate Nazism and German militarism. We shall overthrow the 
Nazi rule, dissolve the Nazi Party and abolish the crucl, oppressive and discriminatory 
laws and institutions which the party has created. We shall eradicate that German 
militarism which has so often disrupted the peace of the World. Military and Party 


leaders, the Gestapo, and others suspected of crimes and atrocities will be tricd, and, 
aif guilty, punished as they deserve. 


Supreme legislative, judicial and executive authority and powcrs within the occupied 
territory are vested in mc as Supreme Commander of the Allied forces and as Military 
Governor, and the ililitary Government is established to exercise these powers under my 
direction. 4ll persons in the occupied territory will obey immediately’ and without 
question all the enactments and order of the Military Government. Military Government 
courts will be established for the punishment of offenders. Resistance to the sllicd 


Forces will be ruthicssly stamped out. Other scrious offences will be dealt with 
severcly. |

THE RATIWAY STRIKE 


On Sunday, September 17th, the Government issued instructions for a general strike 
of the railway. personnel. This far-reaching decision-was taken in connection with a 
question received from Holland and after consultation with the Allied High Command, 
The aim of the railway strike was, to hamper as much as possible, enemy transport and 
troop concentrations. In this they have succeeded. The strike which was in operation 
everywhere a day ofter it had been announced, forces the Germans to make detours in 
bringing up their rceinforcoments, which, for example, helped to cause the final battle 
for the Waslburg to be decided in favour of the Allics. The railway strike which 
paralysed the entire network, when the powerful men of the railway personnel decided to 
do it, has been apowerful contribution to the successful Allied push over the two wide 
Dutch rivers, behind which the Germans had hoped and expected to make a stand for wecks. 


This strike which began so well must be continued. The misery and privation which 
is naturally caused by the strike, is greate But no one must hope for any mercy from

ONE HOUSE AFTER THE OTHER BLOWN UP 
General Urghart on the battle in Arnhem. 


Majer-general R.E. Urghart, commanding officer cf the British forces who landed 


near Arnhem, has given a description of the battle in and around: the provincial 
town. Here follow some extracts. 


"One day was a repetition of the last shelling omd mortaring. We occupied a cellar.. 
and it was darned hard to get out of it. German tactics were to. start at the end of a 


street and blow up each house in turn. That wos all very well until there vere no more 
streets left. Then it become really rather uncomfortable. 


It was just as well the withdrawal wos ordered when it was. We couldn't have 
held out another 2) hours." 


From the beginning, the general said, there were setbacks, for the troops for 
Arnhem. The flak was so concentrated that the troops had to land 8 miles outside the 
town. Furthermore this division was the third to lnnd. The troops Inanded te the south 
had first and second priority. Thus the division for Arnhem could not be put down in 
one lift. As a result of the weather and other circumstances the second batch arrived 
many hours later than was scheduled, 


"We met more resistance then we had expected", the genernl continued, " and the 
plan to make a complete perimeter round the town had to be given up. From the first 
street-fighting developed with an enemy o damned sight stronger than anticipated. It 
was not long before the division wos scattered and not much Longer before the various 
elements were out of communication. One company was south of the bridge and another 
to the north of it. The men succeeded in removing the explosive charges from the bridge, 


a remarkably fine achievement. The bridge wos secured if anything had come up frem 
the south." 


In the battle for Arnhem, the general said, the German tanks and artillery were 
decisive. The airborne troops did not carry any. 


. All doctors among the troops landed neor Arnhem have stayed with the wounded. 


Attack near Aachen. 


London, October 2nd.= infantry and tanks of the First American Army have started 
o strong attack between Anchen and Geilenkirchen. Over‘a front of ten kilometers they 
advanced three kilometers. A hombardment by hundreds of planes and guns preceded the 
attack of the infantry. Under heavy Germon rifle- and machine miun-fire the men had tre

News in Briof. 


On September 24th Dutch. planes, stationed in Australia, have showered an enormous 
number of pamflets over Batavia, Bandoeng, Sockaboomi, Buitenzorg and Tasiimalaja. 
Pamphicts were also dropped over internment ~ and POW camps. 


Landwacht and Sicherheitsdicnst have obtained permission for plundering. The Dutch 
government in London have informed the Dutch population that anybody is entitled to 
resist this robbery with'all means available. The goverrment also urged the population 
to collect all details that may lead to the arrest of the plunderers. | 
Since America came in to the war the American Air Force have dropped five million tor 
of bombs, with a total weight of one million tons - on German and Japanese targets. 
Of these 432,000 tons were dropoed on targets in Western Europe since D-day. During 
this period the American Air Force lost 14,600 planes, destroying 27,000 enemy planes. 


British commandos have liberatcd the first part of Greck territory, the isle of 
Kithara, ten kilometer south of the Greek mainland. 


The Dutch minister for agriculture ir H.J. van den Broek in a4 radio talk for 
Radio Orange has urged Dutch farmers to thresh the wheat as soon as possible, He warned 
them no longér to or threshing machines. 


During the ionth ths RAF have dropped 55,000 tons of bombs on onemy: targets, 21,000 
tons of which on Germany. 


On October 2nd, an agreement has been signed between Holland and Sweden regarding 


credit-facilities for the bywying of Swedish goods for the economic rehabilitation of 
liberated Holland. 


During the month of September Japan lost 330 ships and 1400 planes, 
The gold of the Netherlands Banks is still for the greater part in america, 


Aireal pictures of the 41,000 ton German Battleship Tirpitz show that the ship has 
been seriously damaged during an attack on September 15th. In the many attacks on the 


Tirpitz in the course of this year, pilots of the Dutch Naval Air Service flying Helleats 
based on British carriers, took part. 


The former Dutch minister of colonies Mr. Welter who will presently visit South 
America said. in an interview at New York that the emigration of Dutch farmers to South 
America may partially solve the problem created by the inundation of Dutch soil. Mr. 
Welter will investigate in Scuth America the possibility of smieration of Dutch farmers 
to the temperate regions of this continent. 


Amegican flying boats have opened up a heavy offensive on Japanese shipping traffic 
in the SW part of the Pacific. The Japanese seem to do their utmost to supply their 
bases in the Dutch East Indies, now the threat from the cast is increasing.

PREPARING FOR THE PINAL ASSAULT

| Allies are concentrating forces for new offensives, 


In France, Belgium and the South of Holland between two and three 
million Allisd soldiers are preparing for new decisive attacks on fortress 
Germany. The issue of the battle which still has to be joined has. already 
been cotclusively affected by the losses which the Germans have suffered © 
since the landings of June 6th, but the Allied ames are still 
preparing for heavy fighting before they will make their triumphant entry 
into Berlin tobether with the victorious armies of Russia. 


In his masterly survey of the military and political situation which 
Churchill gave.to the House of Commons last Thureday he rightly emphasized _ 
that since the end of July the war in Europe has entirely changed its face. 
The liberation of France had been nearly completed, Belgium hac. been liberated 
"as by enchantment" and against a quarter of a million Allied losses, the 
losses of the Germans had been four times as many. Allied armics, number- 
ing betiveen two and three million men were getting ready in Western Europe. 
If we consider*that these armies have had to be tuilt up across open beaches, 
then it is clear that the Allied High OCownand in the past four months has 
performed an achievement of organisation which may be called unique in world 
history. Marshal Stalin himsclf has spoken of the Allied offensive in 
Western Europe in a most appreciative tone. } 


A short pausc. 


Two inonths of heavy and static fighting in the Normandy bridgehead 
were followed by tivo months of a quick pursuit of beaten enemy armies, 
The German lines of commmication were shortened by about 600 miles, the 
Allied lines were longer by about the same distance. Cherbourg was the 
only harbour which, after having been repaired, could be uscd. Brest, 
Le Havre, Calais and Dunkirk have been stubbornly defended by the Germans. 
In keeping up their offensive and pursuit, the Allies have made use of all 
moder mcens of organisation. In France, for instance, a pipe line was 
constructed for all oil products » Stretching from the coast to a point 
near the fronte . A pause in the offensives, however, was inevitable. 
Modern war needs gigantic masses of materials Before the landings in 
Normandy started, the material had becn concentrated in England over a 
period of months. Now, new big depots have got to be built up in the 
North and East of Belgium, and in North-Eastern Frande. Scores of air 
fields have to be made ready in order to give the Allicd troops all assistance 
in the:air as soon as they attack again. Moreover, the Allied armics 
when entering Germany “vill not receive that invaluable help which was 
accorded to them in Western Europe by the civilien population in general 
and the Forces of the Interior in particular. 


These are the factors which may cxplain the relatively stable . 
situation of the frontat the moment. We should, hoever, not overestimate 
this stabilization. Military superiority and strategic initiative in 
Western Europe are both safely in Allicd hands. 


It was the good fortune of the German High Command this summer that 
the crisis in the East didn't come at the same moment as the crisis in the 
West. The Eastern crisis was in July, the Western in August. Gcrman 
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Military Spokesmcn have acknowledged that these two crises, if they had 
come at the same moment, would have proved fatal to Germany.

MR. CHURCHILL'S WAR SURVEY 


The Prime Minister in his war survey in the House of Commons on 
Thursday September 28th, was cautious as he has always been in 
prophecy about the end of the European war. Tho most he would say 
was: that "Many persons of the highest technical attainment, knowledge 
and responsibility" had hopes that it would be over at the end of this 
year. On the other hand no one, certainly not he, could guaran tec that 
it would not last for some months ANTS next year. 


About the growing might of the Allied forces since the beginning of 
the battle for Normandy, Mr. Churchill said: 


"In the first twenty four hours o quarter of a million men were landed 
in the teeth of fortified and violent opposition. By the twentieth day 


one million men were ashore. There are now between two willion and three 
m° lion men in France... 


"We have lost upwards of 90,000 men, killed, wounded ond missing ond 
the United States including General Patch's army, over 145,000. — 


“A very hard task lies before the Army in Italy. It has already 
pierced at sefferal points the strong Gothic line by which Kesselring has 
sought. to cefend the passage of the Appenines. General Alexander has 
now definitely broken into the basin of the Po! 


Mr. Churchill paid tribute to the U.S. and to Russia “who is holding 
ond beating far larger hostile:forces than those which face the Allics 
in the West and has through long years at enormous loss borne the brunt. 
of the struggle on land," , 


About the campaign in Burma, the British Premier said: 


"The 10 Japanese divisions which were launched against us with the 
object of invading India have been repulsed and la rgely shattered as the 
result of a bloody and very costly. campaign which is still being continued 
in spite of the Monsoon season. And has resulted in the slaughter of 
between. 50, 000 and 60 000 Japanese and the capture of several hundred 
prisoners." 


* ‘About the blunders of the Germans and the ibinaisis imtante resistance after 
the war in ‘Germany, : Mr. Churchill said: | 


| "We must not forget that we ave a great debt to the blunders of the 
Germans. — Hitler has successfully scatterca the German armies all over 
Europe and by obstinating at every point from Stalingrad to Tunis dom to 
the present moment he has stripped himself of the power to concentrate in 
main strength for the final struggle. He has lost more than 1,000,000 in

"There is a possibility that after organiscd resistance of the German 
Army and State has completely broken down fierce warfare: may be maintained 
in the forests and moumtains of Germany by numbers of desperate men conscious 
of their om guilt and impending doom. It may be necessary for the Allies 
to declare at a certain date that the actual war against the German State 
and Army has come to an ond and that a poriod of mopping up of bandits 
end war criminals has begun. . No one.can foresse what form cxactly the dcath 
agony of Nazidom will take. | 


"Never was tho alliance against Gormany of the three great povers 
more close or more effective. Divergencics of view. of interest there must 
necessarily be but at no time have, they been alone to affect in any wey 
the majcstic march of events in accordance with the petitions and agreements 
at Teheran. 
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After having declared that he never felt any sentiments of hostility | 
towards the mass of the mislod or coerced Italian people, Mr. Churchill 
said that he had never felt anything but compassion for the French 
people as a whole who found themselves deprived of a11 power of resistance 
and could not share the good fortune of those who from our shores or in the 
French empire had the honour and it taper to continue the armed struggle. 


The British letonaed pies after nileeie the liberation of Belgiun: 


"T trust that the day is not far distant when our forces will also 
have completed their task of liberating the territory of our staunch and 
sorely tried friends and Allics in Hollend = the Allics of the wars of 
the Protestant succession, Allies of the wars of the Spanish succession 
and in all the struggles for the establishment of freedom in Europe. 

They are also very near to us in thought and sympathy and their interests 
at home and also abroad command Bra tish support and are largely interwoven 
with out ow fortunes," 


Sobaking about the future world structure, Mr. Churchill said; that 

he expected that consultations Similar to those which had taken place between 
the United States, Great Britain andthe Soviet Union at Dumbarton Oaks would 

be followed between the United Kingdom, the U.S. and China. But, he 

cdded he did not think satisfactory agreement would be reached ~ and unless 

there.is an agreement nothing could be satisfactory ~ until there had been 

a further meeting of the three heads of Government assisted as may be necessary 
by the Foreign Secretarics, I earnestly hope, he said, it may be possible 

to bring about’ such a mecting before the end of the year. The fact that 

the President and I have been so closely brought together at the Quebec 

conference and have been able-to discuss so many measures to be taken after 

the Germans’ surrender, makes it all the more necessary that our third 
partner Marshal Stalin who has of course been kept informed, should join with 
us in a conference as soon as the military situation renders this possible."

Supreme legislative, judicial ond executive iiaioadl i end powers 

within the occupied territory are vested in me as Supreme Commander of 

the Allied forces and as Military Governor, and the Military Government 

is established to exercise these powers under my direction. All persons 

in occupied territory will obey immediately and without question all the 
enactments and orders of the Military Government. Military Government 
‘courts will be established for the pmishment of offenders. Resistance 
to the Allied Forces will be ruthlessly stamped out. Other serious offences 
will be dealt with severely. | 3 


- All German courts and educational institutions within the occupied 
territory are suspended. 1 he Volksgerichthof, the Ondergerichte, tho 
S.8.

| Sunday September Ltn 


There was no flak when hundreds of Beieling Domes nnd large Horsa 

gliders crossed the Dutch coast.. We passed the flooded country where 

' the red.roofs of partly submerged houses rose above the water. Then 
ceme flat pastures. Streets in the towns were empty. To port black 
clouds of some smoke of some flak appeared, Then excitement - we were 
approaching our landing placc,; about twelve kilometers West of Arnhem. 

We let go the cable and our craft suddenly loses speed. Our pilot 
brings us around a tree, over a hedge and then makes a perfect landing in © 
& turnip ficld. The field is littered with gliders. The tails have 
been taken off in order to unload jeeps and gums. Then come the paratroops, 
hundreds of them, dropped from Dakotas. Supply parachutes open like 
multicoloured flowers, red, blue and yellow. We have a rendezvous in a 
pinewood. Civilians are coming and - by gestures - tell us that the 
Germans have left. One of our brigades has marched along the road to | 
Armhem. The other brigade is spreading fanwise in the opposite dircetion 
in order to protect the landingarea isa toemorrow's landings. 7 


Monday, September stn 


We slept beside our gliders in foxholes, dug in a potato field. There 
were potatoes for breakfast. We then moved in the direction of Amhon. 
German opposition is stronger now. It is a battle of fierce snipers 
and cunning booby traps. A group of paratroopers have reached the 
northern end of the Rhine bridge. But the road between them and us is 
being covered and held by snipers. We packed a jeep with men and munitions. 
A Dutchman went with them after a short course in throwing handgrenades.

In the morning We are iikevanbave Arnhem and make camp nearer oan hotel in a beech- 
wood, using the hotel as headquarters, It has been o noisy night with our mortars 
and heavy machine guns firing. The enemy is nearer than expected, One of cur Jeeps 
wos fired at from 25 meters distance; two men have been killed. We took a dutchman 
prisoner. Neatly dressed in a grey suit and felt hat he ws sniping at our troops 
from ao tree top. Near the hotel are tennis courts, the new still there, rendy for a 
game. We are now using the courts as cages for our two hundred prisoners of war. 
There is even o girl among them. She is partly in tears, partly ee and ery ugly. 
More supplies are Sree and also polish paratroops. 


In the afternoon. Gliders and parachutes bring reinforcements, The flak is getting 
fiercer and fiercer, After the first day the Germans have reacted surprisingly fast.

The Allied High 
Command thinks a continuation necessary from 4 military view point especially in the 
castern part of the country, The Dutch Government wishes that under these circum- 
stances the people will hold out everywhere. oy ae 


The voices which reached the Government from Holland are concerned that there 
also, after the determined way in which the strike was started they do not want to 
give up the struggle, in spite of the inhuman reprisals with which they have been 
threatened. § The Government will certainly not fail this time to see that the 
criminals do not escape their justified punishment, and that the sorrow to which the 
victims are subjected will be lifted as soon as possible. For the moment there can

THE OPGRATIONS, IN THe NETHERLANDS. 


A Survey of ALL ed Military Operations for the Eaberakion of our Fatherland. : 


London, October 6th.~ Two “phases may be distinguished in the Alliea military Giselle 
Since June 6th. The first phase was the hard static battle in the Normandy—bridgehead. 
In this stage it was the intention of the Germans to push the Allied landing-forces 
back into the sea, The purpose of the Allies was to build up the bridgehead as a 
basis for grand-scale offensive activities. The unfolding of this action was made : 
difficult by the fact that the frontline, running from the neighbourhood of Caen to 
the south of Cherbourg, was very short. Also during several weeks the operations of 
of the Allied Air Forces were impeded by very bad weather, In the end of July, however, 
eens i. aaah xen entered the second phase: - the war of movement started, 


‘First the troops of the American General Bradley broke through the German front. 
The American tanks pushed through, passed Avranches (where Normandy and Brittany meet), 
cut off thu Brittany peninsular, reached the Loire, and advanced along a broad front - 


using the Loire as protection for their right flank - in an easterly direction through 
ARM towards Orleans and Paris. |

Hitler ordered a counter-offensive. The Germans tried to break through towards 
Avrenches and thus to cut off the American tanks from their base. This counter= 
offensive was stopped and had the disadvantage for the German Command that the German 
Seventh Amy (amongst whichwere the best German armoured divisions) had got stuck in 
difficult terrain with. long drawn-out lines of supply. The Americans swung to the 
North, the British pried loose the German hinge at Caen and after a short. period of 
fierce fighting the German Seventh Army was decisively defeated. The Battle of 
France had been decided. The pursuit of the enemy retreating in confusion, began, | 
On the east flank this pursuit was entrusted to the American First Army General Hodges) } 
and the American Third Army (General Patton). The Third Army advanced in the direction 
of Lorrain, and only in the beginning of September it was temporarily brought to a 
standstill by the Germans in the proximity of the Moselle. Towards the South, Patton 
made contact with the Seventh Army of General Patch, which on August the 15th, had 


landed on the French Riviera, had pursued the Germans through the valley of the Rhone 
and the Saone and advanced towards the Gap of Belfort.» 


The pursuit of the Germans on the Western flank was the work of the First Canadian 
Army - (General Crerar) and the Second British Army (General Dempsey). Canadians 
and British forced the Seine between Paris. and Rouan, Part of the Germans reinforced 
the garrisons of the Channel ports = part in loose formations tried to brake through 
to the Heimat. Practically all cohesion had disappeared from the German armies as a 


: 


whole. A ’€ront no longer existed. Allied tank columns thundered ahead. General - 


Hodge advanced through the valley of the Meuse, General Dempsey entered Belgiun, 
liberated BrusselS on September the 3rd., Antwerp on September the 5th. 


THE OPERATIONS IN: NORTHERN BELGIUM 


The most urgent problem for the German Command was at that moment the formation 
of a new front and the gaining of time. The German Command rightly assumed that 
it would be impossible for the Allies to keep up their offensive at this pace for 
indefinite time. Most of the Allied supplies were still conveyed across the open 
beaches of Normandy. Cherbourg was only gradually put into operation. Havre, Calais 
end Dunkirk were still in German hands. ‘The fall of-.Antwerp was a serious se&-=back 
for the Germans, but as long as they could dominate the mouth of the Scheldt, the 
port of Antwerp could not be used by the Allies. ae 


Although the German Command in the West had lost nearly one million men and 
gigantic quantities of material, it still had a fairly large number of divisions at 
its disposal. Hundreds of thousands of men were drawn from the German industries, 
and from the occupation troops in Holland, in view of the improbability of Allied 
landings on the heavily defended North-sea coast, a considerable part was sent to 
the South. But where was the new front to be built up? 


The zone, where the Germans decided to make a stand, was generally indicated as 
the foreground of the river Rhine. This foreground was favorable. It consisted 
of Vosgues, the German mountains west of the Rhine and the Eiffel. On top of that 
it. contained the German Siegfried line. How was this zone to be continued to the 
north? ae 


Obviously the German Command decided to put up a defence at and near the broad 
Dutch rivers. In order to gain time for their further defence, they organised 
temporary defence lines on the canals in the Belgian Kempen. . In the first two 
weeks of September heavy fighting, took place there, in which the Royal Netherland 
Brigade "Princess Irene" took part with great fighting spirit. Across Belgium the 
Allied convoys pushed to the north and General Dempsey concentrated his tanks | 
immediately south of the Dutch border, | :

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- AIRBORNE LANDINGS 


At that historic moment, when the Allied offensive seemed halted, the Allied Supreme 
Command decided to make a hazardous endeavour to master the barriers of the Maas, Rhine 
and Waal in one great thrust. On Sunday, September 17th,. the greatest airborne- 
landings in history were effected. Parachute troops and gliders were dropped in the 
_nieghbourhood of the bridges, which had to be used by the British tanks in order to 
reach Holland north of the rivers. Monday, September 18th, Eindhoven was liberated. 
Tuesday evening the British tank force was just south of Nymegen. The airborne troops 
~ had not yet taken the vital bridgé across the Waal = which is the widest water obstacle, 

Tuesday and Wednesday fanatical fighting was going one Wednesday evening the bridge, 
which as if by a miracle was undomaged, fell into Allied hands. 3 


The Germans had had time to recuperate from their surprise. From two directions 

(East and West) they attacked fiercely the narrow corridor of: supply Neord Brabant ; 
and three times they succeeded in cutting off this traffic artery. . The soft soil in 
the Betuwe was not suitable for tank operations, the weather prevented strong inter- 
vention by the Allied Air Force, whose air-fields were at some distance behind the 
front-line, and the Germans had drawn up a strong anti-tank screen across the main road 
Nymegen-Arnhem. The result was that the Germans remained in possession of the traffic 
bridge near Arnhem. The Airborne-troops, which had landed there had prevented the 

Germans from using the bridge in the days when the fate of the Waal-bridge was in the 
balance, but afterwards they had had to retreat north of the Rhinc near Oosterbeeck,. 


From there, after nine days and nights of heroic resistance, two thousand survivors 
were withdrawn across the Rhine, 


Maas and Waal had been overcome. The Rhine was not. The bold Allied plan of 


attack was eighty per cent successful. ‘The missing twenty per cent had to be fought 
all over again, but now under more difficult circumstances, 


* 
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CONSOLIDATION AND CONCENTRATION a ae 

The phase which began then, was to consolidate the captured positions and concen 
trate the forces necessary for the new offensive. are 


The American First Army made South Limburg its base for the first attack on the 
Siegfried line in the nieghbourhood of Aachen. At the other end of the Allied 
attacking front the castern part of Zecuwsch-Vleanderen was liberated by Polish and 

_ Canadian troops. Other parts of the Canadian First Army exercised pressure on the... 
Germans North of Antwerp,’ with the object of weakening the German attacks from West- 
Brabant on the Allied supply corridor, Near Nijmegen the situation was, however 
difficult for another few days. The Germans attacked from the South East (the 
Reichswald) .and from the North. Moreover, they tried with bombegsand dive bombers, . 
floating mines and by means of’ divers who affixed explosives, to blow up the bridge. 
This bridge was. quite rightly being called by an R.A.F. staff officer "the most 
amportant piece of masonry in the whole of Europe." | 


In Noord Brabant the Allied corridor was being gradually widened. The German 
troops who had crossed the Maas at Venlo, were pushed eastwards from the Peel by © 
American tank formations. From one line from Oss to Eindhoven the Allied front... 
shifted westwards * in the direction of 'seHertogenbosch and Tilburg. At the same 

- time the Canadians advanced over the Antwerp-Turnhout Canal northwards. 


These introduetory offensive actions of the Allies was countered on all sectors 
by violent. Germaniresistance. They stubbornly defended the area in front of the 
great rivers, and/¢oncentrated their troops from Western Holland and Western Germany, — 
_ &t the most important point- Arnhem. These movements, which had already been — ; 
“eonsiderably delayed, was further hampered by the Allied air force. —

HOLD OUT 


Prof. Gerbrandy on the railway strike : 


London, October 5th. . The Prime Minister Professor Gerbrandy, intended to speak 
on Radio Orange on Thursday night about the railway strike. Owing to an urgent 
conference with the British Prime Minister Churchill, Prof. Gerbrandy was prevented 
at the very last moment from appearing at the studio, The text of his address was 
thereupon read by A. den Doolaard. On Friday afternoon Prof. Gerbrandy repeated his 
speeci personally before the microphone. It reads as follows:

Compatriots, 


On the 17th September the Netherlands Government ordered over Radio Orange a 
general strike of railway workers throughout Holland. The Government realised that 
this decision would entail very great consequences for the country. Nevertheless 
the decision was taken after serious deliberation with the Allied Supreme Command 
which had stressed the urgent strategic and tactical necessity of such a measure. 
The Government was also influenced by an urgent request from the occupied country 
itself for the proclamation of a strike. The Government had received such requests .. 


from Holland before but it has always refused thom hitherte because it felt the. time was. 
not Yipee ; 


The date fixed for the strike was not a matter of chance for on September the l/th  _- 
massive Allied air operations were set on foot. When airborne troops have to be droppec 
far in advance of the frontline the hazards of such an operation are very great. In 
such an operation the, arrival of reinforcements and supplies depends in the highest 
degree upon the weather and airborne troops are obliged to fight on their own until 
the land-forces reach them. The only efficient means at our disposal for retarding 
the arrival of cnemy troops and supplies, so far as possible, was the stopping of 
railway traffic. Holland obviously owed it to her Allies to throw the entire weight 
of her available support into the scales. Her efforts were successful. The railway 
personnel’ from the highest to the lowest carried out the Government's instructions 
in the most determined fashion. Everybody in Holland knew what was at stake. The 
influence of the strike was immediately felt. It forced the Germans to make detours in | 
bringing up their reinforcements and this was one of the reasons why the hard and 
critical struggic for the bridge across the Waal was decided in favour of the Allics, 


Very little, too little has been said about the results of this strike. When on 
October the 2nd the Government announced that by putting a stop to railway traffic 
the Dutch people had rendered excellent service to the Allicd operations, this was 
almost an understatement. Unfortunately the manoeuvre which succeeded on the Meuse 
and the Waai did not succeed on the Rhine. For this reason the initial speed of the 
Allied advance was temporarily slowed down. Such are the fortunes of war, This 
set-back which many gallant Allied fighters paid for dearly with their blood had consé-~ 


quences for the population of occupied Holland, consequences which must now be con-= 
sidcred. ee 


The results of the strike we need not elaborate. You are feeling them daily. Two 
effects we must howsver distinguish - on the one hand the coal position, on the other 
hand tne food position. It must be emphasized that the decisive factor determining 
the coal position is not the strike, but the fact that the front line now runs between 
the coal mines in Limburg and the rest of Holland. With or without the railway strike 
the coal situation in the occupied territories would have become hopeless owing to the 
fact that Limburg can no longer supply the rest of Holland with coal. The front has 
entirely isolated occupied territory from Limburg. With or without the railway strike 
the clectric power stations feeding large towns would become idle . With or without 
the railway strike gc5 supplies would cease, With or without tho railway strike the 
dolivery of domestic fuel.would hava been faced with: unsurmountoble difficulties.e 


As regards the food position the picture/is different. It must first be stated — 
that the Germans had already disorganised the food position and the food supply would — 
in any case have suffered through requisitioning of Dutch railways for German military 
purposes. This does not alter the fact that the food supply, which is naturally 
greatly dependent on the railways, id now oxperiencing tromendous difficultics, We — 

- should fail to show the slightest understanding of your difficultics if we omitted to 
say here openly, that there would be a threat of famine particularly in the large 
towns if liberation were postponed for longe But, you will say why does the Govern= — 
ment, while it speaks so calmly about this awful catastrophy refrain from adding that 
it is considering calling off the railway strike. Compatriots, there are very sound 
reasons against such an action, which we must now go into. | oe ae 


Firstly, and: returning to the coal position for a momont let us examine the Gorman 
offer. Through the traitor's transmitter Radio Hilversum, the German authoritics - 
offered to supply Holland with German coal on condition that the strike was called Ott 


_ If the Netherland Government now reaffirms its attitude. it does this consciously 
in face of every German offer. Towards these Government and people can take one — 
attitude only: one of entire distrust and tntire rejection. Every thinking Dutchnan 
knows this. Bitter experience teaches us that Germans never keep their word. When 
they offer to supply Holland with German coal their real intention is to supply their 
frent and their troops in our country with the help of the Dutch.. If the railway 
strike were to be called off the strikers could not expect any general amnesty. All 
they could expect would be a horrible revenge upon thousands of railway men who have 
_ gone underground and who would walk into the lions mouth. For ours is a pitiless 
enenye The way in which he makes..hostages amongst strikers' familics and destroys 
their homes and houschold goods proves this sufficiently. The Germans would only 
misuse the railway system, if it came into action again. As has becn shown by the 
way in which they have carried off supplies of food materials machinery etc., still | 
left in the country. They started this already with the help of our railway men, 
They would not only carry off our last supplies but it is quite in keeping with their 
general behavious to. drive all our rolling stuff into Germany. This would help to 
cover their most urgent needs... German railway stock, long over-loaded, long worn out, 
can only be .supplemented by robbery at our expense.  __—- Sa oe nis

Taking all these things into consideration and accepting full moral responsibility 
for the desision of September the 17th, the Government remains convinced that the 
country's interests would in no way be served by calling off the strike. . The watch- 

word remains therefore: Hold fast oll along the line despite all difficulties until 
with God's help the cnemy is thrown out of our country... The Governnent trusts that in 
acting thus we shall be acting in the spirit of the fighters themselves. May they 

be strengthened by the conviction that the heavy sacrifices already made and still to 

be made will make a powerful contribution to victory, to libcration and to peace at last.

Landgenooten, 

Op 17. September -jongstleden, gaf 
de Regeering via ‘* Radio-Oranje "’ 
last tot een algemeene staking van 
het spoorwegpersoneel. 

De Regeering ontveinsde zich niet, 
dat’ aan deze beslissing zeer groote 
gevoigen vastzaten. Desniettemin 
werd het besluit genomen, na rijp 
beraad met het Geallieerde Opper- 
bevel, dat zijnerzijds gewezen had 
op de dringende strategische en tac- 
tische noodzaak om tot dezen maat- 
regel over te gaan. De Regecring 
werd mede tot haar. besluit bewogen 
door een uit Nederland ontvangen 
dringend verzoek om een staking af 
te kondigen. 

Reeds enkele malén werden der- 
gelijke verzoeken uit Nederland ont- 
vangen, doch de Regeering had deze 
steeds .afgewezen daar zij de tijd 
daarvoor nog niet rijp achtte. - - 

De datum der lastgeving tot sta- 
king was geen toeval. Op 17 Septem- 
ber immers begonnen de_ groote 
- Geallieerde luchtoperaties. Indien 
luchttroepen worden neergelaten ver 
voor de frontlijn, dan is dit altijd 
een hachelijke operatie; de aanvoer 
van versterkingen en voorraden is 
ten zeerste afhankelijk van het weer, 
en de luchttroepen moeten ze'fstan- 
dig doorvechten tot de hoofdmacht 
naar hen is doorgebroken. 

Het: eenige doeltreffende middel, 
dat onzerzijds ter beschikking stond 
om de aanvoer van vijandelijke troe- 
pen én materiaal zooveel mogelijk te 
vertragen, was het ajgeheel stopzet- 
ten van het spoorwegverkeer.

Hierdoor werd de aanvankelijk zoo 
snelle opmarsch der Geallieerden 
tiideliik gestuit. De krijgskans kan 
nu eenmaal niet worden gedecreteerd.

RHINE DAM DESTROYED 
| A special achievement of the R,A.F. was the Reihicartteen of the Kembs dam in the 
Rhine, which is situated about 15 km. south-east of MuLhausen on the French coast of 
the Riiine. It is quite probable that the Germans intended to destroy this dam, once 
they had crossed the Rhine, Now we have got ahead of them with the result that the 
Germans as a result of the inundated areas cannot cross the’ Rhine here and that they 
have therefore been put into a difficult position.

DORTMUND- IS CANAL, LATD DRY DRY 


ON the night of September ejrd. 96 Lancasters made a erat attack on the Dortmund- 
_ Ems Canal. ‘This attack in which 54 ton bombs were used, has been a great success. Ten 
days after the attack reconnaissance 'planes ascertained that large stretches of the 
‘Canal, which connects the Rhinc with the North Sea, were dry and that the Germans had 
not yet succeeded in repairing it. When one realises that in 1943 shipping in this 
: Ganal was three times as heavy as before the war, thon it becomes clear what a serious 
handicap this damage constitutes for the German transport. The Ruhr is now, as far as 
water traffic is ayticayser, cut off from the North Sea, Berlin and Eastern Gemany. 


| Before their attack the Lancasters had chosen the most vulnerable point of the 
Canal, namely there where the Canal has been doubled over the river Glanc, MThe . 
Germans had taken precautionary measures by building sluice gates in this vulnerable 
part, but the heavy bombs hit tho sequaducts , SO that shese sluices could not prevent

The draining of the Dortmund Canal means that the German railway system will be 
still more overburdened.

We haa news of you Pron. brief reports from London and from the lengthy con= 
fessions of German prisoners who had been sent from Holland to the Ukraine or Bye- 
lorussia. They praise your victuals, but spoke disapprovingly of your students and 
workers. We realised that your country had gained moral stamina in its days of 
trial. We were glad of it, and as we gazed at the fields strewn with enemy corpses 
we thought with satisfaction that these Germans, at any rate, would never return 
to Leyden to eat oheaae sandwiches and beat up students. 


You “have lost sisi in these four years. You’ were ‘once perhaps the best-fed 
and most tranquil country in Europe. Nowhere else have I seen such rosy-cheeked 
girls. And the quiet of gael canals, of «the bicycles gliding along your roads. 


Where is that flush of health and that quiet now? The Germans brought suffer- 
ing and ruin upon you. But you have also gained much in these four years. You 
_ have found heroism = misery and grief have shown us the soul of Holland. 


‘It will be easier for you to understand us now. Before the war it took he 
four days for letters to. reach the Hague from Moscow, or Moscow from the Hague; 


but few such letters were written. <A wall of prejudice and calumy hid our country 
from your eyes. de 


When I was in Holland I heard many myths about Soviet Russia. I was told there 
was neither family nor morality in our country, that we were perfidious, and were 
harbouring designs against the peace of Doardrecht .and Alkmaar. When some people tried 
te point out that the Russians were labouring, seeking, and building up their own 
home, they were called fanatics and accused of having been "bought", 


Now the wall has fallen. The Netherlanders have seen who it was that harboured 
designs against the peace of Doordrecht and Alkmaar.

was slandered by those very people who were preparing to trample upon all Europes And 
now they know who are their friends.

The next 
day they attacked the German headquarters and took 150 prisoners. This exploit 
yielded 300 guns, 7 mortars, 8 machineguns, three anti-aircraft batteries and a 
huge quantity of mmition. The patriots also attacked three mmition trains. Their 


action was so daring, that the Germans threatened to eats 10 civiliens for every 
dead German. 


' Members oe the NSB. aibed: as fee and betrayed time and again the positions of 
the patriots, so that they: had to be on their lookout all the time. Apart from their 
actions against the Germans the patriots managed to save seven American pilots who 
baled out by parachute from their ‘planes...

THE OPERATIONS IN THE. NETHERLANDS . 


A Survey of ALLied Military overations for the Liberation of our patherlana, ts 


London, October 6th.~ Two phases may be distinguished in the Allied nilitene aie 
_ since June 6th. The: first phase was the hard static battle in the Normandy~bridgehead. — 
In this.stage it was the intention of the Germans to push the Allied landing-forces coe 
back into the sea. . The purpose’ of the Allies was to build up the bridgéhead as a 
basis for grand-scale offensive activities. | The unfolding of this action was made 
difficult by the fact that the frontline, running from the neighbourhood of Caen to ~ 
the south of Cherbourg, was very short.» Also during several weeks the operations of . 
of the Allied Air Forces were impeded by very bad weather, In the end of July, however, 
military operations’ entered the second phase: the war of movement started. 


First the. eee of the Miniioan General Bradley ‘broke throug gh tha German front. 
The American tanks pushed through, passed Avranches (where Normandy and Brittany meet), 
out off thu Brittany peninsular, reached the Loire, and advanced along a broad front - 


using the Loire as protection for their right bag ~ in an easterly direction ‘through 
Anjou. towards Orleans and Paris. | | 


" “Hitler ordered a counter-offensive. The Germans tried to break through towards 
' Avranches and thus to cut off the American tanks. from their base. This counter~ _

France had been decidede The pursuit of the enemy retreating in confusion, began, 
On the east flank this pursuit was entrusted to the American First Army General Hodges) — 
and-the American Third Army (General Patton). The Third Army advanced in the direction | 
of Lorrain, and only in the beginning of September it was temporarily brought to a 
standstill by the Germans in the proximity ofthe Moselle. Towards the South, Patton 
made contact with the Seventh Army of General Patch, which on August the 15th, had 


landed on the French Riviera, had: pursued the Germans through the valley of the Rhone 
and the Saone and advanced towards the Gap of Belfort. 


The pursuit.of the Germans on’ the Western flank was the work of the First Canadian 
Army - (General Grerar) and the Second British Army (General Dempsey). Canadians 
and British forced the Seine between Paris and Rouan. Part of the. Gernens reinforced 
the garrisons of the Channel ports - part in loosé formations tried to brake through 
to the Heimat. Practically all cohesion had disappeared from the German armies as a 
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whole. A front no longer existed. Allied tank bis’ oti thundered ahead. General

THE OPERATIONS IN NORTHERN BELGIUM 


The most urgent problem for the German Command was at that moment the formation 
of a new front and the gaining of time. The German Command rightly assumed that 
it would be impossible for the Allies to keep up their offensive at this pace for 
indefinite time. Most of the Allied supplies were still conveyed across the open 
beaches of Normandy. Cherbourg was only gradyally put into operation. Havre, Calais 
and Dunkirk were still in German hands. ‘The fall of Antwerp was a serious s@-back 
for the Germans, but as long as they could dominate the mouth of the Scheldt, the 
port of Antwerp could not be used by the Allies. 


Although the German Condi in the West had lost nearly one million men and 
gigantic quantities of material, it still had a fairly large number of. divisions at 
its disposal, Hundreds of thousands of men were drawn from the German industries, 
and from the occupation troops in Holland, in view of the improbability of Allied — 
‘landings on the heavily defended North-sea coast, a considerable bene was sent to 
the South. ‘But where was the new front to be built up? 


‘The zone, where the Germans decided to make a stand, was generally indicated as 

the foreground of the river Rhine. This foreground was favorable. It consisted 
of Vosgues, the German mountains west of the Rhine and the Hiffel. On top of that — 
it contained the German Siegfried line. How was this zone to be continued to the 
north? | | Set : : | 

Obviously the. German Command decided to put up a defence at and near the broad 
Dutch rivers. In order to gain time for their further defence, they organised | 
temporary defence lines on the canals in the Belgian Kempen. In the first two. 
weeks of September heavy. fighting » took place there, in which the Royal Netherland 
Brigade "Princess Iréne" took part with great. fighting spirit. Across Belgium the 
Allied convoys pushed to the north and General ners concentrated his tanks 
immediately south of the Dutch borders : 


AIRBORNE LANDINGS. 


At that historic moment, when the Allied offensive seemed halted, the Allied Supreme 
Command decided to make a hazardous endeavour to master the barriers of the Maas, Rhine 
and Waal in one great thrust. On Sunday, September 17th,. the greatest airborne- 
landings in history were effected. Parachute troops and gliders were dropped in the 
nieghbourhood of the’ bridges , which had to be used by the British tanks in order to 
reach Holland north of. the rivers. Monday, September 18th, Eindhoven was liberated. 
-fuesday evening the British tank force was just south of Nymegen. The airborne troops 

had not yet taken the vital bridge across the Waal ~ which is the widest water obstacle. 
Tuesday and Wednesday fanatical fighting was going One Wednesday evening the hit Me 
which as if by a miracle was undamaged, fell into Aldied hands. 


The Germans bina had time to dis r aaah from their surprise. Fron two directions 

(East and West ) they attacked fiercely the narrow corridor of supply Noord Brabant , 
and three times they succeeded in cutting off this traffic artery. The soft soil in 
the Betuwe was not suitable for tank operations, the weather prevented strong inter- 
vention by the Allied Air Force, whose air-fields were at some distance behind the 
front-line, and the Germans had drawn up a strong anti-tank screen across the main road 
Nymegen~Arnhem. The résult was that the Germans remained in possession of the traffic 
bridge near Arnhem. The Airborne~troops, which had landed there had prevented the 
Germans from using the bridge in the days when the fate of the Waal-bridge was in the 

balance, but afterwards they had had to retreat north of the Rhine near Oosterbeek. 


From there, after nine days and nights of heroic resistance » two thousand survivors 
were withdrawn across the Rhine. ) 


Maas and Waal had been overcome. The Rhine was not. The bold Allied plan of 


attack was eighty per cent successful. The missing twenty per cent had to be fought 
all over again, but now under more: difficult circumstances.’

The phase which began then, was to. consolidate the, captured positions and concen~

_,. The American First Army made South Limburg its base for the first attack on the 
_ Siegfried line in the ‘nieghbourhood of Aachen. At the other end of the Allied: 
attacking front the eastern part of Zeeuwsch-Vilaanderen was liberated by Polish and 
- Canadian troops. Other parts of the Canadian First Army exercised pressure on the 
Germans North of Antwerp, with the object of weakening the German attacks from West- 
_ Brabant on the Allied supply corridor. Near Nijmegen the situation was, however 
_ difficult for another few days. The Germans attacked from the South East (the 
‘Reichswald) and from the North. Moreover, they tried with bombersand dive bombers, 
floating mines and by means of divers who affixed explosives, to blow up the bridge. 
This bridge was quite rightly being called by an R.A.F. staff officer "the most 
important piece of masonry in the whole of Europe." | 


In Noord Brabant the Allied corridor was being gradually widened. The German 
troops who had crossed the Maas at Venlo » were pushed eastwards from the Peel by 
American tank formations, From one line from Oss to Eindhoven the Allied front 
shifted westwards = in the direction of 'seHertogenbosch and Tilburg. At the same 
time the Canadians advanced over the Antwerp-Turnhout Canal northwards. : 


These introductory offensive actions of the Allies was countered on all sectors 
by violent German resistance, They stubbornly defended the area in front of the 
great rivers, and concentrated their troops from Western Holland and Western Germany, 
at the most important point+ Amhen. These movements, which had already been 
considerably delayed, was. further hampered by the Allied air force e 


: The Allied High Command had made every effort to liberate Holland as soon as 
possible, The quick German reactions, coupled with disappointments such as very bad 
weather, has delayed the execution of some plans. But it was a’ delay which does. 
not mean it has been put off, : .

In France, Belgium and the South of Holland botwemn nee and tine 
million ALlisa soldiers are preparing for new decisive attacks on fortress 
Germany. The issue of the battle which still has to be joined has. already — 
‘been: coriclusively affected by the losses which the Germans have suffered 
since the landings of June 6th, but the Allied emics are still | 
preparing for heavy fighting before they will make their triumphant entry 
into. prea ‘together with the victorious armies of Russia.

Churchill gave to the House of Commons last Thursday he rightly emphasized —

performed an achievement of organisation which may be called unique in world 
history. Marshal Stalin himself has spoken of the Allied offensive in 
‘Weevern Europe in a most. ‘appreciative tone.

In keeping up their offensive and pursuit, the Allies have made use of ail 
modern meens of organisation. In France, for instance, a pipe line was 
constructed for all oil products, ‘stretching from the coast to a point 
near the front. A pause in the offensives, however, was inevitable. 
Modern war needs gigantic masses of material. Before the landings in ' 
Normandy started, the material. had becn concentrated in England over a 
period of months. Now, new big depots: have got to be built up in the 
“North and East of Belgium, and in North-Bastern Frande. Scores of air 
fields have to be made ready in order to give the Allicd troops all assistance 
in the air as soon as they attack again. Moreover, the Allied armies 
when entering Gertiany will not receive that invaluable help which was 
“accorded to them in Western Europe by the civilian population in general 
and the forces of the Interior in particular. ; 


These are the factors which may explain the relatively stable 
situation of the frontat the moment. We should, hoever, not overestimate 
this stabilization. Military superiority and. strategic ane Giaueve in
